French  News 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

Arbitration  on  drugs. — The  question  of  arbitration 
was  brought  up  recently  at  a  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Wholesale  Druggists'  Association.  At  present,  when 
goods  are  imported  from  China  or  India,  it  is  stipulated 
that  arbitration  shall  take  place  at  London.  It  is  now 
proposed  that  this  should  be  done  in  France,  either  by 
members  of  the  Association  or  by  an  expert  appointed 
by  the  Tribunal  of  Commerce. 

Pharmaceutical  Press  Association. — This  body 
recently  held  its  first  meeting  at  the  premises  of  the 
Amical  Association  of  Pharmacy  Students,  Boulevard  St. 
Michel,  Professor  Perrot  taking  the  chair.  Statutes  were 
voted  and  office-holders  elected ;  M.  L.  G.  Toraude  being 


"elected  President;  Dr.  Berthe,  MM.  Petit,  Dufau  and 
Garnal  as  Vice-Presidents ;  M.  Creissent,  treasurer ;  M.

The  French  post  offices,  once  such  dingy  and  unin- 
teresting places,  now  blossom  as  the  rose  with  gaily- 
coloured  notices  of  charming  winter  resorts,  and  of 
hundreds  of  articles  for  sale ;  the  little  books  of  stamps 
have  a  coat  of  many-coloured  advertisements ;  and  the 
latest  is  that  the  telegram  forms  now  announce  the 
virtues  of  soaps  and  other  necessities  of  civilised  life. 
The  juxtaposition  of  certain  urgent  and  sometimes  pain- 
ful messages  with  announcements  of  places  of  amusement 
has  aroused  some  Press  criticism. 

Chemical  information  centre. — The  proposal  to 
create  a  "  Service  de  Documentation,"  lodged  in  a 
"  House  of  Chemistry,"  with  a  view  to  keeping  inventors 
and  manufacturers  posted  as  to  the  progress  of  research 
at  home  and  abroad,  has  been  taken  up  by  the  French 
Society  of  Industrial  Chemistry.  The  idea  is  to  collect 
not  only  printed  information,  original  articles  in  scientific 
and  technical  journals,  patents,  theses,  notes,  catalogues, 
but  also  manuscripts  regarding  investigations  undertaken 
in  institutes,  by  scientific  missions  abroad,  on  the  results 
of  research  work,  observations,  not  only  concerning  indus- 
trial chemistry,  but  also  pure  chemistry,  laboratory  and 
factory  apparatus,  fuels,  metallurgy,  mineral  and  organic 
chemistry,  and  agriculture. 

The  doctors'  dream. — A  movement  having  been  set  on 
foot  to  revive  the  "  Association  of  Doctors  in  Phar- 
macy "  (which  has  been  practically  defunct  since  the  late 
war  broke  out),  the  President,  Professor  Astruc,  of  Mont- 
pellier,  has  issued  a  circular  in  which  appears  the  follow- 
ing :  "Is  it  necessary  to  call  to  mind  that  the  trans- 
formation of  the  old  Superior  Schools  of  Pharmacy  into 
Faculties  was  not  unconnected  with  the  institution  of  a 
Doctorate  in  Pharmacy?  If  we  look  in  the  future,  shall 
we  not  ask  that  the  University  diploma  should  become 
an  official  Doctorate?  Shall  we  remain  indifferent  to  the 
institution  of  a  grade  of  Doctor,  completely  replacing 
that  of  pharmacist,  as  the  normal  completion  of  phar- 
maceutical study  ?  These  are  questions  in  which  the 
Association  may  play  an  interesting  part." 

Discussing  the  cold  storage  and  similar  industries, 
a  writer  in  the  "  Temps  "  remarks  :  "  Even  the  perfume 
industry  utilises  low  temperatures.  The  flowers  cede 
their  perfume  to  wax,  but  the  wax  must  transfer  it  to 
alcohol.  Thus  the  question  of  temperature  intervenes. 
Imagine  a  Riviera  perfume  handed  to  a  fashionable 
beauty  of  the  North.  What  would  not  be  her  surprise 
on  finding  a  cloudy  film  in  the  midst  of  the  perfumed 
alcohol?  Are  the  Riviera  products,  after  all,  chemical? 
Not  at  all.  This  cloudiness  is,  on  the  contrary,  a  proof 
of  origin ;  it  is  formed  by  a  portion  of  the  wax  which, 
perfectly  dissolved  in  the  alcohol  at  the  temperature  of 
the  South  of  France,  has  precipitated  on  account  of 
the  change  of  latitude.  To  avoid  such  incidents  in 
future,  the  perfume,  ere  it  leaves  its  native  land,  must 
be  submitted  to  a  temperature  of  — 15°  C.  The  wax  i3 
thus  precipitated  after  having  transmitted  the  odour  to 
the  alcohol." 

Doctors  of  pharmacy. — Among  the  theses  submitted 
during  1923  for  the  diploma  of  Doctor  of  Pharmacy  of 
the  University  of  Paris  were :  M.  Save  on  the  hydrates 
of  uranyl  chloride  and  bromide ;  M.  Blaque,  on  plants 
yielding  thymol ;  M.  Pipault,  on  the  anatomical  study 
of  pine  leaves ;  M.  Meynadier,  a  study  of  the  mineral 
waters  of  Moulay  Yacoub  (Morocco);  M.  Lachartre,  a 
contribution  to  the  study  of  the  vanadates  of  ammonium ; 
M.  Giron,  on  the  sulphochlorides  of  carbon  ;  M.  Legier, 
on  some  colloidal  medicaments;  M.  Grandiere,  on  the 
decomposition  of  allophanic  ethers  by  heat  ;  M.  Pineau, 
on  complex  pyridine,  ammoniates  of  iridium  ;  and  M. 
Gur,  a  study  of  Ehrlich's  diazo-reaction.  Two 
theses  were  presented  for  the  Higher  Pharmaceutical 
Diploma:  M.  Liot's,  on  the  cultivation  of  Bnrilhis  pi/0* 
cyaneus  in  definite  chemical  media,  and  M.  Bedel's  con- 
tribution to  the  study  of  the  products  of  polymerisation 
of  hydrocyanic  acid. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Use  op  Pebsian  arms. — The  Persian  government  has 
issued  a  decree  forbidding  the  use  by  foreign  firms  of 
the  Persian  arms  as  a  trade-mark.  Firms  using  the 
imperial  arms  are  given  a  period  of  ten  months  in  which 
to  effect  the  necessary  change. 

Jugo-Slav  opium  production. — According  to  a  state- 
ment issued  by  the  Yugo-Slav  Minister  of  Commerce,  the 
total  amount  of  opium  produced  during  the  past  year  in 
the  kingdom  aggregated  45,000  kilograms,  practically 
double  the  amount  produced  in  1922. 

Jugo-Slav  Pharmacopoeia. — The  kingdom  of  the  Serbs, 
Croats  and  Slovenes  consists  of  the  old  kingdom  of  Serbia, 
in  addition  to  Montenegro,  and  territories  formerly  com- 
prised in  the  Austro-Hungarian  Monarchy.  In  the  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  kingdom  the  pharmacopoeias  formerly  in 
force  are  still  in  current  use ;  these  include  the  Serbian, 
Austrian,  Croato-Slovene  and  Hungarian  pharmacopoeias. 
The  Jugo-Slav  Minister  of  Health  has  decided  to  take 
the  necessary  6teps  for  the  elaboration  of  a  new  national 
pharmacopoeia,  and  a  pharmacopoeia  commission  is  now  in 
course  of  formation. 

German  chemical  interest  in  Russia. — The  Associa- 
tion of  the  German  Chemical  Industry,  better  known  as 
the  "  I.G."  (Interessengemeinschaft),  recently  sent  a  com- 
mission to  Russia  to  study  the  prospects  for  a  resumption 
of  German  chemical  exports  to  that  country.  It  Is 
reported  that  the  commission  was  favourably  impressed 
by  the  conditions  prevailing  in  Russia.  The  Russian 
textile  industry,  it  is  stated,  has  made  appreciable  pro- 
gress, and  although  for  the  present  it  offers  but  a  small 
market  for  German  dyestuffs,  the  prospects  are  promising 
as  soon  as  general  conditions  improve.  The  commission 
also  studied  the  possibility  of  Russia  supplying  the 
German  chemical  industry  with  certain  raw  materials,  and 
prepared  the  way  for  further  negotiations  in  this 
direction. 

Argentine  Pharmaceutical  Society. — At  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Argentine  National  Society  of  Pharmacy,  dis- 
cussion centred  round  the  necessity  oi  stimulating  interest 
in  scientific  and  professional  work  amongst  members.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  numerous  pharmacists  are  engaged 
in  scientific  work,  or  have  occasion  to  acquire  special 
knowledge  on  certain  subjects,  and  that  their  observations 
and  experience  would  prove  of  considerable  interest  and 
benefit  to  all  members  of  the  profession.  As  a  result  of 
this  discussion  a  resolution  was  passed  to  hold  monthly 
meetings,  the  council  of  the  Society  inviting  a  mem- 
ber, or  even  a  non-member,  to  present  a  paper  dealing 
with  some  subject  on  which  he  is  competent  to  speak  with 
authority,  to  be  followed  by  a  general  discussion. 

Higher  duties  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies. — According 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Trade  and  Shipping  Convention 
concluded  on  December  31,  1851,  between  Holland  and  the 
German  Customs  Union,  the  Dutch  Government  was 
unable  to  modify  certain  import  duties.  However,  as  a 
result  of  an  agreement  with  the  German  Government, 
dated  June  3,  1923,  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  increasing 
certain  charges  in  the  customs  tariff  of  the  Dutch  East 
Indies  were  removed.  Having  gamed  this  freedom  of 
action,  the  Government  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies  pro- 
poses to  raise  certain  import  duties,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  increased  revenue,  while  other  proposed  altera- 
tions are  designed  to  introduce  more  uniformity  in  the 
case  of  a  number  of  articles  which  have  been  subject  to 
unequal  taxation.  Appended  are  the  proposed  new  rates 
for  three  tariff  numbers,  together  with  the  existing 
charges  : —

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Legal  Reports 

Lysol  Prosecution. — At  Reepham,  Norfolk,  on  March 
10,  Harry  Thomas  Davison,  baker,  Hindolvestonj  was 
summoned  for  selling  a  poison,  namely  lysol,  without 
his  name  and  address  thereon,  contrary  to  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868.  A  constable  proved  purchasing  lysol  for  la. 
at  defendant's  shop.  The  defendant's  wife  told  the 
witness  that  this  was  the  second  lot  of  lysol  she  had 
purchased  from  Smith  &  Sons,  wholesale  chemists, 
Norwich.  She  did  not  know  that  the  package  had  to 
bear  the  seller's  name  and  address.  No  concealment  was 
attempted,  the  lysol  being  visible  to  anybody  who  came 
in.  Superintendent  Mann  said  that  the  case  was  brought 
under  "  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act ;  had  pro- 
ceedings been  taken  under  Section  15,  the  minimum  fine 
would  be  £5.  The  magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  5s., 
with  Is.  costs. 

Deficient  Ginger. — At  Birmingham  Police  Court,  on 
March  7,  Emily  Payne  and  Alice  Payne,  Winson  Green 
Road,  were  summoned  for  having  sold  powdered  ginger 
not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded. 
Evidence  of  purchase  showed  that  8d.  had  been  paid  for 
4  oz.  The  report  of  the  city  analyst  (Mr.  J.  F.  Liver- 
seege,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C.)  stated  that  the  sample  submitted 
contained  1.8  per  cent,  of  ash  soluble  in  water,  1.8  per 
cent,  of  ash  insoluble  m  water,  and  11.8  per  cent,  of 
moisture  ;  and  that  it  yielded  to  cold  water  6.6  per  cent, 
of  extract.    The  report  continued  : — 

In  this  sample  the  sum  of  the  ash  soluble  in  water  ajid 
the  cold  water  extract  was  8.4  per  cent.,  while  genuine 
ginger  should  contain  a  total  of  at  least  12  per  cent.  Com- 
parison of  these  figures  indicates  that  about  30  per  cent, 
of  certain  soluble  constituents  of  the  ginger  has  been  re- 
moved by  treatment  with  water 

Mr.  Liverseege  stated  in  evidence  that  250  samples  of 
ground  ginger  bought  in  Birmingham  gave  the  average 
of  14.8  (2.45  +  12.41)  per  cent,  for  the  sum  of  the  ash 
soluble  in  water  and  the  cold-water  extract.  In  twenty- 
six  samples  of  root  ginger  obtained  from  wholesale 
dealers  the  total  percentage  varied  from  12.1  for  Cochin 
(2.1  +'  10.0)  to  20.5  for  Jamaica  (3.35  +  17.2),  the 
average  being  14.9  (2.45  +  12.5).  He  therefore  concluded 
that  12  per  cent,  is  a  reasonable  requirement  and  decidedly 
below  the  average.  The  witness  referred  to  experiments 
made  by  himself  in  1896  (C.  &  D.,  II,  1896,  p.  210; 
"  Y.-B.,"  1896,  p.  359).  It  was  impossible  to  decide 
by  analysis  whether  a  sample  of  ginger  had  lost  part 
of  its  soluble  matter  by  soaking,  or  whether  the  reduc- 
tion had  been  made  by  admixture  of  genuine  with 
exhausted  ginger.  He  found  that  keeping  in  stock  would 
not  account  for  the  deficiency.  The  defendants  were 
fined  5s.,  with  5s.  costs. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Act  Claim. — In  Bow  County 
Court,  on  March  10,  Gordon  S.  Sugden,  tar  distiller,  St. 
Margaret's  Road,  Barking,  claimed  an  award  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  from  the  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Co.,  Ltd.,  Westminster,  S.W.  His  claim  set  out 
that  on  November  29,  1920,  he  was  working  at  the 
Beckton  Chemical  Works,  dipping  a  receiver  in  oil,  when 
he  was  suddenly  overcome  by  the  fumes  of  coal  gas, 
which  caused  severe  hemorrhage.  He  was  in  hospital 
for  four  months,  and  away  from  work  sixteen  months, 
when  he  returned  as  a  clerk  at  £2  8s.  a  week,  as  against 
the  £5  2s.  he  had  been  earning.  He  subsequently  had 
another  attack,  and  had  not  worked  since.  He  claimed 
35s.  a  week  for  the  whole  period.  Mr.  Samuels  appeared 
for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Berryman  for  the  defence. 
The  applicant  gave  evidence  in  support  of  his  counsel's 
opening  statement.  Dr.  Kenneth  Bellwood,  surgeon  at 
the  Seamen's  Hospital  in  1920,  deposed  that  he  saw 
the  applicant  on  admission.  The  haemorrhage  became 
so  severe  that  he  could  not  reconcile  it  with  coal-gas 
poisoning,  and  thought  it  was  an  ulcer  in  the  bowel.  In 
the  light  of  the  fact  that  no  ulcer  had  now  been  found, 
be  was  of  opinion  that  he  was  wrong,  and  should  have 
diagnosed  coal-gas  poisoning.  Dr.  Henry  Parney,  house 
surgeon  at  the  hospital  in  1923,  said  he  saw  many  cases 
of  gas  poisoning  during  the  war,  and  he  agreed  that  if 
the  bleeding  was  caused  in  this  case  by  gas  it  must 


have  been  an  extraordinary  irritant.  It  was  conceivable 
that  there  were  gases  that  would  affect  the  stomach, 
and  not  the  lungs.  It  was  possible  that  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  would  have  caused  the  condition  of  the  appli- 
cant. This  closed  the  plaintiff's  case,  and  for  the 
defence  Dr.  Cole,  the  resident  doctor  at  the  works,  said 
that  when  he  saw  the  applicant  he  was  breathing  slowly, 
but  not  gasping.  There  was  no  sign  of  him  having 
been  gassed.  There  was  no  gas  coming  from  these  stills 
which  would  cause  bleeding ;  witness  had  searched  the 
libraries  of  the  best  medical  societies,  and  had  failed 
to  find  one  recorded  case.  He  had  no  real  idea  what 
coal-gas  poisoning  waa ;  he  had  asked  chemists,  and  they 
did  not  know.  As  to  the  gases  given  off  from  coal  tar, 
there  were  naphthalene,  hydrocarbons,  and  sulphuretted 
hydrogen,  all  of  which  were  strongly  irritant.  Sir  James 
Cantlie,  visiting  surgeon  at  the  Seamen's  Hospital,  was 
then  called,  and  said  that  the  gas  thrown  off  from  these 
stills  would  not  harm  a  cat.  He  thought  it  impossible 
for  gas  to  be  swallowed  in  saliva.  Mr.  W.  G.  Adam, 
a  chemist  at  the  works,  said  the  vapours  from  the  stills 
contained  no  carbon  monoxide.  The  stills  had  been 
worked  continuously  for  forty-seven  years — at  one  time 
there  were  forty-eight  stills — and  they  had  never  had 
one  case  of  gas  poisoning.  Judge  Hargreaves  held  that 
the  applicant  had  failed  to  make  out  his  case,  and  entered 
judgment  for  the  respondents,  with  costs. 

Chemist's  Libel  Action — In  the  King's  Bench  Division 
of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  March  11  and  12,  Mr. 
Justice  Avory  and  a  special  jury  heard  an  action 
in  which  Mr.  Alfred  John,  chemist  and  druggist,  trading 
as  Rouse  &  Co.,  Wigmore  Street,  W.l,  sued  the  London 
Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  E.  Hulton  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  pro- 
prietors and  printers  of  the  "  Evening  Standard,"  to 
recover  damages  for  libel.  The  defendants  admitted  the 
libels  and  the  meaning  attached  to  them,  but  pleaded  an 
apology  and  other  circumstances  in  mitigation  of  damages. 
Mr.  Cassels,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  that  he  had 
been  a  qualified  chemist  for  thirty  years.  This  was 
a  ca6e  in  which  a  person  addicted  to  drugs  succeeded  in 
obtaining  from  Mr.  John  supplies  of  morphine  by 
means  of  a  forged  prescription.  That  man,  whose  name 
was  Julian  Pinder,  had  raised  suspicion,  and  was  followed 
by  the  police  to  the  plaintiff's  shop,  where  he  produced 
to  an  assistant  a  prescription  purporting  to  be  signed 
by  a  doctor  for  the  supply  of  morphine  sulphate  and 
atropine  sulphate.  The  plaintiff's  assistants  had  many 
times  made  up  prescriptions  for  the  man,  nearly  all  of 
which  turned  out  to  be  fraudulent,  and  this  one  was 
made  up  and  taken  away  by  Pinder.  That  evening  a 
detective  called  at  the  shop,  and  at  his  request  facilities 
were  given  him  to  inspect  Mr.  John's  register  and  pre- 
scription-book. Pinder  was  followed,  and  on  June  1  he. 
together  with  another  man  and  a  woman,  was  charged 
at  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  with  unlawfully 
having  morphine  in  his  possession.  Later  a  summons 
was  served  upon  Mr.  John,  charging  him  with  supplying 
"  dangerous  '  drugs  to  an  unauthorised  person  and  with 
dispensing  a  prescription  without  taking  reasonably 
sufficient  steps  to  satisfy  himself  that  the  prescription 
was  genuine.  The  summons  was  returnable  on  June  7. 
On  that  day  there  was  in  the  list  for  hearing  at  Marl- 
borough Street  Police  Court  not  only  the  case  against 
the  three  drug-takers,  but  also  the  summons  against  Mr. 
John.  The  case  against  the  drug-takers  was  resumed, 
and  Mr.  John  was  there  in  court  waiting  for  his  case 
to  be  called  on.  As  his  case  was  not  likefv  to  be  heard 
that  day,  his  counsel  applied  to  the  magistrate  as  to 
whether  his  c?3e  would  be  reached  ;  and  as  he  was  told 
that  i!  would  not,  the  plaintiff  and  his  counsel  thereupon 
left  the  court.  Later  in  the  day  Mr.  John,  on  looking 
at  an  "  Evening  Standard  "  placard  read  :  "  Drug  drama. 
Chemist  arrested."  In  the  paper  itself  he  found  an 
article  which  had  headings  reading  :  "  West  End  Drugs. 
New  Arrest.  Chemist  in  dock  with  three  other  persons." 
In  fact,  said  Mr.  Cassels,  Mr.  John  never  had  been 
arrested,  and  had  never  been  in  the  dock ;  and  the 
investigation  of  the  case,  so  far  as  Mr.  John  was 
concerned,  had  never  been  started.  His  Lordship  :  If 
his  case  had  come  on  he  would  have  stood  in  the  dock? 
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Mr.  Cassels  :  No ;  as  a  person  summoned  he  would  have 
stood  in  front  of  the  dock.  Mr.  John,  giving  evidence, 
said  that  he  had  a  large  dispensing  business.  He  took 
no  part  personally  in  supplying  to  Pinder,  and  never 
had  any  reason  to  suppose  his  prescriptions  were  not 
genuine.  The  summons  charging  him  with  the  offences 
mentioned  was  served  upon  him  on  June  5  for  his 
attendance  on  June  7.  He  elected  to  go  for  trial,  and 
on  the  advice  of  his  counsel  he  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to 
the  second  count  charging  him  with  not  having  taken 
reasonably  sufficient  steps  to  ascertain  whether  the  pre- 
scription dispensed  on  May  25  was  genuine.  Cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Harold  Morris,  K.C.,  the  plaintiff  said 
he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
twenty-five  years.  There  was  a  previous  conviction 
against  him  in  respect  of  the  act  of  an  assistant.  That 
related  to  a  prosecution  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  for  supplying  tincture  of  iodine  and  liq. 
thymol,  made  with  methylated  spirit  instead  of  with 
alcohol.  He  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to  both  those  offences 
and  was  fined  £30  on  each.  Witness  explained  that  the 
liq.  thymol,  was  not  for  internal  use,  but  owing  to  a 
mistake  an  old  label  stated  that  it  might  be  taken 
internally.  He  had  never  been  convicted  for  anything 
else.  For  the  defence,  Mr.  Morris  said  that  a  mistake 
had  been  made  by  the  sub-editor  of  the  paper  in  dealing 
with  the  report  received  from  a  reporter.  The  error  was 
detected  about  half  an  hour  afterwards,  when  steps  were 
immediately  taken  to  make  an  alteration  in  the  next 
edition.  The  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  damages,  as  the 
statements  about  him  were  defamatory,  but  counsel  sug- 
gested that  in  the  circumstances  a  very  moderate  sum 
would  be  sufficient  to  recompense  him.  The  jury  found 
for  the  plaintiff  and  awarded  him  £500  damages. 
Judgment  was  entered  accordingly. 

Validity  of  a  Contract  Disputed. — In  the  Chancery 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  March  6,  11 
and  12.  Mr.  Justice  P.  0.  Lawrence  continued  the  hear- 
ing of  the  action  brought  by  the  York  Glass  Co.,  Ltd., 
Fishergate,  York,  against  Mr.  Thomas  Jubb,  Jack  Lane, 
Hunslet,  Leeds,  for  specific  performance  of  an  agreement 
dated  October  16,  1922,  to  purchase  the  plaintiffs'  free- 
hold glassworks,  plant  and  stock  for  £54,600  (C.  <&  D., 
March  8,  p.  329).  The  defendant  pleaded  that  he  was 
of  infirm  mind  to  the  knowledge  of  the  plaintiffs  at  the 
time  and  unable  to  manage  his  affairs  reasonably  and 
properly.  He  also  alleged  that  the  property  was  only 
worth  £8,000.  The  plaintiffs  denied  that  they  knew  the 
defendant  to  be  of  infirm  mind.  Evidence  for  the  defence 
was  given  by  Mr.  P.  Pemberton,  guardian  ad  litem  and 
receiver  to  Mr.  Jubb ;  Mr.  Gawthorpe,  a  Leeds  bank 
manager;  Mr.  Stanley  Walker,  an  estate  agent;  Dr.  F. 
Darlow,  Leeds ;  Dr.  Risien  Russell,  a  nerve  and  brain 
specialist;  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Norton,  secretary  and  manager 
of  the  City  Glass  Bottle  Cg.  The  last-named  said  he 
went  ove.r  the  York  Glass  Co.'s  works  at  the  request 
of  the  defendant's  solicitors ;  the  buildings  were  not 
adaptable  for  glassworks,  and  were  in  a  bad  state  of 
repair.  Mr.  Charles  Gerald  Eve  (Thurgood,  Martin  & 
Eve,  surveyors,  Chancery  Lane,  E.C.),  who  was  also 
called  for  the  defence,  said  he  thoroughly  inspected  the 
plaintiffs'  property  on  March  8,  and  in  his  opinion  any 
man  who  gave  £54,600  for  it  "  would  be  extraordinarily 
foolish  or  not  all  right."  The  maximum  value  he  placed 
on  the  land  and  buildings  was  £12,500,  and  that  wa6 
assuming  that  somebody  would  pay  £1,895  for  certain  of 
the  buildings  qua  glassworks.  The  plant  and  machinery 
might  fetch  £5,000  or  £6,000  from  a  speculator  with 
a  "  Micawber  "  feeling  that  something  might  turn  up 
to  enable  him  to  sell  it  at  a  profit.  Although  the  pro- 
perty had  been  valued  at  £124,973  in  March  1920,  and 
over  £57,000  was  subsequently  spent  on  it,  in  his  opinion 
£54,600  was  an  excessive  price  in  October  1922,  having 
regard  to  the  depressed  state  the  glass  trade  was  in  then. 
Called  for  the  plaintiff  company,  Mr.  Frank  Sayer, 
acting  managing  director  to  the  company  since  April 
1919,  said  that  in  1922  it  had  been  trading  at  a  con- 
siderable loss,  and  the  directors  were  convinced  that 
more  efficient  management  was  required.  A  receiver  was 
appointed  by  the  debenture  holders  in  May  1922.  On 
October  11  Mr.  Jubb  spent  a  considerable  time  going 


round  the  works,  and  then  offered  £50,000  for  the 
property.  Witness  replied  that  it  was  "  daylight 
robbery,"  and  drew  Mr.  Jubb's  attention  to  the  valua- 
tion of  March  1920,  and  to  the  fact  that  £57,CO0  had 
since  been  spent  on  new  plant  and  buildings.  The 
receiver  refused  the  offer  of  £50,000,  and  Mr.  Jubb 
increased  his  offer  to  £54,600.  His  impression  of  Mr. 
Jubb  was  that  he  was  a  very  keen  business  man,  and 
it  was  not  until  October  23  or  24  that  he  heard  there 
was  anything  wrong  with  him  mentally.  Cross- 
examined  :  The  property  was  never  advertised  for  6ale, 
but  it  was  not  because  there  was  "  no  earthly  prospect  " 
of  selling  it  to  anybody  but  Mr.  Jubb.  There  was  a 
slump  in  the  glass  trade  in  1922,  but  not  a  "  great  " 
slump,  and  with  better  management  the  company  could 
have  made  profits.  Mr.  -  Jubb's  first  words  to  witness 
when  he  visited  the  works  on  October  11  were  :  "I  am 
going  to  buy  the  place."  This  did  not  strike  witness  at 
the  time  as  a  strange  and  eccentric  way  for  an  intending 
purchaser  to  start  a  bargain.  After  he  had  been  over 
the  works,  he  said  he  wa6  more  than  satisfied  with  what 
he  had  seen.  Witness  maintained  that  the  property  in 
October  1922  was  well  worth  £54,600.  Mr.  Harold 
Wilberforce  (Ware  &  Wilberforce,  solicitors  to  the  com- 
pany) said  that  when  he  saw  Mr.  Jubb  on  October  15, 
1922,  he  appeared  to  be  absolutely  normal,  and  he 
(witness)  did  not  notice  any  peculiarity  in  his  manner. 
Mr.  John  Ford  (John  Ford  &  Co.,-  valuers,  Victoria 
Street,  London,  S.W.)  said  that  there  was  a  boom  in 
every  trade  when  he  made  his  valuation  for  the  plaintiffs 
in  March  1920.  He  visited  the  works  on  March  8  last 
and  found  them  to  be  in  a  much  better  condition  than  he 
anticipated  after  being  closed  down  for  eighteen  months. 
He  could  not  understand  the  suggestion  that  they  were 
of  no  commercial  value.  The  buildings  were  in  a 
medium  state  of  repair,  such  as  one  would  see  in  an  old- 
established  glassworks,  and  valuable  additions  had  been 
made  to  the  plant  since  1920.  In  his  opinion,  the  value 
of  the  works  in  October  1922  as  a  going  concern  was 
£102,260,  but,  allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  furnaces 
had  been  stopped  for  a  fortnight,  £70.000  would  have 
been  a  fair  figure.  He  had  not  considered  their  value  as 
a  glassworks  at  the  present  day,  but  thought  it  would 
be  about  £30,000.    The  hearing  was  again  adjourned. 


Westminster  Wisdom 

By  the  "  C.  &  D."  Parliamentary  Representative., 

German  Reparations  in  Kino 

Asked  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on  March  5,  as  to 
what  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  German 
Government  with  German  industrialists  for  the  reim- 
bursement of  the  cost  of  deliveries  in  kind  made  to  the 
French  and  Belgian  Governments,  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary to  the  Treasu;y  said  that  the  promise  given  to  the 
chemical  industry  was  that  the  value  of  deliveries  effected 
under  the  agreement  made  with  the  Rhineland  Commis- 
sion (i.e.,  the  French  and  Belgian  delegates)  would  be 
reimbursed  later  by  order  of  the  German  Ministry  of 
Finance,  in  so  far  as  actually  credited  to  Germany  on 
reparation  account. 

Receipt  Stamps 

Mr.  Becker  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
on  March  11,  if  his  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
loss  incurred  by  the  revenue  through  receipt  stamps  not 
being  affixed  to  receipts  for  purchases  sold  over  the 
counter  in  shops ;  and  will  he  take  steps  to  see  that  the 
law  is  strictly  enforced  regarding  receipt  stamps? 

Mr.  Snowden  replied  that  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Inland  Revenue  is  constantly  being  called 
to  cases  where  receipts  which  ought  to  have  been 
stamped  have  been  given  without  a  stamp,  and  suitable 
action  is  taken  by  them  in  each  case.  The  document 
commonly  given  in  the  larger  shops  when  goods  are 
sold  and  paid  for  over  the  counter  is  a  form  of  voucher 
which  does  not  constitute  a  receipt  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Stamp  Acts,  being  more  in  the  nature  of  an  account- 
ing convenience  to  the  shop. 
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Conspiracy  and  Falsification 
Charge 

At  the  Old  Bailey,  London,  on  March  12,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Swift,  Noel  Blake  Ducker  (27),  described  as  a 
company  director,  surrendered  to  his  bail  and  pleaded 
"  Not  guilty  "  to  an  indictment  containing  ten  counts 
which  charged  him  with  conspiring  with  his  brother, 
Philip  W alley  Ducker,  to  defraud  the  Inland  Revenue, 
and  with  forging  a  receipt  evidencing  the  payment  of 
ah  amount  of  $39,315.  The  indictment  also  set 
forth  that,  being  a  director  of  Inecto,  Ltd..  manufac- 
turers of  hair  dyes  and  -dealers  in  chemicals,  he  falsified 
certain  books  by  inserting  entries  of  payments  and  deli- 
vering to  the  inspector  of  taxes  false  accounts  -for  the 
purpose  of  income-tax  and  excess  profits  duty.  Mr. 
Travers  Humphreys  and  Mr.  Roland  Oliver  appeared  for 
the  prosecution ;  the  accused  was  defended  by  Sir 
Edward  Marshall  Hall,  K.C.,  Mr.  H.  D.  Roome,  and 
Mr.  R.  F.  Levy."  Mr.  Travers  Humphreys,  in  opening 
the  case,  said  that  it  was  alleged  that  t lie  accused  was 
a  party  to  a  fraud  on  the  Inland  Revenue,  which  was 
initiated  by  his  elder  brother,  Philip  Walley  Ducker. 
They  were  both  interested  in  Inecto,  Ltd.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  the  fraud  it  became  necessary  to  make  false 
entries  in  the  books  of  the  company  and  to  concoct 
invoices  and  receipts  which  were  fictitious.  Inecto,  Ltd., 
was  registered  in  1911  and  was  founded  by  two  French 
gentlemen  who  retired  in  1914,  when  it  was  taken  over 
by  members  of  the  Ducker  family.  The  accused's 
brother,  Philip  Walley  Ducker,  was  at  present  a  fugitive 
from  justice  and  had  successfully  evaded  arrest,  although 
a  warrant  was  issued  against  him  as  far  back  as  June 
1922.    The  original  company  was  wound  up  in  August 

1918.  A  new  company  of  the  same  name  was  then 
formed,  and  purported  to  buy  the  assets  of  the  old  com- 
pany for  £1,000.  The  new  company  had  a  nominal 
capital  of  £20,000.  Philip  Walley  Ducker  was  the 
governing  director,  while  the  accused  was  also  a  member 
of  the  board.  The  accused  was  absent  during  the  war, 
ftnd  apparently  only  returned  to  this  country  in  January 

1919,  although  there  were  entries  in  the  books  which 
phowed  that  he  attended  board  meetings  in  August  of 
the  previous  year.  The  books,  however,  were  in  many 
instances  designedly  falsified.  Counsel  referred  to  a 
payment  of  £7.863  which,  according  to  the  books  of  the 
company,  was  made  on  October  3.  1918.  to  Mr.  F.  C. 
Herbert,  New  York,  for  goods  supplied.  The  prosecution 
alleged  that  these,  entries  were  bogus,  and  that  Mr.  F.  C. 
Herbert  never  supplied  the  company  with  any  goods. 
The  reason  for  the  fictitious  transaction  was  that  it 
might  appear  as  an  expense  of  the  business  and  be 
taken  into  account  by  the  auditors  in  preparing  the  profit- 
and-loss  account  for  submission  to  the  Inland  Revenue. 

Evidence  or  the  Books  ' 
The  'result  of  false  entries  in  the  books  was  that  the 
accountants  (Moore,  Stephens  &  Co.)  accepted  the  figures 
as  being  correct,  with  the  net  result  that  the  trading 
of  Inecto,  Ltd.,  for  the  year  showed  a  loss  of  £2,543. 
If  the  false  entries  had  not  been  in  the  books,  Moore, 
Stephens  &  Co.  would  have  found  that  there  was  a  profit 
pf  something  over  £5X00.  In  the  ordinary  way  the 
accountants  would  have  asked  for  a  voucher  to  support 
the  payment  to  Mr.  F.  C.  Herbert.  Through  an  act  of 
Carelessness,  the  clerk  preparing  the  accounts  did  not 
ask  for  that  voucher.  The  company  drew  a  cheque  in 
favour  of  Mr.  Herbert  for  £7,863,  but  Mr.  P.  W. 
Ducker  paid  it  into  his  own  private  banking  account. 
On  the  same  day  he  drew  a  cheque  for  £8,000  on  his 

t'  rivate  account,  and  used  it  to  pay  for  shares  which 
e  was  taking  up  in  the  new  Inecto,  Ltd.  By  that 
means  he  was  able  to  get  his  shares  for  nothing,  and 
make  it  appear  that  the  company  had  made  a  loss  where 
It  had  traded  at  a  profit.  There  was  a  ooncocted  minute 
of  a  supposed  meeting  of  directors  on  August  29,  1918, 
which  made  it  appear  that  at  that  date  Mr.  P.  W. 
Ducker  was  applying  for  £8,000  worth  of  shares  and 
that  his  cheque  had  been  received.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  cheque  was  not  received  until  the  following  January. 


The  defendant,  according  to  the  books,  was  present  at 
that  meeting  of  the  board.  There  was  also  evidence 
that  someone  concocted  a  receipt  bearing  the  name  of 
Mr.  F.  C.  Herbert  for  the  money.  That  receipt  waft 
actually  found  in  the  defendant's  attachd  case  when  he 
was  arrested.  The  person  who  concocted  the  receipt 
gave  Mr.  Herbert's  address  as  15a  North  Audley  Street, 
which  was  the  address  of  Inecto,  Ltd.  It  was  also 
curious  that  the  receipt  bore  an  English  stamp,  and  it 
was  signed  "  Received,  F.  Clayton  Herbert,  per  pro 
P.  W.  Ducker."  Counsel  said  that  the  prosecution 
believed  that  that  particular  fraud  was  carried  out  before 
the  accused  returned  to  this  country,  but  from  January 
1919  he  began  to  take  some  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
company.  In  August  1919  the  defendant  was  in  charge 
of  the  company,  and  all  the  cheques  were  signed  by 
him.  The  accounts  submitted  to  the  Inland  Revenue 
were  accepted,  and  the  fraud  would  have  been  success- 
fully carried  through  but  for  the  receipt  in  January  1920 
of  an  anonymous  letter.  The  Inland  Revenue  then  com- 
municated with  Moore,  Stephens  &  Co.,  who  took  the 
matter  up  with  the  defendant,  saying  that  it  was  serious 
and  admitted  of  no  delay.  The  accountants  suggested 
that  they  should  be  authorised  to  communicate  with  all 
the  customers  of  the  company  in  ord^r  to  find  out 
exactly  what  payments  had  been  made.  The  defendant 
agreed  with  that  course  being  pursued.  It  appeared  that 
the  defendant  then  communicated  with  his  brother,  P.  W, 
DuckeT,  who  was  in  New  York.  The  reply  to  that 
letter  was  dated  February  19,  1920,  and  stated  :  "  The 
letter  duly  arrived  at  F.  C.  H.  He  cut  up  rough,  and 
to  get  him  to  go  through  with  it  [I]  have  had  to  enter 
into  a  scheme  involving  me  in  about  £5,000.  However, 
with  this  I  have  bought  him  completely,  and  he  will  at 
all  times  be  useful,  but  it  is  a  bit  awkward  as  the  letter 
asks  for  dates  and  amounts  of  invoices.  Still  you  only 
send  the  amount  and  date  of  payment,  so  I  have  relied 
on  my  memory  and  have  stated  December  and  August 
as  the  times  they  were  supplied.  Hereto  is  attached 
copy  of  letter  to  be  sent  to  M.  S.  ...  If  there  is  any 
discrepancy  you  can  explain  that  they  are  some  of  my 
mad  deals  in  chemicals,  of  which  you  have  had  a  lot." 
Subsequently  Moore,  Stephens  &  Co.  received  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Herbert  stating  that  the  payment  of  $39,315, 
or  £7,863,  had  been  made  for  goods  supplied  to 
Inecto,  Ltd.  The  accountants  were  satisfied,  while  the 
Inland  Revenue  also  thought  that  everything  was  in 
order.  Everything  would  have  been  allowed  to  rest  but 
for  the  fact  that  a  second  anonymous  letter  was  received 
by  the  Inland  Revenue,  who  then  ordered  an  inquiry. 

Purchase  of  a  Formula 

Counsel  referred  to  the  purchase  of  a  formula  for 
£6,000  from  a  French  gentleman  named  Boudou.  The 
formula  related  to  Rapidol.  That  £6,000  would  have 
been  a  capital  expenditure,  but  payments  were  made  by 
instalments  in  the  name  of  F.  Clayton  Herbert  for  goods 
supplied.  Certain  of  the  cheques  in  payment  of  the 
£6,000  were  drawn  by  the  defendant,  who  put  the  money 
into  his  private  account,  subsequently  drawing  a  cheque 
in  favour  of  M.  Boudou's  solicitors.  An  official  of  the 
Inland  Revenue  saw  the  defendant  and  his  brother,  when 
the  latter  stated  that  he  was  a  partner  with  Mr.  Herbert 
in  New  York,  and  admitted  that  the  £7,863  had  gone 
into  his  private  account.  He  added  that  the  company 
really  received  the  goods  from  New  York,  but  Mr. 
Herbert  was  good  enough  to  allow  the  money  to  remain 
aa  a  loan.  The  Inland  Revenue  asked  for  the  licence 
under  which  the  goods  were  brought  to  this  country,  or 
any  shipping  documents,  but  nothing  was  forthcoming. 
The  Inland  Revenue  also  inquired  into  the  payments  to 
M.  Boudou.  Inecto,  Ltd.,  had  a  salon  where  in  the 
early  days  sales  were  made.  The  books  of  the  company 
in  recent  years  showed  no  entries  of  any  salon  sales, 
although  the  private  banking  account  of  Mr.  P.  W. 
Ducker  disclosed  that  in  1919  there  was  paid  into  it  no 
less  than  £8,000,  most  of  which  was  in  even  guineas. 
Between  September  1919  and  July  1920  the  defendant 
also  paid  into  a  private  banking  account  the  sum  of 
£1,200.  He  was  asked  for  the  facts  with  reference  to 
the  salon   sales,   and  stated  that  they    did   not  tak* 
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payments  there  but  merely  used  the  salon  for  demonstra- 
tion purposes.  The  prosecution  alleged  also  that  goods 
had  been  exported  to  Italy  for  sale,  but  there  were  no 
entries  in  the  books  of  the  transactions.  The  defendant 
was  largely  interested  in  the  business  of  Inecto,  Ltd., 
and  during  the  year  to  April  1920  he  received  £690, 
while  in  the  following  year  payments  to  him  totalled 
£2,300.  After  Mr.  P.  W.  Ducker  finally  went  abroad, 
the  defendant  appeared  to  have  become  the  proprietor 
of  the  whole  of  the  business.  Inecto,  Ltd.,  eventually 
went  into  liquidation,  with  the  Inland  Revenue  claiming 
£15,000.  A  scheme  was  pursued  to  denude  Inecto,  Ltd., 
of  everything  of  value.  A  company  called  Phyllis  Earle, 
Ltd.,  was  registered  in  September,  1920,  at  the  same 
offices.  Previously  Inecto,  Ltd.,  had  agreed  to  pay 
£4,000  for  shares  in  Phyllis  Earle,  Ltd.,  and  to  dispose 
of  the  lease  of  the  premises  and  the  furniture  for  £400. 
Although  Inecto,  Ltd.,  was  makings  at  least  £6,000  a 
year  profit,  it  sold  its  goodwill  and  trade-marks  to  the 
defendant  for  £200.  The  creditors  of  Inecto,  Ltd., 
would  not  agree  to  the  voluntary  liquidation  of  the  com- 
pany ;  a  petition  was  presented,  and  a  compulsory  winding- 
up  order  was  made.  The  official  receiver  therefore 
became  the  liquidator.  Another  company  called  Rapidol, 
Ltd.,  was  also  registered,  in  which  the  defendant  was  one 
of  the  directors.  The  defendant  was  arrested  at  the 
Croydon  Aerodrome  as  he  was  about  to  fly  over  to  Paris 
on  a  visit  to  his  brother.  Evidence  was  called  in  sup- 
port of  the  case  for  the  prosecution,  and  the  hearing 
was  adjourned. 


Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  the  Keene  Company  (Irving  Alexander  Keene, 
trading  as),  manufacturing  chemists,  52  Gray's  Inn  Road, 
London,  W.C. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor, 
who  had  also  carried  on  business  as  a  chemical  merchant, 
was  held  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  March  7. 
On  June  16,  1922  (C.  &  1).,  I,  1922,  p.  804),  the  Court 
made  an  order  adjourning  his  public  examination  sine 
die  on  the  ground  that  he  had  failed  to  disclose  his 
affairs  and  that  he  had  shown  no  good  cause  for  such 
failure.  He  formerly  carried  on  business  in  partnership 
with  a  brother  as  manufacturing  chemists  in  New  York 
under  the  style  of  the  Keene  Co.  Later  on  he  came  to 
London  and  added  to  the  business  that  of  chemical 
merchant  (C.  &  D.,  I,  1922,  p.  134).  In  November  1917 
his  partner  retired.  The  debtor  attributed  his  insolvency 
to  losses  incurred  in  consequence  of  a  falling  market, 
to  depreciation  of  stock,  and  particularly  to  his  liability 
for  calls  on  shares.    The  examination  was  concluded. 

Re  Esitol  (M.  R.  H.  Hale,  trading  as),  late  of  Bridge 
House,  181  Queen  Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C.,  chemical 
merchants. — The  receiving  order  in  this  case  was  made 
on  February  19.  on  a  creditor's  petition,  and  the  first 
meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on  March  6.  before  Mr. 
W.  Boyle,  senior  official  receiver.  According  to  the 
statements  of  Mathew  Robert  Henry  Hale,  who  has 
attended  before  the  examiner,  that  debtor  was  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  business  registered  as  Esitol,  chemical 
merchants.  Before  1915  he  was  engaged  as  a  bank  clerk. 
He  was  demobilised  in  May  1919,  and  shortly  afterwards 
entered  the  employment  of  another  person,  who  was  the 
then  proprietor  of  the  business  registered  as  the  Esitol 
Chemical  Company.  He  became  the  sales  manager,  and 
a  year  later  was  taken  into  partnership  on  payment  of 
a  premium  of  £2,750.  The  trading  was  never  successful, 
and  in  February  1922  he  was  persuaded,  he  alleges,  by 
bis  partner  to  obtain  a  loan  of  £1,000  from  his  (debtor's) 
father-in-law.  It  was  eventually  arranged  that  debtor 
should  take  over  the  liabilities  of  the  business  (returned 
at  £1,800)  and  the  assets,  and  that  his  partner  should 
retire.  The  assets  then  consisted  of  stock  £500  at  nominal 
value,  and  the  formulas  of  certain  secret  preparations 
which  bad  never  been  extensively  developed.  The  deed 
of  dissolution  was  gazetted  in  September  1922.  and  debtor 
then  became  proprietor  of  the  business.  He  hoped  to 
pay  20s.  in  the  £  on  all  except  the  family  debts.  The 
Case  was  left  with  the  official  receiver.

Chemical  Society 

Four  papers  were  read  at  the  meeting  held  on  March  6, 
in  the  Society's  rooms  in  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
London,  the  President,  Professor  W.  P.  Wynne,  F.R.S., 
in  the  chair.    Professor  J.  R.  Partington  presented  two 
communications;  the  first   (in  collaboration    with  Mr. 
F.  A.  Williams),  entitled  The  Reaction  between  Linn  and 
Nitrogen  Peroxide,  dealt  with  the  author's  investigations 
on  the  interaction  of  nitrogen  peroxide  (a  mixture  of 
NO,  and  N204)  and  quicklime,  whereby  calcium  nitrate 
and  nitrite  are  formed,  with  the  liberation  of  about 
5  per  cent,  of  nitrogen.    Since  the  final  product  of  the 
reaction  is  calcium  nitrate,  it  is  evident  that  the  calcium 
nitrite  must  undergo  transformation  during  the  process, 
and  the  three  reactions  involved  were  discussed,  as  well 
as  the  influence  of  temperature  on  the  different  phases. 
Professor  J.  R.  Partington  (with  Mr.  J.  J.  Doolan),  in 
his  second  paper  on  Tellurium  Monoxide,  described  the 
preparation  of  this  substance,  by  heating  tellurium  sulph- 
oxide  obtained  by  the  action  of  sulphur  trioxide  on  a 
quantity  of  oleum  at  their  disposal.     They  found  that 
tellurium  sulphoxide  (STe03),  a  red  substance,  decom- 
poses at  180°,  yielding  sulphur  dioxide  and  tellurium 
monoxide,  a  black  substance  difficult  to  analyse,  but  they 
succeeded  in  proving  its  identity  as  TeO.     In  his  com- 
munication on  The  Isomerism  of  the  Oximes.   Part  XVII 
The  Action  of  2  :  A-Dinitrochlorobenzene  on  Some  Isomeric 
Aldoximes,  Dr.  0.  L.  Brady  (with  Mr.  R.  Truszkowski) 
stated  that  the  object  of  their  work  had  been  to  obtain 
more  isomeric  ethers  of  aromatic  aldoximes.       It  is 
difficult  to  obtain   these  products,    since   they  readily 
separate  out  as  oils,  and  particularly  the  determination 
of  their  melting-points  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task. 
When  dinitrochlorobenzene  reacts  with  the  sodium  salts 
of  substituted  benzantialdoximes,  a  change  of  configura- 
tion to  the  syn  form  takes  place,  and    the  resulting 
products  undergo  complete  hydrolysis  on  heating  with 
alcoholic  potassium  hydroxide.     In  certain  cases  it  was 
possible  to  obtain  a  solid,   well-defined   additive  com- 
pound, and  the  authors  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
formation  of  these  addition  compounds  is  a  proof  of  the 
inversion  which  occurs  in  this  group.     Professor  C.  S. 
Gibson  (in  collaboration  with  the  late  Mr.  D.  C.  Viuing) 
read  a  paper  on  The  Dimorphism  of  Diphenylarsenious 
Chloride   (Diphenylchloroarsine).      The  authors  had  at 
their  disposal  3,000  grams  of  diphenylarsenious  chloride, 
a:  liquid  used"  in  the  war  in  German  shells,  in  which  it 
was  occasionally  found  in  a  solid  form,  and  which  in  a 
dilution  of  1  :  5,000.000  parts  causes  intense  sneezing, 
The  liquid    crystallised    with    great    difficulty,  yielding 
colourless,  silky  needles,  melting  at  about  19° ;  on  purifi- 
cation their  identity  as  diphenylarsenious  chloride  was  . 
established.     On  the  other  hand,  when  inoculating  the 
liquid  with  a  crystal  of  the  stable  form,  it  gets  warm, 
and  the  stable  form  of  the  substance  crystallises  out  as 
rhomb-shaped  crystals  with  a  melting-point  about  ZQ^. 
On  heating  the  latter  to  120°,  and  inoculating  the  result- 
ing liquid  with   a  crystal  of  the  unstable  form,  the 
authors  found  that  crystals  of  the  unstable  form  separated 
out.      Pure  diphenylarsenious  chloride,  when  cooled  to 
—50°.  crystallises  in  the  unstable  form.      Specimens  of 
these  two  forms  of  the  compound  were  shown.

Bradford — The  February  meeting  of  the  Bradford 
Branch,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  J.  A.  White, 
was  thrown  open  to  non-proprietor  pharmacists  as  well 
as  members.  The  chairman  (Mr.  White)  was  elected  the 
representative  of  the  branch  at  the  annual  conference  in 
London  in  March,  and  Mr.  White  was  also  nominated  for 
the  Executive  election.  The  chairman  opened  a  discussion 
on  Book-keeping,  first  submitting  a  paper  on  the  subject 
which  had  been  sent  down  by  R.P.U.  headquarters,  and 
which  outlined  desirable  systems  of  accountancy  for  the 
pharmacist,  strongly  advocating  the  system  of  double 
entry  in  all  business.  Mr.  White  proceeded  then  to  vary 
the  recommendations  of  the  official  headquarters  paper 
a  little  by  introducing  his  own  method,  very  simitar 
except  in  some  details.  He  exhibited  specimen  pages  of 
his  books.  At  the  end  of  the  week  he  made  a  bank 
withdrawal  to  cover  the  expenses  and  his  own  with- 
drawals, and  the  entries  on  the  six  days'  sheets  were 
classified  in  their  proper  group  in  his  books.  The  R.P.TJ. 
system,  he  said,  was  to  draw  a  cheque  on  the  bank  for 
the  petty  cash,  but  he  did  not  do  that.  He  analysed  the 
petty  cash  paid  out  every  week,  and  he  analysed  the 
invoices  paid,  largely  in  order  to  get  at  the  leakage  in 
empties.  The  average  leakage,  he  thought,  would  be 
found  by  most  chemists  to  be  about  10  per  cent,  between 
the  amount  the  chemist  paid  for  the  containers  and  the 
amount  he  got  back  for  them.  He  had  a  wines  invoice 
before  him  as  a  specimen,  which  was  for  £18  10s.,  out  of 
which  there  was  £3  for  returnable  empties,  and  that  sum 
was  entered  separately  in  his  books,  and  the  remaining 
£15  10s.  was  entered  under  "  Wines  and  Spirits,"  the 
total  being  entered  into  the  ledger.  In  regard  to  the 
Wholesale  people  with  whom  one  dealt,  he  found  it 
advantageous  to  have  a  separate  page  for  every  firm 


with  whom  one  had  regular  business,  and  the  smaller  or 
irregular  accounts  could  be  entered  under  sundries. 
Credit  notes  were  entered  into  a  credit  book.  The  system 
was  much  more  simple,  said  Mr.  White,  than  it  might 
seem  to  be  in  description.  The  chief  thing  necessary  at 
the  year-end  was  the  balance-sheet,  and  one  could  not 
produce  a  real  balance-sheet  without  taking  stock.  Mr. 
Burdett  questioned  whether  Mr.  White's  system  was  not 
too  elaborate.  One  could  make  such  a  system  that  it 
created  a  lot  of  work  for  oneself  without  any  special 
beneficial  results.  Mr.  A.  T.  Bailes  (hon.  secretary)  said 
Mr.  White's  system  would  appeal  strongly  to  a  large 
business,  but  he  doubted  its  real  necessity  for  the  average 
chemist's  small  business.  When  he  (Mr.  Bailes)  started 
business  he  kept  a  detailed  invoice  book,  but  at  the  end 
of  twelve  months  the  auditor  told  him  he  was  doing  a 
lot  of  unnecessary  work.  All  the  auditor  required  was  that 
invoice  and  statement,  when  paid,  should  be  pinned 
together  in  the  book,  and  that  would  meet  his  require- 
ments. A  petty  cash  book  and  a  cash  purchases  book 
were  all  he  now  kept.  Mr.  L.  B.  Sutcliffe  remarked  that 
he  entered  the  number  of  his  prescriptions  on  the  first 
of  the  month  in  a  day  book,  so  that  he  could  refer  back 
from  year  to  year.  Mr.  White  said  he  agreed  with  much 
that  had  been  said  by  the  speakers,  but  one  great 
advantage  of  a  complete  system  of  book-keeping  was 
that  if  one  wished  to  sell  the  business  it  was  possible  to 
show  an  immediately  convincing  position  of  the  business 
in  all  its  departments  to  the  prospective  buyer.  Mr. 
W.  E.  Metcalfe  said  he  used  a  numbered  stock-book, 
which  could  be  bought  anywhere,  and  found  it  answered 
all  purposes  necessary,  without  getting  special  books 
applicable  to  the  pharmacy.  Mr.  White  said  there  was 
no  difficulty  in  his  system  if  it  was  carried  out  regularly 
every  week.  Mr.  Burdett  asked  did  Mr.  White  make  any 
really  practical  use  of  all  his  dissection  of  items  ?  Mr. 
White  replied  that  it  was  found  very  valuable.  They 
would  all  be  surprised  if  they  dissected  their  own  items 
and  found  how  much  they  were  paying  for  bottles,  corks, 
printing,  etc.,  each  year.  It  was  a  great  help  to  know 
these  things,  and  where  to  put  a  check  on  wastage.  The 
leakage  on  empties,  especially  where  there  was  a  wine  and 
spirit  licence,  was  very  serious  unless  watched.  He  had 
reduced  his  own  leakage  from  10  per  cent,  to  5  per  cent, 
in  empty  bottles  and  cases.  At  stocktaking  he  took  into 
account  all  bottles  in  stock  and  also  those  out  with 
customers.  He  could  reckon  those  which  were  out  at 
almost  100  per  cent.  Mr.  Metcalfe,  moving  thanks  to  Mr. 
White,  said  the  great  thing  in  keeping  such  detailed 
accounts  was  to  check  expenses,  and  stocktaking  should 
be  done  every  year.  Mr.  White  remarked  that  the  income- 
tax  authorities  were  very  keen  on  ordinary  trade  expenses, 
and  it  was  advisable  to  have  good  records  to  show  them. 

Exeter. — A  meeting  of  the  Devon  Branch  was  held  on 
February  27,  Mr.  W.  E.  Hollows  presiding.  Replies 
received  from  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.,  Yardley  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  Matthews'  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  in  response  to  letters 
urging  these  companies  to  adopt  protection  through  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  were  read,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  sales  of  proprietaries  offered  by  these 
firms  should  be  discouraged  until  a  desire  was  shown 
to  secure  the  good  will  of  the  pharmacist.  Mr.  D.  A. 
Evans  and  Mr.  F.  March  were  appointed  delegates  to 
attend  the  forthcoming  R.P.U.  Conference,  and  Mr.  P.  F. 
Rowsell  was  unanimously  adopted  as  candidate  for  the 
R.P.U.  Executive.  A  large  majority  were  in  favour  of 
supporting  the  perfumery  section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  pressing  for  a  reduction  in  the  duty  on 
spirit  used  for  perfumery. 

Hull. — Mr.  R.  F.  Jones  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Hull  Branch  on  March  4,  at  which  Mr.  T.  H.  Newton 
was  a^nointed  delegate  to  the  annual  conference.  A 
resolution  was  passed  that  a  minimum  fee  of  6d.  for 
mixtures  should  be  strongly  urged.  Mr.  T.  Smith  thought 
that  the 1  man  working  his  business  single-handed  had 
never  had  the  consideration  he  deserved,  the  intermittent 
nature  of  Insurance  work  demanding  a  much  hieher  rate 
of  payment  than  now  obtained.  Mr.  Richardson  said 
that  he  frermently  had  prescriptions  for  adhesive  plasters, 
12  in.  by  12  in.,  which  left  him  with  an  accumulation  of 
4-in.  strips.

Ulster  Retail  Drug-Trade 
Association 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade 
Association  was  held  on  March  5  in  the  Carlton 
Restaurant,  Belfast,  Mr.  Andrew  Wilso11,  the  outgoing 
President,  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  large  attendance, 
and,  prior  to  the  business  meeting,  the  company  was 
entertained  to  luncheon  by  the  President  and  com- 
mittee. The  President  welcomed  the  members,  including 
a  deputation  from  Londonderry  (Messrs.  S.  Dale  and 
J.  Wellwood).  At  the  business  meeting  the  secretary, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Stevenson,  read  the  annual  reports.  The 
membership,  he  said,  has  been  well  maintained.  It 
stands  to-day  at  290,  against  295  last  year,  the  previous 
year  being  296.  It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  com- 
mittee to  see  all  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  regis- 
tered druggists  in  business  members  of  the 
U.R.D.T.A.  ;  although  the  percentage  of  membership 
is  high  compared  with  other  associations,  yet  it  is 
essential  that  the  trade  should  be  well  organised  in  face 
of  labour  trouble  as  well  as  uniformity  in  prices.  Mr. 
W.  J.  Rankin  presented  the  financial  statement,  which 
showed  a  substantial  balance  on  hand.  In  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  reports,  the  President  said  the  most 
outstanding  item  was  the  removal  of  the  prescription 
schedule  from  the  U.R.D.T.A.  From  many  points  of 
view  that  had  been  unavoidable.  They  were  a  com- 
posite body  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  registered 
druggists,  and  it  was  felt  by  a  large  section  of  the 
Association  that  it  was  unfair  to  the  R.D.s  that  pre- 


scription matters  should  crop  up  and  cause  irritation, 
trouble  and  price-cutting.  They  had  been  -  passing 
through  a  stage  which  ordinarily  would  be  expected  to 
produce  trouble — the  stage  of  falling  prices — and,  owing 
to  want  of  employment,  a  restricted  turnover.  If  at 
any  time  trouble  might  be  looked  for  and  danger  to  the 
Association  arose  it  would  be  at  a  moment  like  the 
present,  but  happily  they  had  not  yet  reached  the  danger 
point.  The  main  work  of  the  committee  had  been  price 
protection.  They  had  aimed  at  maintaining  the  highest 
prices  possible,  so  long  as  it '  did  not  interfere  with 
business  in  any  given  line.  The  other  point  of  view  of 
the  committee  was  the  protection  of  the  trade  against 
the  competition  of  grocers,  etc.  The  President  dealt 
extensively  with  correspondence  with  a  London  firm  ou 
this  matter.  He  wished  the  members  to  understand 
that  the  committee  is  fighting-  for  them,  and  that  each 
member  of  the  Association  has  a  personal  responsibility 
to  support  it.  Mr.  R.  F.  McCartney  (Coleraine)  seconded 
the  adoption,  and  Messrs.  Jas.  Tate,  J.  Guiler,  A.  M. 
Gamble,  and  S.  Gibson,  having  spoken,  the  reports  were 
adopted. 

Election  of  Officers 
The  President  moved  that  Mr.  Joseph  Moffett  be  elected 
President  for  1924.  He  was  a  host  in  himself,  and 
disseminated  all  round  him  a  feeling  of  hearty  goodwill 
and  geniality.  He  was  one  of  the  most  likely  to  com- 
mend himself  to  the  members  generally,  and  he  bespoke 
for  him  a  very  successful  year.  Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson 
seconded  the  motion,  which  was  supported  by  Mr.

Canadian  ddmping  duty  on  caustic  soda  and  liquid 
chlorine. — A  regulation  issued  by  the  Canadian  Com- 
missioner of  Customs  and  Excise  (February  4,  1924), 
applies  dumping  or  special  duty,  without  exemption  allow- 
ance, to  caustic  soda  and  liquid  chlorine  imported  into 
Canada,  when  the  selling  price  to  a  purchaser  in  Canada 
is  less  that  the  fair  market  value  of  the  goods  when  sold 
for  home  consumption  in  the  country  of  export. 
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South  African  Medicine  Tax 

The  Act  to  be  Amended 

An  important  amendment  to  the  patent  medicine  tax  is 
to  be  made.  Information  to  this  effect  is  conveyed  in 
the  following  letter  written  by  Mr.  G.  Owen-Smith, 
Commissioner  of  Customs  and  Excise,  to  Mr.  D.  Dale, 
President,  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  South 
Africa  :— 

"  In  connection  with  your  interview  this  morning  with 
the  Minister  of  Finance  on  the  subject  of  the  excise 
duties  now  imposed  on  patent  and  proprietary  medicines 
as  denned  in  Act  No.  23  of  1923,  I  am  directed  by  Mr. 
Burton  to  confirm  the  information  conveyed  to  you — 
namely,  that 

The  Government  has  decided  to  amend  the  Act  so  as 
to  collect  the  tax  on  imported  patent  and  proprietary 
medicines,  by  means  of  a  Customs  impost,  and  from  the 
actual  manufacturers  on  such  medicines  that  are  made 
in  the  Union. 

"  Mr.  Burton  will  arrange  so  to  adjust  the  tax  as  to 
give  due  protection  to  manufacturers  of  patent  and  pro- 
prietary medicines  within  the  Union. 

"  As  regards  the  question  of  the  collection  of  the  tax, 
other  than  by  means  of  stamps  affixed  to  the  article 
offered  for  sale,  while  Mr.  Burton  sees  great  difficulties 
in  carrying  out  this  suggestion,  he  is  quite  prepared  to 
consider  any  other  method  that  is  put  forward,  provided 
the  revenue  is  adequately  protected. 

"  On  the  question  of  consulting  those  interested  in  the 
framing  of  the  necessary  legislation,  I  shall  welcome  the 
assistance  of  chemists  in  that  direction." 

Mb.  Dale's  Reply 

The  above  letter  appeared  in  the  "  Cape  Times  "  of 
February  21,  and  on  the  next  day  Mr.  D.  Dale  wrote 
the  following  letter  to  the  editor  : — 

Sir, — As  you  were  good  enough  to  give  prominence  in 
this  morning's  edition  to  a  letter  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Customs  and  Excise  in  regard  to  the  intentions  of  the 
Government  as  to  the  amending  of  the  Patent  Medicine 
Tax  (Act  No.  23  of  1923),  may  I  crave  equal  prominence 
for  the  publication,  to  which  I  have  the  Minister's  con- 
sent, of  the  Association's:  views  of  the  proposals  as  con- 
tained in  the  attached  copy  of  a  letter  handed  to  the 
Minister  to-day  ? 

At  the  same  time  I  would  like  to  make  it  absolutely 
clear  that  the  letter  in  question  from  the  Commissioner 
was  addressed  to  me,  not  as  President  of  the  Association, 
but  in  my  private  capacity  as-  a  citizen  of  the  Union. 

Annexure 

"  I  duly  submitted  last  evening  to  the  Southern  Execu- 
tive of  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  South 
Africa  the  letter  (No.  E427)  addressed  to  me  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Customs  and  Excise,  outlining  the  inten- 
tions of  the  Government  in  regard  to  amending  the  present 
patent  medicine  stamp  tax  (Act  No.  23  of  1923). 

"  I  have  been  instructed  to  advise  you  that  the  Execu- 
tive does  not  find  itself  able  to  recommend  the  members 
of  the  Association  to  accept  your  proposals  as  they  stand. 

"  The  Executive  feels  that  in  so  doing  it  would  be 
committing  a  breach  of  faith  with  the  public,  many 
thousands  of  whom  have  signed  a  petition,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Association,  requesting  a  total  repeal  of 
the  tax  in  question  and  asking  that  no  additional  tax 
be  placed  on  medicines,  as  per  attached  petition  form. 

"  Furthermore,  I  have  been  instructed  to  draw  your 
attention  again  to  the  following  resolution  passed  unani- 
mously at  the  recent  conference  of  chemists,  namely  : 

That  this  Conference  of  duly-elected  delegates  from  all 
parts  of  the  Union  press  for  the  total  repeal  of  the  Patent 
Medicine  Stamp  Tax,  and  that  no  other  form  of  taxation 
on  medicines  be  substituted  therefor. 

"  As  the  Commissioner  has  published  the  letter  to  me. 
presumably,  to  show  the  Government's  policy  in  the 
matter,  may  I  take  it  that  you  have  no  objection  to  the 
publication  of  this,  as  showing  the  policy  of  the 
Association?  " 


Dangerous  Drugs  Act 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  sending 
out  to  chemists  a  summary  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acta 
and  Regulations,  accompanied  by  the  following  letter 

The  Council  of  the  Society  desire  to  draw  your  attention 
to  a  summary  of  the  Regulations  made  under  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Acts,  1920  and  1923,  which  is  enclosed  herewith. 
It  is  important  that  every  pharmacist  should  make  himself 
acquainted  with  the  summary.  There  are  two  things  in 
particular  to  which  the  Council  specially  invite  your  atten- 
tion, namely  :  — ■ 

(1)  Sales  to  doctors,  dentists,  and  veterinary  surgeons. 

(2)  The  supply  upon  prescription. 

With  regard  to  the  first  point,  it  is  now  made  quite  clear 
by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  of  1923  that  the  sale  to  a 
doctor,  a  dentist,  or  a  veterinary  surgeon  is  not  exempted 
from  the  requirements  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1868.  It  therefore  appears  illegal  for  a  pharmacist  to 
sell  any  poison  included  in  Part  I  of  the  Schedule  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts,  to  any  doctor,  dentist,  or  veterinary  surgeon 
who  is  not  known  to  him,  unless,  of  course,  the  doctor, 
dentist  or  veterinary  surgeon  is  introduced  by  someone 
whom  the  pharmacist  knows. 

Drug  addicts  will  often  resort  to  any  subterfuge  in  order 
to  obtain  drugs.  For  instance,  they  will  falsely  represent 
themselves  to  be  medical  practitioners ;  they  will  forge 
orders  in  the  name  of  a  doctor,  and  will  even  get  cards 
and  notepaper  printed  with  the  doctor's  name  and  address. 
In  a  recent  case  an  unauthorised  person,  dressed  in  naval 
uniform  and  presenting  what  purported  to  be  his  visiting 
card  indicating  that  he  was  a  surgeon  in  the  Navy,  obtained 
supplies  on  the  strength  of  these  representations  from  a 
number  of  chemists,  wholesale  and  retail,  with  the  result 
that  they  all  rendered  themselves  liable  to  prosecution. 

Bearing  upon  this  case,  it  is  important  to  notice  that  the 
requirements  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  are  not  in  sub- 
stitution for,  but  in  addition  to,  the  provisions  of  Section  17 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  It  will  be  evident,  therefore, 
that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  a  pharmacist  should 
not  only  acquaint  himself  with  the  classes  of  persons  to 
whom  he  may  lawfully  supply  the  drugs,  but.  that  also  he 
should  make  sure  on  the  occasion  of  each  purchase  that 
the  customer  is  personally  known  to  him,  or  is  introduced 
by  a  person  mutually  known  to  both.  Failing  these  con- 
ditions the  pharmacist  should  refuse  to  supply,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  argued  that  however 
innocently  the  pharmacist  who  has  supplied  may  have  acted, 
or  whatever  care  he  may  have  exercised,  if,  in  fact,  the 
person  supplied  is  not  one  of  the  authorised  persons,  the 
pharmacist  commits  an  offence.  Although  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  are  not  committed  to  this  interpretation  of 
Regulation  4,  pharmacists  would  be  wise  to  act  upon  it. 

In  reference  to  the  second  point  given  above  in  regard 
to  the  supply  upon  a  prescription,  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  pharmacist  can  only  legally  dispense  a  prescription  for 
a  dangerous  drug:  — 

(a)  If  he  is  acquainted  with  the  signature  of  the  medical 
practitioner,  registered  dentist,  or  registered  veterinary 
surgeon,  by  whom  the  prescription  purports  to  be  given, 
and  has  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  prescription  is  not 
genuine,  or 

(5)  If  he  has  taken  reasonably  sufficient  steps  to  satisfy 
himself  that  the  prescription  is  genuine. 

Assuming  that  the  dispenser,  therefore,  is  not  acquainted 
with  the  signature  of  the  nrpscriber,  the  Regulation  requires 
that  he  must  take  reasonably  sufficient  steps  to  satisfy  him- 
self that  the  prescription  is  genuine.  The  Regulation  does 
not,  however,  define  what  steps  will  be  accepted  as  reason- 
ably sufiicientj  What,  therefore,  constitutes  such  reasonably 
sufficient  ste^3  must  in  the  end  be  a  matter  of  opinion  upon 
which  the  Courts  may  differ,  and  unless  the  dispenser  is 
able  to  get  into  direct  personal  touch  with  the  prescriber 
before  dispensing  a  prescription  he  would  be  wise  to  take 
no  risks,  and  to  explain  to  the  customer  that  he  has  no 
means  of  satisfying  himself — as  the  law  requires  him  to  do 
— that  the  prescription  is  genuine.  The  pharmacist  is  there- 
fore strongly  advised  if  he  is  not  acquainted  with  the  signa- 
ture of  the  prescriber  and  is  unable  to  get  into  communica- 
tion with  him  quickly,  or  if  he  is  not  completely  satisfied 
aa  to  the  bona-fides  of  the  person  presenting  the  prescrip- 
tion, to  refuse  to  dispense  it.

XLVIII.  Umbelliferae— Fennel 

Fennel  (Foeniculum  capiUaceum,  Gilibert)  is  largely  culti- 
vated on  the  Continent  and  in  India  for  the  sake  of  its 
aromatic  fruits.  The  plant  (Fig.  157)  is  apparently 
a  native  of  the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  but  it 
may  be  met  with  growing  wild  in  Britain  on  chalk 
cliffs  near  the  sea.  Fennel  plants  vary  in  duration  of 
life,  6ize  of  etem  and  foliage,  form  and  dimensions  of 
fruit,  composition  of  volatile  oil,  according  to  the  country

In  which  it  grows,  yet  these  forms  would  appear  to 
belong  to  one  species  only.  Ordinarily  fennel  is  a 
perennial  of  short  duration  with  an  underground  rhizome 
which  produces  each  year  an  herbaceous  branching  stem 
three  to  four  feet  high.  Under  cultivation  in  this 
country  it  behaves  as  an  annual.  In  mild  climates  on  the 
Continent  it  is  grown  from  seed  sown  in  August  or 
September,  but  in  England  spring  sowing  only  is  possible. 
Though  the  plant  is  adapted  to  dry,  stony  situations, 
it  gives  the  best  crops  on  rich,  somewhat  stiff,  soil. 

The  leaves  of  the  fennel  plant 
are  much  divided,  being  three  or 
four  times  pinnate,  the  ultimate 
segments  being  quite  slender 
(linear  or  subulate).  The  specific 
name  of  the  plant  refers  to  this 
hair-like  character  of  the  leaf 
segments.  The  inflorescence  is  a 
compound  umbel,  somewhat  large 
in  size  and  having  fifteen  to 
Fio.  158—  Fennel  Flower  twenty    rays.      It    is  without. 

general  involucre,  but  with  par- 
tial involucres  consisting  of  very  small  narrow  bracts.  The 
flower  (Fig.  158)  has  five  yellow  petals  which  are  bent 
Inwards  (inflected)  but  not  pointed.  There  are  two  kinds 
of  inflorescence  :  umbels  consisting  chiefly  of  flowers  with 
both  stamens  and  carpels  (which  blossom  first)  and 
umbels  containing  staminate  flowers  only.  In  the  perfect 
flowers  the  6tamens  ripen  first  and  drop  off  before  the 
stigma  is  receptive  and  liable  to  cross-pollination  from 
other  plants.  About  two  days  after  the  stigma  is  ripe  the 
pedicels  of  the  imperfect  (or  staminate)  flowers  lengthen 
and  bring  these  directly  over  the  older  flowers  so  that 


pollen  can  fall  on  the  stigma.  This  arrangement  ensures 
self-pollination  should  cross-pollination  fail.  The  illustra- 
tion shows  well  the  five  stamens  alternating  with  the 
petals  and  the  epigynous  nectiferous  disc  surmounting  the 
two  carpels.  The  calyx  teeth  are  not  visible  on  the  oval 
fruit,  which  is  slightly  compressed  laterally  and  has  very 
marked  ridges  (Fig.  153).  These  have  vittae  which  are 
large  enough  to  be  visible  to  the  naked  eye  in  the  cut 
fruit.  A  section  of  a  mericarp  (Fig.  159)  shows  that 
each  oil  cavity  or  vitta  is  surrounded  by  a  layer  of 
secreting  cells.  There  are  6ix  vittae  in  all,  four  between 
the  bases  of  the  ridges  and  two  on  the  flat  (commissural) 
face.  These  fruits  are  heavy,  so  that  a  rather  thin 
growth  of  plants  under  cultivation  gives  a  fair  yield. 
The  cutting  of  the  crop  is  done  before  the  fruits  are 
fully  ripe.  Thus  the  best  fruits  are  generally  green 
in  colour,  but  become  yellowish-green  with  age. 
Several  different  varieties  of  fennel  fruits  are  found  in 
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Fig.  159.— -Half  Fruit  or  Hericarp  of  Fennel  (Enlarged) 


commerce,  differing  considerably  in  size  and  odour. 
French  (or  Roman)  fennel  (^  in.  long)  has  a  distinct 
anise  odour  and  a  sweet  taste,  but  Saxon  fennel,  which 
is  slightly  larger  ($  in.  long)  and  has  a  more  camphora- 
ceous  flavour,  is  preferred  in  commerce,  as  it  contains 
over  4  per  cent,  of  volatile  oil  (against  2  per  cent,  in 
French  fennel).  To  emphasise  the  difference  between 
these  two  varieties  the  oil  from  Saxon  fennel  contains 
20  per  cent,  of  fenchone,  but  French  fennel  is  free  from 
fenchone.  Galician  and  Russian  fennel  resemble  Saxon 
fennel,  but  are  smaller  (^  in.  long).  Indian  or  Levant 
fennel  is  brownish,  and  contains  much  less  oil  (under 
1  per  cent.)  and  fenchone  (6  per  cent,  of  oil  content). 
Fennel  is  used  in  pharmacy  as  an  ingredient  of  compound 
liquorice  powder  and  in  horse  condiments  like  anise  and 
dill,  which  are  other  aromatic  umbelliferous  fruits.  These 
have  marked  carminative  (or  soothing)  properties,  and 
the  correct  way  of  preparing  "  gripe  "  waters  from  them 
is  to  macerate  the  fruit  in  water  and  distil  over  about 
half  of  the  liquid.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  Coroner  in  the  West  Riding 

did  well  to  report  the 
Brighouse  poisoning  case  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  Society  will  use  it  for  all 
it  is  worth  as  evidence  against  stock  mixtures.  I  did 
not  comment  upon  the  case  at  the  time,  being  unwilling 
to  appear  to  reflect  upon  a  highly  reputable  firm  who  are 
shown  to  be  quite  blameless  in  the  matter,  but  the  case 
reveals  a  danger  lurking,  it  may  be,  in  many  stock 
mixtures  and  certainly  incident  to  some.  It  is  pretty 
evident  how  the  misadventure  happened  in  this  particular 
case,  and  the  very  fact  that  such  possibilities  are  unsus- 
pected adds  to  the  danger.  There  is  another  argument 
against  stock  mixtures  (I  refer  particularly  to  those 
employed  in  Insurance  work)  which  has  never  been  given 
the  force  it  should  have.  Every  pharmacist  is  supposed 
to  be  able  to  test  and  certify  the  genuineness  and  quality 
of  the  medicines  he  dispenses,  but  it  is  unreasonable  to 
expect  him  to  do  this  as  regards  miscellaneous  prepara- 
tions bought  in  bulk.  He  is  necessarily  dependent,  so 
far  as  these  are  concerned,  upon  the  wholesale  maker, 
and  his  sense  of  responsibility  is  thereby  impaired. 

The  West  Ham  Association 

is  to  be  congratulated  on  having 
attained  its  majority.  The  mere  fact  of  survival  is  one 
of  which  it  may  reasonably  be  proud  after  all  that  has 
happened  under  the  name  of  organisation,  but  it  is  the 
least  of  its  claims  to  our  respect.  It  has  survived  because 
it  deserved  to  do  so;  its  work  has  not  only  justified  its 
existence  but  ennobled  it.  >'  I  can't  claim,"  said  a  man 
in  my  hearing  once,  "  that  my  life  has  been  a  particu- 
larly good  one,  but  it  has  been  devilish  interesting." 
The  West  Ham  Association,  on  the  contrary,  has  illus- 
trated the  truth  of  Friar  Tuck's  dictum  in  the  old  song  : 
"  Who  leads  a  good  life  is  sure  to  live  well."  It  has 
not  only  advanced  the  interests  and  raised  the  character 
of  pharmacy,  both  among  its  own  members  and  generally, 
but  has  shown  us  how  to  enjoy  ourselves  in  sports  and 
social  functions,  and  done  its  best  to  discredit  that 
self-centred  and  saturnine  person,  "  the  pharmacist  of 
fiction."  I  am  glad  to  hear  from  Mr.  Melhuish  that 
the  criticisms  and  doubts  "  levelled  at  "  the  Retail  Phar- 
macists' Union  have  not  proved  so  distressful  as  to  impair 
the  sanity  of  its  Executive.    This  is  distinctly  reassuring. 

Mr.  Ogden's  Attack 

on  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Asso- 
ciation is  answered,  in  great  measure,  by  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones's  address  to  the  Incorporated  Sales  Managers' 
Association  on '  March  3,  and  in  great  measure  it  needs 
no  answer  at  all.  Mr.  Ogden's  suggestion  that  the  poor 
are  in  danger  of  perishing  because  of  the  large  profits 
made  on  proprietary  medicines  will  appeal  to  the  risibility 
of  the  retail  pharmacist,  at  any  rate,  whatever  the  whole- 
saler and  the  manufacturer  may  think  of  it ;  and  nearly 
everything  he  says  against  price  protection  would  apply 
equally  to  all  non-co-operative  trading,  the  first  object 
of  which  is  naturally  profit  to  the  trader.  All  profit 
is  apparently  classed  by  Mr.  Ogden  as  profiteering ;  he 
does  not  tell  us  how  goods  can  be  universally  distributed 
unless  the  distributor  is  allowed  a  reasonable  profit ;  and 
though  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  individual  trader 
requires,  a  higher  rate  of  profit  than  the  member  of  a 
co-operative  society,  it  is  certain  that  without  him 
distribution  would  not  be  so*  extensive  as  it  is,  and 
distribution  is  as  important  to  "  the  poor  "  as  l'ock- 
bottom  prices,  or  more  so.  It  is  arguable,  too,  that 
the  P.A.T.A.  is  really  a  protection  against  profiteering. 
The  aim  of  the  cutter  is  usually  to  monopolise  trade, 
and  to  the  extent  to  which  he  succeeds  he  has  the  public 
at  his  mercy.  We  have  all  known  cases — I  have  one 
particularly  in  mind — in  which  a  firm,  having  driven  its 
competitors  out  of  the  field  by  cutting  prices,  raised  its 
prices  beyond  all  precedent  as  soon  as  it  dared  do  so; 
and.  although  this  is  more  easily  done  in  the  wholesale 
than  the  retail,  it  is  possible  sometimes  in  the  latter  too. 


A  Weak- Kneed  Jelly  Fish 

is  a  new  phenomenon  in  natural 
science,  and  whatever  else  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  may  be  we  may  accept  Mr.  Simmons's  assurance 
that  it  is  not  that.  I  cannot,  however,  agree  with  Mr. 
Simmons  that  a  man  who  does  not  belong  to  the  Society 
has  no  right  to  criticise  it,  that  he  must  necessarily  be 
a  man  of  narrow  vision  and  a  groveller  in  the  mud. 
The  Society  has  a  responsibility  to  others  besides  its  own 
members ;  others  besides  its  members  are  affected  by  its 
action  or  inaction ;  and  apart  from  the  right  of  everybody 
to  form  and  express  an  opinion  upon  the  conduct  of  a 
public  body,  every  pharmacist  has  a  sufficient  personal 
interest  in  the  conduct  of  the  Society  to  justify  any 
honest  criticism  of  its  policy  that  he  may  choose  to 
make.  This,  one  would  have  thought,  would  be  obvious 
to  anybody  but  a  person  of  "  narrow  vision,"  and  in 
denying  it  (as  virtually  he  does)  Mr.  Simmons  lays 
himself  open  to  at  least  one  of  the  charges  he  brings 
against  outsiders.    He  cannot  see  beyond  the  Society. 

"  Jay  Mack  " 

is  entirely  beside  the  mark  in  what  he  eays  in 
answer  to  my  last  week's  note  on  modern  methods  of 
pushing-  business.  The  saleability  or  otherwise  of  the 
goods  foisted  upon  us  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter, 
nor  does  the  fact  that  now  and  then  it  may  prove  a 
convenience  affect  the  principle  to  which  I  object.  Where 
should  we  be  if  the  practice  became  general '!  The 
question  has  only  to  be  asked  to  prove  the  soundness  of 
my  objection,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  one  firm  should 
so  presume  more  than  another. 

Mr.  Gerald  Druce 

thinks  your  reviewer  cannot  be  serious 
when  he  suggests  that  Mr.  Redgrove  in  his  book  on 
alchemy  {€'.  <b  D.,  February  2,  p.  151)  tells  us  nothing 
more  about  alchemy  than  is  contained  in  "  the  very 
brief  survey  "  in  your  special  number  for  1921.  Referring 
to  the  "  review  "  (or,  rather,  the  note)  on  the  book, 
I  do  not  find  in  it  any  such  suggestion.  What  is  said 
is  that  Mr.  Redgrove  "  does  not  tell  us  much  about 
ancient  alchemy  that  may  not  be  gathered  from  Mr. 
Bell's  article,  except  that,"  etc.  (the  italics  are  mine),  - 
which  is  by  no  means  the  same  thing.  Of  course  it  is 
not  to  be  understood  that  an  article  occupying  only  a 
few  pages  contains  as  much  information  as  a  volume  of 
160.  I  am  surprised  that  one  so  interested  in  alchemy 
as  Mr.  Druce  appears  to  be  has  only  just  heard  of  its 
"  psychological  origin."  I  understand  that  Hitchcock 
(an  American  writer),  in  his  "  Remarks  on  Alchemy  and 
the  Alchemists,"  which  I  know  at  second-hand  only,  is 
the  chief  modern  exponent  of  this  view,  but  it  is  as  old 
as  Paracelsus  at  least  :  according  to  him  and  his  mystical 
followers,  Henry  Khunrath,  Michael  Maier  and  others 
(who  greatly  influenced  Boehme,  who  himself  practised 
alchemv),  the  real  object  of  alchemy  is  not  the  transmu- 
tation of  metals,  but  the  exaltation  of  the  spirit  of  man 
into  perfection,  and  Paracelsus  goes  so  far  as  to  say 
that  gold  can  be  produced  by  the  occult  powers  which 
exist  in  the  soul.  Mr.  Druce  says  Dr.  Dee  was  not 
an  imnostor  but  a  learned  man.  Unfortunately,  it  ^s 
possible  to  be  both.  Undoubtedly  Dee  was  duped  by 
Kelly  (alias  Talbot),  a  convicted  forger  and  thorough 
scoundrel  ;  but  he  was  too  much  mixed  up  with  him, 
both  in  England  and  in  Bohemia,  to  be  acquitted  of  the 
charge  of  collusion,  if  nothing  worse. 

Barberry 

(this,  not  berberry,  the  old  and  proper  spelling), 
though  it  had  been  dropped  out  of  our  Pharmacopoeia 
when  the  "  Retrospect  "  paragraph  in  your  issue  of 
March  8  was  written,  has  been  re-adopted  into  our  official 
materia  medica.  As  Oxycantha  Galeni  it  had  at  one 
time  a  considerable  reputation,  the  fruit  as  a  cooling 
astringent  and  fortifier  of  the  stomach,  good  in  dysentery 
and  diarrhoea,  and  the  bark  as  an  opener  and  detersive. 
It  was  used  popularly,  too,  in  medicated  ales  and  other 
drinks,  and  I  seem  to  remember  having  had  to  gather 
the  berries  for  some  such  purpose  when  a  boy. 
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Editorial  Articles 

Methylated  Spirits  as  a  Beverage 

The  growth  of  the  methylated  spirit  drinking  habit  has 
of  late  become  too  persistent  for  it  to  be  possible  any 
longer  to  ignore  it.  As  might  be  expected,  the  first 
formal  official  note  of  alarm  at  the  practice  comes  from 
Scotland.  In  England  beer  holds  the  position  of  the 
national  beverage  rather  than  spirits  to  an  extent  unknown 
in  Scotland,  and  the  transition  from  ordinary  spirits  to  the 
methylated  variety  is  a  much  less  violent  one  than  would 
be  the  change  from  beer  as  a  drink  to  methylated  spirits, 
At  the  same  time,  there  are  undoubted  indications  that 
the  drinking  of  these  spirits  is  assuming  a  proportion 
even  in  our  English  towns  wlrich  calls  for  some  urgent 
measures  of  restraint.  The  columns  of  the  press  from  day 
to  day  bear  witness  to  the  disagreeable  fact.  In  these 
circumstances,  we  naturally  turn  to  find  some  indication 
of  the  remedies  we  may  expect  to  have  introduced. 
Rumour  points  to  an  increasing  stringency  in  the  regula- 
tions under  which  methylated  spirits  may  be  obtained  by 
persons  desirous  of  using  them  as  a  beverage,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  to  the  making  of  the  spirits  more  nauseous  as 
a  drink  by  the  addition  thereto  of  a  further  denaturant  as 
well  as  the  wood  naphtha  now  used.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  any  material  increase  in  the  restrictions  now  in 
force  must  have  a  hampering  effect  on  industries  in 
which  the  spirits  are  employed,  and  in  the  present  con- 
dition of  national  trade  this  could  only  be  justified  by 
success  in  the  attainment  of  the  object  aimed  at — the 
lessening  or  abolition  of  the  methylated  spirit  drinking 
evil.  As  to  that,  it  is  not  possible  to  speak  with  any 
great  degree  of  assurance.  So  far  as  concerns  the  sup- 
pression of  the  evil  by  the  making  of  the  spirits  mora 
nauseous  to  the  taste,  this  remedy  must  strike  us  as  even 
less  hopeful  than  the  other.  The  person  now  addicted  to 
drinking  the  spirits  is  not  likely  to  be  deterred  from  con- 
tinuing to  indulge  in  them  by  a  modification  of  his  tipple 
in  the  direction  of  making  it  less  palatable  as  judged  by 
the  ordinary  palate.  Experience  justifies  us  in  expecting 
that  the  only  result  to  be  looked  for  is  the  more  com- 
plete degradation  of  the  drinker,  for  whose  social  and 
physical  uplift  the  authors  of  these  reforms  are  under- 
stood to  be  anxious.  For  ourselves  we  think  that  a  risk 
of  this  kind  ought  not  in  the  interests  of  the  nation  to  be 
incurred.  Industry  has  quite  enough  to  bear  without  this 
additional  burden  of  physical  human  wreckage.  And 
this  would  be  all  the  less  justifiable  that  the  very 
natural  and  efficacious  remedy  lies  so  near  at  hand.  A 
decrease  of  the  present  prohibitive  rates  of  duty  on 
spirits  would  have  among  its  other  beneficial  effects  that 
it  would  place  a  drink  of  the  wholesome  spirits  to  which 
he  has  been  accustomed  within  reach  of  the  comparatively 
poor  man,  so  that  he  would  no  longer  be  driven  to  satisfy 
his  thirst  with  the  methylated  variety. 
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Insurance  Dispensing  Terms 

XXI.  Conclusion 

With  the  present  article  we  complete  the  series  on  the 
drug  tariff  commenced  in  our  issue  of  October  20,  1923. 
We  have  examined  in  detail  the  methods  adopted  for 
calculating  ingredient  prices  and  dispensing  fees,  with 
special  reference  to  proprietary  preparations  and 
appliances.  We  have  put  forward  proposals  for  a  revised 
scale  of  dispensing  fees,  and  we  have  made  various 
suggestions  in  connection  with  other  matters  which  affect 
chemists'  profits  on  the  work.  It  may  be  of  service  to 
summarise  some  of  these. 

Articles  Disallowed. — We  have  suggested  that  every 
prescription  of  which  the  price  cannot  be  credited  to  the 
chemist's  account  should  be  returned  to  him  from  the 
pricing  office  with  an  explanation  of  the  reason  for  its 
being  disallowed.  We  desire  to  draw  attention  again  to 
the  fact  that  the  position  of  many  articles,  chiefly  pro- 
prietaries, is  not  made  sufficiently  clear.  Medicines  only 
are  allowed ;  foods  are  disallowed.  Individual  chemists 
cannot  decide  for  themselves  which  of  the  border-line 
articles  are  foods  and  which  are  medicines,  nor  should 
the  question  be  left  to  the  discretion  either  of  the  pre- 
scriber  or  the  pricer.  Authoritative  decisions  in  connec- 
tion with  doubtful  prescriptions  should  be  made  by  the 
Insurance  Committees  under  instruction  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  chemists  should  be  notified  definitely  if 
certain  articles  are  disallowed.  Practitioners  are  not 
infallible  in  their  knowledge  of  the  Regulations.  We. 
have  had  complaints  from  chemists  that  they  have  supplied 
certain  articles  because  the  doctor  has  emphatically 
declared  that  they  were  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
treatment  of  the  patient,  and  then  their  claims  for  pay- 
ment have  been  disallowed.  Chemists  should  not  allow 
themselves  to  be  over-persuaded  in  such  cases.  The 
mere  statement  by  a  practitioner  that  urgent  need  exists 
does  not  place  trusses  or  bronchitis  kettles  among  the 
appliances  specified  in  the  Second  Schedule  of  the  Regu- 
lations nor  cause  simple  dietetic  preparations  to  become 
medicinal  in  character. 

•  Modified  Prescriptions. — One  of  the  possible  sources  of 
Joss  to  chemists  on  their  Insurance  dispensing  is  in  con- 
nection with  cases  in  which  the  doctor  has  ordered  one 
thing  and  the  chemist  has  for  some  reason  supplied 
another,  not  on  account  of  ambiguity,  but  possibly  at 
the  request  of  the  patient.  It  cannot  be  too  emphatically 
stated  that  the  chemist  has  no  discretion  in  such  a 
matter,  and  chemists  would  help  themselves  and  do  good 
service  to  the  craft  generally  if  they  would  adopt  a  bold 
policy  in  this  direction.  A  patient  may  prefer  a  pro- 
prietary preparation  instead  of  the  ordinary  galenical 
which  the  doctor  has  prescribed,  or  he  may  ask  to  have 
the  prescription  modified  in  other  ways  to  suit  his  indi- 
vidual tastes  or  needs,  but  all  such  requests  should  be 
refused.  No  claim  for  increased  cost  would  be  allowed 
by  the  pricing  office  in  such  a  case. 

Dispensing- fee  Scale. — It  was  not  to  be  expected  that 
our  proposed  scale  of  fees  would  satisfy  all  Insurance 
chemists.  One  of  the  objects  of  our  suggestions  was  to 
stimulate  discussion  and  provoke  thought,  and  the  dis- 
cussions which  have  taken  place  at  various  meetings  in 
different  parts  of  the  country  appear  to  indicate  that 
this  object  has  been  achieved.  We  aimed  at  simplicity 
and  uniformity  in  the  arrangement  of  the  scale,  and 
endeavoured  to  be  just  and  reasonable.  More  changes 
could  have  been  made,  but  it  was  desirable  to  effect  as 
little  disturbance  as  possible  in  the  existing  classification 
of  extemporaneous  medicament  groups.  We  trust  we 
shall  be  forgiven  for  suggesting  that  chemists  generally 
appear  to  have  beccme  somewhat  obsessed  with  the 
question  of  Insulin,  and  come  have  advocated  quite  excep- 
tional   dispensing-fees   in   connection    with    its  supply. 


There  is  no  great  difference  between  the  position  of 
Insulin  and  any  other  proprietary  preparation  of  a 
special  character,  such  as  vaccines  or  glandular  prepara- 
tions prepared  for  hypodermic  use.  The  dispensing-fee 
for  similar  preparations  should  be  approximately  the 
same,  and  therefore  in  our  scale  we  proposed  a  flat-rate 
fee  for,all  preparations  supplied  in  ampoules,  the  excep- 
tional cost  of  Insulin  being  recognised.  It  may  well  turn 
out,  also,  that  we  have  not  seen  the  final  reduction  in 
its  net  cost. 

Expenses. — Any  amounts  paid  by  the  chemist  for 
carriage  or  postage  in  procuring  various  special  prepara- 
tions very  considerably  reduce  his  net  profit  on  the  work 
unless  these  are  refunded,  when  payment  is  made  to  him 
for  the  material  supplied.  We  have  suggested  that 
certain  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  obtaining  goods 
should  be  repaid,  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  supply 
of  non-tariff  appliances  such  as  special  splints  or  bandages', 
all  proprietary  preparations  and  special  classes  of  pre-- 
parations  such  as  ampoules. 

Deductions  from  Accounts. — We  have  referred  to  the 
amounts  which  are  deducted  from  chemists'  accounts  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  The 
work  of  these  Committees  is  important  :  they  should, 
however,  look  to  their  costs  and  obtain  the  best  possible 
value  for  their  expenditure.  The  checking  of  prescrip- 
tions is  a  costly  item,  and  the  present  methods  might 
possibly  be  revised  with  advantage,  a  local  check  of 
method  and  procedure  being  combined  with  a  central 
check  of  prescriptions  and  accounts.  (The  number  of 
pricing  bureaux  in  Lancashire  should  have  been  given  in 
our  issue  -of  March  8  as  four,  and  one  in  Sheffield  must 
be  added  to  the  list.)  The  deductions  from  accounts 
should  be  made  on  as  low  a  percentage  figure  as  i9 
consistent  with  maintaining  the  efficiency  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees. 

New  Terms. — We  note  that  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  is  calling  a  conference  of  members  for  March  26, 
Possibly  conversations  between  the  Executive  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  will  take  place  before  that  datej 
and,  if  the  precedent  of  previous  years  is  followed,  we 
expect  that  a  deputation  from  the  conference  will' proceed 
to  the  Ministry  to  bring  back  final  terms  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  delegates.  We  have  not  previously 
referred  to  the  period  for  which  new  terms  should  remain 
in  force,  but  we  hope  that  chemists'  representatives  will 
endeavour  to  effect  a  settlement  for  a  longer  rather  than 
a  shorter  term.  Continually  recurring  unrest  and  uncer- 
tainty in  connection  with  terms  of  payment  are  not  con- 
ducive to  efficient  service.  This  was  admitted  in  the 
courss  of  the  recent  inquiry  concerning  the  remuneration 
of  medical  practitioners ;  it  is  desirable,  therefore,  that 
any  new  terms  which  may  be  accepted  should  remain  In 
force  for  a  reasonable  period. 

Taking  a  wide  survey  of  the  whole  question  of  the  drug 
tariff,  we  think  there  is  need  for  improvement  in  several 
directions.  Simplicity  in  tariff  phraseology  and  in 
methods  of  calculation  is  very  desirable,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  amount  of  chemists'  remuneration  depends 
very  largely  on  the  interpretation  of  tariff  rules  and  prin- 
ciples. There  should  be  no  reduction  in  dispensing-fees 
at  the  present  time.  There  is  no  reduction  in  the  Govern-" 
ment  cost  of  living  index  figure — in  fact,  we  understand 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  bonus  paid  to  all 
classes  of  the  Civil  Service  dating  from  March  1.  It  is 
perhaps  too  much  to  hope  that  the  whole  question  of  the 
chemists'  remuneration  will  be  reviewed  now — that  is  k 
matter  which  the  promised  Royal  Commission  will  pro- 
bably undertake ;  but  some  definite  increase  should  be 
aimed  at  and  insisted  upon  by  those  who  are  charged  wittf 
the  negotiations.  Chemists  are  not  satisfied  with  the  pre- 
sent terms  for  Insurance  work ;  and  continuing  dissatisf ac- 
tion must  unconsciously  react  unfavourably,  sooner  ot 
later,  on  the  whole  pharmaceutical  service. 
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Position  of  Ammonium  Sulphate 

The  present  position  of  sulphate  of  ammonium  is  very 
satisfactory.  Manufacturers  in  this  country  have  to-day 
a  great  opportunity  to  re-establish  themselves  in  the 
world's  markets,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  see  that  advantage 
of  the  situation  is  being  taken.  Production  of  the 
chemical  has  increased  in  this  country  during  the  past 
two  or  three  years,  following  the  great  trade  slump  of 
1921,  and  last  year  must  have  been  not  far  short  of  the 
pre-war  figures.  According  to  the  Alkali  Inspectors' 
report,  the  output  of  ammonium  compounds  (calculated 
as  sulphate)  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  1921  amounted 
to  260,850  tons  on  a  basis  of  25  per  cent.  NHV  In  1922 
the  figure  rose  to  361,675  tons,  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  the  official  returns  for  1923  will  indicate 
a  further  rise  to  over  400,000  tons.  It  is  unlikely,  how- 
ever, that  this  total  will  be  much  larger  so  long  as  the 
main  sources  of  supply  continue  to  be  the  gasworks  and 
the  coking  plants,  but  the  advent  of  sulphate  of 
ammonium  produced  by  one  or  other  of  the  synthetic 
processes  now  being  developed  on  a  commercial  scale  has 
altered  the  outlook.  During  the  year  two  British  firms, 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  through  their  subsidiary, 
Synthetic  Ammonia  and  Nitrates,  Ltd.,  and  the  British 
Cyanides  Co.,  have  been  working  on  this  problem,  and 
the  former  undertaking  has  already  identified  itself  with 
the  British  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  Federation,  which 
represents  90  per  cent,  of  the  production  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Here,  then,  is  a  potential  output,  the  possibili- 
ties of  which  are  at  present  only  dimly  realised,  as  there 
is  yet  much  experimental  work  to  be  done  in  order  to 
reduce  costs  to  a  practical  and  competitive  level.  The 
trade  in  this  product  is  mainly  for  export,  the  home 
market  accounting  for  about  40  per  cent,  only  of  the 
production.  In  the  export  market  some  very  significant 
changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year,  but  the  most 
important  item  is  the  increase  of  nearly  60  per  cent,  in 
the  quantity  sent  abroad.  Exports  in  1923  amounted 
to  over  253,000  tons,  compared  with  144,317  tons  in  1922, 
128,433  tons  in  1921,  and  110,016  tons  in  1920.  January 
of  this  year  is  yet  more  encouraging,  the  exports  for  the 
month  reaching  the  "  record  "  total  of  36,289  tons. 
Nevertheless,  there  is  one  drawback,  as  is  usually  the 
case,  and  that  is  the  fact  that  export  prices  for  some 
few  months  past  have  not  been  very,  if  at  all,  remunera- 
tive. The  question  has  been  asked  whether  it  is  sound 
business  to  go  on  selling  at  about  £13  15s.  to  £14  per 
ton  while  the  home  consumer  is  asked  to  pay  £15  3s.  per 
ton,  which  is  the  price  fixed  by  the  Federation  under  the 
scheduled  scale  of  charges.  Superficially  it  may  appear 
to  be  unwise,  but  the  policy  is  enabling  British  exporters 
to  compete  successfully  with  American  manufacturers, 
even  in  markets  which  are  more  easily  accessible  to  the 
latter — for  instance,  Japan.  Though  the  export  trade  in 
sulphate  of  ammonium  is  not  likely  to  attain  to  pre-war 
proportions,  much  of  the  ground  lost  in  the  Far  Eastern 
market  during  the  past  decade  has  been  regained,  and  the 
high  quality  of  the  product  sold  by  British  makers  is 
attracting  a  growing  number  of  users.  Efforts  are  still 
being  made  in  the  direction  of  better  mechanical  condi- 
tions, progress  in  this  matter  being  reflected  in  the  fact 
that  at  the  present  time  some  70  per  cent,  of  the  total 
output  is  in  the  form  of  a  neutral  salt  containing  an 
average  of  25J*  to  25f-  per  cent.  NH3.  One  of  the  factors 
militating  against  the  production  of  ammonium  sulphate 
on  a  more  economical  basis  in  this  country  is  the  hisrh 
price  of  sulphuric  acid.  Some  reduction  has  been  made 
from  time  to  time  in  manufacturing  costs  so  far  as  acid 


is  concerned,  and  during  the  past  two  or  three  weeks  a 
further  weakening  in  the  price  has  been  noticeable.  This 
is  all  to  the  good  in  view  of  the  serious  competition  which 
will  inevitably  have  to  be  faced  in  nitrogen  compounds 
produced  from  other  sources. 

Unsettled  Seed-oil  Markets 

Somewhat  disturbed  and  unsettled  conditions  have  pre- 
vailed in  the  leading  seed-oil  markets  during  the  past  few- 
weeks.  In  particular,  the  spot  price  of  linseed  oil  has 
been  substantially  reduced  from  its  recently  inflated  level 
now  that  the  scarcity  arising  from  the  hold-up  of  supplies 
occasioned  by  the  dock  strike  has  been  overcome.  Tho 
London  spot  price  actually  touched  as  high  as  £55 
per  ton,  or  £2  over  the  extreme  highest  point  attained 
nearly  a  year  ago,  when  the  market  was  chiefly  dominated 
by  a  lively  American  demand.  Within  the  last  fortnight 
or  so,  however,  the  price  collapsed  by  £15  per  ton  down 
to  about  £39,  this  comparing  with  £38,  the  lowest  point 
reached  last  year,  and  £42  as  current  on  December  31 
last'.  The  sensational  debacle  was  obviously  accelerated 
by  a  rush  of  bull  liquidation  which  had  been  deferred 
as  long  as  the  dock  strike  lasted,  and  thus  prevented 
the  unloading  of  accumulated  arrivals  of  seed  which  had 
been  so  urgently  needed  by  crushers.  Some  of  the 
crushers  were  apparently  able  to  rub  along  during  the 
crisis  on  the  little  seed  they  held  in  stock,  but  speaking 
generally,  the  mills  were  very  badly  handicapped  by  the 
strike,  of  which  bull  speculators  evidently  made  the  most 
of  at  the  expense  of  needy  consumers  and  operators  who 
were  caught  short  on  current  contracts.  It  is  interesting 
to  record  the  fact  that  whereas  at  the  height  of  last 
month's  squeeze  quotations  for  linseed  oil  ranged  from 
£55  down  to  about  £38,  according  to  delivery,  the  range 
of  values  at  the  worst  of  the  slump  last  week  was 
narrowed  down  to  a  mere  couple  of  pounds  per  ton,  with 
far  forward  contracts  negotiated  at  around  £38,  and 
spot  oil  obtainable  near  £40.  The  latter  was  apparently 
somewhat  unduly  depressed  under  a  temporary  absence 
of  trade  demand,  and  has  thus  since  been  restored  to 
a  premium  of  roughly  £5  a  ton,  compared  with  the 
value  for  distant  oil.  Commenting  on  the  rise  in  linseed 
oil  in  our  issue  of  February  16,  we  suggested  that  the 
prevailing  scarcity  would  continue  for  another  month  <t 
so,  subject  to  the  crushers'  output  being  sufficiently 
increased  from  the  more  important  quantities  of  seed 
that  were  already  arriving  and  near  at  hand  ;  and  it  is 
very  fortunate  that  the  strike  did  not  last  another 
week,  as  had  been  apprehended,  as  the  dislocation  of  the 
industry  would  have  proved  a  very  serious  matter  to 
the  legitimate  trade.  Market  conditions  are  now  more 
normal,  and  stability  at  the  current  level  of  values 
should  be  fairly  well  assured,  as  there  is  every  indication 
of  an  ample  supply  of  oil  becoming  available.  For  one 
thing,  the  crushers  should  have  no  longer  any  anxiety 
as  regards  seed  supplies.  The  premium  on  Calcutta  spot 
seed  has  already  almost  vanished  as  against  the  terms 
ruling  for  parcels  afloat.  There  is  no  longer  any  urgent 
inquiry  for  spot  seed,  liberal  quantities  being  on  the 
water,  and  with  River  Plate  shipments  expected 
to  be  maintained  on  a  generous  scale,  the  placing 
of  new  orders  by  crushers  is  being  proceeded  with  more 
cautiously  on  terms  varying  down  to  about  £18  per 
ton  c.i.f. ,  while  the  present  export  surplus  in  the  River 
Plate,  according  to  recent  estimates,  amounts  to  about 
1.100.000  tons.  The  cost  of  linseed  may  easily  come  down 
further,  albeit  the  contingency  of  an  increased  Con- 
tinental   demand  (given  less   onerous  rates  of  exchange) 
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has  to  be  kept  in  view,  apart  from  the  prospect  of  im- 
portant new  buying  by  the  American  mills,  which  are 
said  to  be  getting  short  of  seed.  American  com- 
petition on  a  large  scale,  as  happened  in  the 
first  half  of  last  year,  is  apt  to  have  a  oonsidsrable 
bearing  on  the  state  of  the  market.  United  States  con- 
sumption of  linseed-oil  being  much  heavier  than  it  was 
in  pre-war  times,  and  that  country  being  to  a  large 
extent  dependent  on  Argentine  seed,  it  is  more 
difficult  than  ever  to  form  an  idea  of  the  future  cost  of 
either  raw  material  or  the  oil  product.  The  latter  is 
still  very  dear,  the  present  price  being  about  £17  above 
that  ruling  at  the  end  of  1914,  when  seed  could  be 
secured  at  about  £12.  There  has  been  some  talk  of  the 
Government  housing  scheme  leading  to  a  revival  of 
activity  amongst  linoleum  makers,  as  it  was  recently 
reported  that  Dundee  mills  had  got  big  orders  for  hessians 
intended  for  linoleum  making,  which  would  call  for 
considerable  quantities  of  linseed  oil,  although  it  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  its  high  cost  has  been  the  main 
reason  for  the  poor  state  of  the  linoleum  industry  since 
the  war.  Cotton  oil  is  likewise  exceedingly  dear  and  can 
only  be  cheapened  by  an  increased  supply  of  seed.  At  a 
reduced  cost  our  seed-oil  trade  would  doubtless  be  capable 
of  material  expansion  in  linseed,  cottonseed,  and  other 
similar  oil-bearing  materials,  the  supply  of  which  on  the 
whole  is  much  about  the  same  as  it  was  in  pre-war  days. 

Foreign  Specialities  in  Spain 

In  reviewing  the  new  Spanish  Royal  Decree  regulating 
the  manufacture,  importation  and  sale  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities  (C.  &  D.,  March  1,  p.  314),  mention  was 
made  of  an  apparent  contradiction  between  the  provisions 
of  transitional  Articles  1  and  4  in  regard  to  the  position 
and  treatment  of  duly  registered  preparations  of  foreign 
origin.  We  are  authoritatively  informed  that  this 
Article  4,  a  provision  already  included  in  the  Order  of 
October  29,  1923  (  0.  &  D.,  II,  1923,  p.  758),  repeal- 
ing the  original  decree  of  1919  and  foreshadowing 
the  issue  of  new  regulations,  has  been  retained  in  order 
to  prevent  the  admission  into  Spain  of  all  unregistered 
preparations.  According  to  the  provisions  of  the  October 
decree,  incorporated  in  transitional  Article  4  of  the  new 
regulations,  special  permission  to  import  foreign  speciali- 
.  ties  must  be  obtained  in  every  case  from  the  Director- 
General  of  Health,  and  the  Spanish  custom  houses  are 
not  empowered  to  admit  preparations  without  this 
authorisation.  This  is  to  be  interpreted  as  applying  only 
to  unregistered  foreign  specialities  which  have  been 
duly  registered  in  Spain  in  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  original  decree  of  1919,  and  bear  the 
registration  number,  etc.,  on  the  labels  and  wrappers  in 
the  prescribed  form, ,  are  not  affected  by  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  and  are,  as  heretofore,  admitted  into 
Spain  in  the  usual  way.  On  the  other  hand,  all  foreign 
specialities  for  which  no  application  for  registration  has 
yet  been  made,  or  for  which  the  application  is  still  under 
consideration,  will  only  be  passed  by  the  Customs  pro- 
vided the  necessary  special  permit  is  forthcoming.  This 
regime  will  continue  until  May  13,  from  which  date  the 
provisions  of  the  new  decree  will  be  enforced  in  their 
entirety. 

Medical  and  Dental  Registers 

The  Medical  Register  for  the  year  1924  has  just  been 
issued  (21s.,  Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  by  the  General 
Medical  Council.  The  number  of  names  included  is 
43,140 — an  increase  of  1,664  on  the  number  at  the  end 
of  1922,  and  of  2,281  on  the  average  of  the  last  five 
years.  Registrations  during  the  past  year  number  2,482  : 
this  figure  is  499  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year 
and  1,146  more  than  the  average  for  the  past  twenty-four 
years.  The  names  of  923  medical  men  have  disappeared 
during  1923  from  the  Register — 110  less  than  the  last  five 
years'  average.  The  customary  legal,  statistical  and  other 
Information  is  included  in  the  volume  :  the  legal  excerpts, 


it  may  be  suggested,  would  have  been  strengthened  by 
the  inclusion  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  and 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons  (Amendment)  Act, 
1923,  both  of  which  medical  men  probably  need  to  consult 
from  time  to  time.  The  Dentists  Register  for  1924,  also 
issued  by  the  General  Medical  Council  (10s.  6d.,  Constable 
&  Co.,  Ltd.),  contains  13,473  names  (12,762  in  the  previous 
year).  During  the  past  twelve  months  614  persons  have 
been  registered  with  qualifications,  and  867  under  the 
Dentists  Act,  1921  :  in  addition,  seven  Colonial  or  foreign 
names  have  been  added.  The  number  of  names  removed 
is  1,261 — the  largest  on  record;  of  these,  794  were  deleted 
under  Section  7  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1921,  and  255  under 
Section  12  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1878.  The  percentage  of 
United  Kingdom  graduates  and  licentiates  in  dental 
surgery  on  the  present  Register  is~37.27;  of  persons  (other 
than  medical  men  or  dental  surgeons)  in  dental  practice 
prior  to  the  Act  of  1878,  5.70;  and  of  persons  (without 
additional  qualifications)  registered  under  the  Dentists 
Act,  1921,  54.18.  An  inset  in  this  Register  supplies 
names  of  bodies  corporate  carrying  on  the  business  of 
dentistry,  and  of  directors  of  such  bodies.  Another 
Register,  giving  under  the  name  of  each  town  a  list  of 
the  dentists  it  contains,  is  in  preparation.  The  Medical 
and  Dental  Students'  Register,  published  under  the  same 
auspices  (7s.  6d.),  shows  that  during  the  past  year  545 
medical  students  were  registered  (1,833  in  1922)  and  107 
dental  students  (424  in  1922). 

Specialities  in  the  Argentine 

The  existing  regulations  in  the  Argentine  Republic  deal- 
ing with  the  manufacture,  sale  and  importation  of 
pharmaceutical  specialities  are  modelled  on  the  Spanish 
decree  of  1919,  and  include  the  same  system  of  registra- 
tion. In  spite  of  thisi  measure,  Argentine  pharmacists 
assert  that  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  category  of 
goods  has  of  late  assumed  such  dimensions  as  seriously  to 
imperil  the  working  and  establishment  of  a  pharmacy, 
owing  to  the  large  capital  which  has  to  be  invested  in 
keeping  a  stock  of  these  articles.  The  chief  complaint 
is  directed  against  the  growing  tendency  to  issue  simple 
preparations  in  the  form  of  proprietary  medicines.  Tha 
matter  was  discussed  at  the  National  Health  Conference 
held  last  year  in  Buenos  Aires,  and  resulted  in  tha 
elaboration  of  the  draft  of  a  bill,  which  it  is  proposed  to 
submit  to  the  Argentine  Parliament.  The  real  intention 
of  this  measure  is  to  stop  the  sale  of  all  preparationa 
which  are  capable  of  being  prepared  in  any  pharmacy, 
and  therefore  do  not  deserve  the  designation  of 
"  speciality."  To  this  end  the  National  Health  Depart- 
ment will  submit  each  speciality,  for  which  application 
for-  registration  is  made  to  a  commission  composed  of 
pharmacists  in  business  or  Inspectors  of  Pharmacies,  who 
will  be  required  to  pass  judgment  solely  on  the  technical 
or  scientific  aspect  of  the  preparation.  That  is  to  say^ 
they  will  have  to  establish  whether  it  can  be  made  up  in 
a  pharmacy  with  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  any  pharma- 
cist in  business.  The  proposers  of  this  draft  suggest  that 
specialities  already  on  the  Argentine  market  should  be 
granted  a  period  of  four  years  in  which  to  conform  with' 
its  provisions,  should  this  measure  become  law.  It  re- 
mains to  be  seen  what  reception  the  proposal  will  receive 
at  the  hands  of  the  deputies,  who  are  at  present  being 
called  upon  to  consider  quite  a  number  of  bills  dealing 
with  pharmaceutical  matters. 


Lime  in  agriculture. — Speaking  at  a  meeting  in  West- 
minster, on  March  3,  Sir  Daniel  Hall,  F.R.S.,  chief 
scientific  adviser  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  said  it  was  estimated  that  one-third  of  the 
land  in  England  was  producing  less  than,  it  should  because 
of  the  need  of  lime.  In  the  course  of  a  paper  read  on 
the  same  occasion,  Dr.  J.  A.  Voelcker  said  that  mag- 
nesian  lime  was  not  advisable  for  soils.  The  best  methocj 
was  to  slake  lime  just  before  applying  it.  As  an  antacid 
dressing  for  a  single  crop,  he  recommended  10  cwt.  to 
the  acre  :  where  land  badly  wanted  liming,  he  suggested 
two  tons  an  acre  at  the  outset,  to  be  repeated  after 
four  or  five  years.

of  Great  Britain 
Evening  Meeting  »n  London 

An  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on 
March  12;  the  President  (Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat)  was 
in  the  chair.  There  was  a  large  attendance,  which 
included  Sir  William  Glvn-Jones,  Mr.  R.  R. 
Bennett.  Mr.  F.  Browne,  '  Mr.  Brewis,  Mr.  W. 
Browne.  Mr.  V.  Cofman,  Mr.  Corfield,  Mr.  Ellerington, 
Mr.  Finnemore,  Mr.  Gamble.  Dr.  Haas,  Mr.  C.  W. 
Mablethorpe,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Mr.  John  Noble, 
Mr.  Saville  Peck,  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner,'  Mr.  E.  White, 
and  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock. 

The  President  introduced  the  lecturer  of  the  evening, 
Dr.  J.  A.  Crowther,  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge 
(University  Lecturer  and  Examiner  for  the  diploma  of 
radiology),  whose  paper  was  entitled 

The  Constitution  of  the  Atom 
[Abstract] 

De.  Crowther  first  of  all  dealt  with  the  knowledge  of 
the  subject  acquired  since  1894,  referring  briefly  to  the 
state  of  the  problem  before  that  date.  The  way  into 
the -subject,  he  said,  was  opened  by  the  discovery,  made 
by  Sir  J.  J.  Thomson,  of  one  of  the  constituents  of  the 
atom.  The  lecturer  here  performed  an  experiment  show- 
ing the  formation  of  the  "  Crookes'  dark  space,"  also 
the  deflection  of  the  cathode  rays  in  a  vacuum  tube  by 
means  of  a  magnet.  By  measuring  the  deflection  of  the 
rays  by  the  magnet  it  is  possible  to  determine  the  mass 
of  the  individual  particles  in  the  rays.  It  was  found 
that  the  mass  of  these  particles  was  always  the  same, 
no  matter  the  nature  of  the  cathode  material  or  the  kind 
of  gas  in  the  tube.  They  were,  in  fact,  a  universal  kind 
of  matter  and  presumably  contained  within  the  atoms 
of  all  substances.  These  negatively-charged  particles,  or 
electrons,  as  they  are  called,  are  thus  one  of  the  con- 
stituents of  which  all  matter  is  built  up.  Their  mass 
is  much  smaller  than  that  of  the  lightest  known  atom 
(about  1  1800th  of  the  mass  of  a  hydrogen  atom),  and  the 
volume  of  an  electron  is  even  more  minute  than  that  of 
an  atom.  If  an  atom  were  magnified  to  the  size  of  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral,  the  electrons  in  it  would  be  about  the 
size  of  dried  peas.  The  residue  of  the  atom  has  only 
quite  recently  been  determined.  That  they  are  positively 
charged  is  easily  shown,  and  this  Dr.  Crowther  did  with 
striking  results.  On  passing  a  discharge  through  a 
tube  it  was  shown  that  the  cathode  rays  stream  upwards, 
causing  a  greenish  fluorescence  in  the  gas,  the  posi- 
tively charged  atoms  come  downwards  through  the  hole 
and  form  beautiful  red  streamers  seen  in  the  lower  bulb. 
These,  he  explained,  were  the  positive  rays  which  the 
genius  of  Sir  J.  J.  Thomson  has  done  so  much  to  eluci- 
date. One  very  important  result  has  emerged  from 
these  experiments,  namely,  that  the  atoms  of  some  sub- 
stances differ  in  atomic  mass.  Ordinary  chlorine  is  a 
mixture  of  these  two  kinds  of  atoms.  Such  pairs  of 
substances  are  known  as  "  isotopes."  Passing  on  to  a 
cons:deration  of  atomic  structure,  the  speaker  said  radium 
is  constantly  shooting  off  what  are  known  as  a  particles, 
which  are,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  atoms  of  the  gas  helium 
which  have  each  lost  two  electrons,  and  are  thus  posi- 
tively charged  with  a  charge  which  is  twice  that  car- 
ried by  an  electron,  and,  of  course,  of  opposite  sign. 
Now,  although  these  o  particles  are  material  atoms,  it 
is  found  that  they  are  able  to  penetrate  quite  appre- 
ciable thicknesses  of  solid  substances,  and,  on  the  whole, 
suffer  very  little  deviation  from  their  chosen  paths  in 
so  doing.  It  is  clear  that  to  an  a  particle  a  solid 
metal  sheet  appears  mainly  as  a  vast  empty  space  in 
which  a  few  midges  of  electrons  are  buzzing  around. 
Tracks  of  actual  a  particles  through  gases  were  shown 
by  means  of  slides  to  illustrate  this.  Mr  C.  T.  R. 
Wilson  discovered  that  the  ions  formed  by  charged  par- 
ticles in  their  passage  through  a  gas  could  serve  as 
nuclei  for  the  condensation  of  water  vapour,  so  that,  if 
a  positive  particle  is  passed  through  supersaturated  air, 


its  path  is  made  visible  by  the  shining  drops  of  water 
deposited  on  the  ions  it  leaves  behind  it.  When  we 
remember  how  many  thousand  atoms  the  particles  have 
to  pass  through  in  a  track  of  this  length  (something  like 
200,000  in  all)  it  is  evident  that  only  very  rarely  does  a 
particle  meet  with  any  real  resistance  from  the  atoms 
through  which  it  has  to  make  its  way.  Occasionally, 
however,  the  a  particle  meets  something  of  its  own  size, 
and  a  collision  occurs.  The  a  particle  is  violently 
deflected  from  its  path,  and  the  atom  with  which  it 
collides  is  given  so  much  energy  that  it,  too,  begins  to 
produce  ions  in  the  gas.  We  thus  conclude  that  the 
massive  portion  of  the  atom  is  concentrated  on  a  particle 
or  nucleus,  which  occupies  only  a  small  fraction  of  the 
volume  of  the  whole  atom.  Actual  collision  between  an 
a  particle  and  a  nucleus  however  never  occurs.  Each  car- 
ries a  positive  charge,  and  these  two  charges  repel  each 
other.  By  measuring  the  average  deflection  we  can 
calculate  the  charge  on  the  nucleus-  The  experiment  is 
infinitely  laborious,  as  many  thousands  of  particles  must 
be  dealt  with  to  obtain  anything  like  a  reliable  average. 
The  patience  of  Sir  Ernest  Rutherford  and  his  assist- 
ants ha-s,  however,  triumphed  over  all  obstacles,  and  the 
charges  on  the  nuclei  of  various  elements  has  been  deter- 
mined. The  result  of  their  labours  is  startling  in  its 
simplicity.  Suppose  we  number  the  different  elements 
in  the  order  of  their  ascending  atomic  weight,  so  that 
hydrogen  is  numbered  1,  helium  2,  lithium  3,  and  so 
on.  These  are  called  the  atomic  numbers  of  the  ele- 
ments. Then  if  we  call  the  charge  on  an  electron  unity, 
the  charge  on  the  hydrogen  nucleus  is  1,  that  on  the 
helium  nucleus  2.  In  fact,  the  charge  on  the  nucleus 
of  any  element  is  simply  equal  to  the  atomic  number  of 
the  element. 

Proton  and  Electron 
Now,  substances  in  their  normal  state  are  electrically 
neutral,  so  the  number  of  positive  and  negative 
charges  which  the  atom  contains  must  be  exactly 
equal.  The  number  of  electrons  in  the  atom 
is  also  equal  to  its  atomic  number.  These  con- 
clusions are  amply  supported  by  evidence  from 
many  independent  sources.  Thus  a  hydrogen  atom  con- 
sists of  a  single  nucleus  (proton),  in  which  practically  all 
the  mass  of  the  atom  resides,  and  a  single  electron.  A 
helium  atom  consists  of  a  doubly  charged  nucleus  with  two 
attendant  electrons,  and  so  on.  The  a  particle  is  thus 
a  helium  atom,  which  has  been  deprived  of  its  attendant 
electrons — that  is,  it  is  a  helium  nucleus.  Some  idea  of 
the  infinitely  small  size  of  the  hydrogen  nucleus  was 
conveyed  ito  the  audience  by  the  simile  of  a  full  stop 
in  a  space  the  size  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  with  its 
attendant  electron  the  size  of  a  dried  pea  performing 
circular  evolutions.  The  next  heavier  atom  is  that  of 
helium.  The  helium  nucleus  was  shown  probably  to 
contain  in  addition  to  four  protons  two  negative  electrons. 
The  helium  nucleus  is  a  very  stable  system  and  is  certainly 
present  as  such  in  the  nuclei  of  the  elements  of  higher 
atomic  weight.  It  may  be  assumed  that  in  every  nucleus 
the  protons  arrange  themselves  so  as  to  form  as  many 
complete  helium  nuclei  as  their  number  will  allow,  while 
the  remaining  protons  revolve  around  the  system  as  little 
satellites.  This  hypothesis  received  support  by  an 
experiment  by  Sir  Ernest  Rutherford.  Carbon,  of  atomic 
weight  twelve  and  atomic  number  six,  has  a  nucleus 
composed  of  three  helium  nuclei  on  this  theory.  The 
next:  element,  nitrogen,  with  an  atomic  weight  of  fourteen, 
would  thus  have  two  extra  protons,  in  addition  to  its 
helium  nuclei.  Now,  when  a  beam  of  very  fast  a  particles 
are  fired  through  pure  nitrogen,  it  was  found  that 
occasionally  particles  were  shot  forward,  which  travelled 
much  greater  distances  through  the  gas  than  either  the 
a  particles  themselves,  or  the  nitrogen  atoms.  They  must, 
therefore,  have  a  smaller  mass  than  the  a  particles,  and 
further  investigation  showed  that  they  were  undoubtedly 
atoms,  or,  rather,  nuclei,  of  hydrogen.  Thus  the  age- 
long aspiration  of  the  alchemist  had  been  realised,  and 
one  element,  nitrogen,  had  been  transmuted  into  another, 
hydrogen.  This  is  not  likely  to  become  a  commercial 
method  of  producing  hydrogen-  The  experiment  would 
require  to  be  continued  for  many  years  before  sufficient 
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hydrogen  would  accumulate  even  to  be  detected 
spectroscopically.  It  is  only  the  development  of  methods 
■which  allow  us  to  deal  with  one  atom  by  itself  that  has 
enabled  Sir  Ernest  to  reveal  this  transmutation  of  the 
elements.  The  point  of  interest  for  us  at  the  moment 
is  that  whereas  these  protons  can  be  ejected  from  sub- 
stances like  nitrogen,  whose  nuclei  contain  more  protons 
than  can  be  arranged  into  helium  nuclei,  they  are  not 
producible  from  elements  such  as  carbon  or  oxygen, 
whose  atomic  weights  are  an  exact  integral  multiple  of 
that  of  helium.  The  helium  nuclei  when  formed  are  not 
to  be  broken  by  the  means  at  our  disposal.  It  is  only 
the  extra  protons  which  can  be  dislodged,  presumably 
because  they  are  outside  the  main  structure  of  the  atomic 
nucleus,  and,  therefore,  less  firmly  attached.  By  an 
experimental  illustration,  the  lecturer  showed  that  the 
electrons  arrange  themselves  in  a  series  of  groups  or 
shells  around  the  nucleus,  and  that  the  number  of  electrons 
in  each  group  is  limited.  When  one  group  is  filled  (five 
poles  being  stable),  a  new  group  must  be  started  by  the 
sixth  at  a  different  distance  from  the  nucleus.  That 
this  is  not  a  vain  hypothesis  can  be  demonstrated  experi- 
mentally. It  is  possible  by  various  means,  of  which  a 
beam  of  X-rays  is,  perhaps,  the  most  convenient,  to  drag 
an  electron  out  of  the  atom,  and  to  measure  the  work 
which  has  to  be  done  to  raise  it  to  the  surface.  The 
deeper  it  is  within  the  atom  the  greater  will  this  work 
be.  It  is  found  that  there  are  only  a  few  levels  in  the 
atom  at  which  electrons  are  to  be  found.  In  other  words, 
the  electrons  occupy  definite  shells  around  the  nucleus, 
as  deduced  from  the  theory.  The  final  slide  showed  a 
few  of  the  atomic  arrangements  suggested  by  Professor 
Bohr,  and  a  model  was  shown  of  the  oxygen  atom.  The 
speaker,  in  conclusion,  expressed  his  gratitude  to  Sir 
J.  J.  Thomson  and  Sir  Ernest  Rutherford  for  the  loan 
of  the  apparatus;  to  his  assistant,  Mr.  Dear,  who  has 
taken  infinite  trouble  and  pains  in  transporting  the 
apparatus  from  Cambridge ;  and  to  the  Dean  and  his 
staff  for  the  assistance  given. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Gamble,  to 
which  Dr.  Crowther  briefly  replied.  Light  refreshments 
Were  afterwards  served  in  the  examination  hall. 


Branch  Meetings 

Blackburn. — There  was  a  representative  gathering  of 
pharmacists  at  the  Old  Bull  Hotel,  on  March  11,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  North-East  Lancashire  branch.  Mr. 
S.  H.  Sidebottom  (Accrington)  presided,  and  there  were 
also  present  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  (Salford),  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Gifford,  J. P., 
a  former  member  of  the  Council.  Mr.  Simmons  said 
conditions  in  pharmaceutical  politics  were  constantly 
changing,  and  the  position  reminded  him  somewhat  of 
the  photographic  plate — they  had  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
the  work  in  the  dark,  develop  the  thing  in  the  dark, 
as  well  as  tone  and  fix  it  in  subdued  light  before  it  was 
ready  to  be  shown  to  one's  friend.  There  was  certainly 
much  in  the  pharmaceutical  sphere  which  had  to  be  done 
in  the  dark  before  it  could  be  revealed  to  one's  brethren 
in  the  country.  Following  the  introduction  of 
the  amended  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  they 
would  have  read  details  of  the  outcry  which  appeared  to 
exist  in  certain  quarters  as  to  the  sale  of  cocaine  drops 
for  the  now  compulsory  first-aid  outfits.  The  Home 
Office  had  given  it  as  their  considered  opinion  that  they 
were  neglecting  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  by 
not  treating  tjie  medical  profession  as  ordinary  customers. 
It  was  now  clear  that  they  must  ask  the  doctor  to  sign 
the  poisons  register,  or,  in  the  alternative,  obtain  from 
him  a  signed  order,  which  fact  must  be  endorsed  in  the 
poisons  register.  Any  firm  desiring  to  purchase  in  large 
quantities  must  be  regarded  as  an  ordinary  retail 
customer,  and  the  wholesaler  should  conform  to  strictly 
retail  conditions  in  the  sale.  Pr-oceeding,  Mr.  Simmons 
Teviewed  the  position  in  regard  to  the  supplying  of  the 
cocaine  drops,  and  advised  chemists  not  to  refuse  to  fill 
bottles  in  outfits  obtained  from  other  sources.  Otherwise 
the  Home  Office  would  not  hesitate  to  broaden  the  basis 
of  supply.    While  they  did  not  want  any  extension  of 


the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  he  would  welcome  any  attempt 
to  increase  the  scope  of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  because  it 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  pharmacist  and  an  r  additional 
protection  to  the  public.  The  educational  policy  of  tha 
Council  was  next  touched  upon,  and  in  conclusion  Mr. 
Simmons  appealed  for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  A  discus- 
sion followed,  after  which  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  J. P., 
moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker,  and  said  he  was 
delighted  to  meet  one  whose  grasp  of  pharmaceutical 
affairs  was  so  comprehensive.  They,  in  Lancashire,  had 
got  a  member  of  the  Council  who  did  them  credit.  Mr. 
J.  S.  Snell  (Accrington)  seconded,  and  the  resolution  was 
carried.  It  was  decided  to  appoint  a  charity  representa- 
tive for  the  East  Lancashire  area  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Society's  Benevolent  Fund,  Mr.  Arthur  Dobson  (Black- 
burn) being  selected.  Representatives  from  Accrington 
and  Darwen  promised  to  appoint  delegates  to  assist  Mr. 
Dobson  in  the  work,  the  Darwen  assistant  being  Mr. 
Walker.  A  collection  on  behalf  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
realised  £4  10s. 

Bradford. — The  first  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Branch 
was  held  on  March  4,  when  a  lecture  on  Biological  Pro= 
ducts,  and  their  vse  in  Medicine,  was  given  by  Dr.  J.

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Swiss  Dangerous  Drugs  Laws 

The  attitude  of  Switzerland  in  delaying  ratification  of 
the  Hague  Opium  Convention  has  been  the  subject  of 
considerable    criticism,    culminating    in    the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Assembly  of  the  League  of  Nations  on 
September  27,  1923  (0.  dk  D.,  II,  1923,  p.  478),  officially 
inviting  the  Swiss  Government  to  ratify  thi6  instrument 
and  to  enforce  its  provisions.    The  constitutional  and 
various  economic  reasons,  as  well  as  the  apprehensions 
of    the    Swiss    chemical    industry,    which    have  been 
responsible  for  Switzerland's  delay  in  falling  into  line 
with  the  other  signatories  to  the  Convention,  have  been 
dealt  with  in  these  columns.    As  stated  in  our  issue  of 
January  26  (p.  113),  the  Federal  Council  has  decided  to 
act,  and  the  proposed  legislation  takes  the  form  of  two 
Bills,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Federal  Parliament 
on  February  8  and  12  respectively.    The  first  embodies 
the  actual  terms  of  the   Hague   Convention,   which  is 
hereby  submitted  to  the  Swiss  Parliament  for  ratification, 
and  the  second  Bill  is  a  proposal  to  enact  a  Federal  law 
regulating  the  traffic  in  narcotics — in  other  words,  a  Swiss 
Dangerous  Drugs  Bill.    Following  a  custom  prevalent  in 
most  Continental  countries,  both  Bills  are  prefaced  by 
a  lengthy  expose,  in  the  form  of  a  message,  of  the 
reasons  for  proposing  the  measures  in  question.  Both 
messages  contain  numerous  points  of  interest,  since  they 
not  only  throw  light  on'  the  official  reasons  for  delaying 
ratification   of    this   international    agreement,    but  also 
explain  why  it  is  now  considered  expedient  to  adhere  to 
its  provisions,  by  refuting  the  arguments  adduced  by  the 
opponents    of   ratification.    The   message   prefacing  the 
Bill  providing  for  ratification  of  the  Hague  Convention 
recapitulates  the  endeavours  made  to  suppress  the  non- 
medicinal  use  of  opium,  culminating  in  the  International 
Agreement  signed  at  The  Hague,  and  a  full  account  of 
the  proceedings  is  given.    Considerable  space  is  devoted 
to  the  question  of  the  abuse  of  opium  and  cocaine,  and 
to  the  work  of  the  Opium  Commission  of  the  League  of 
Nations.    The  effect  of  ratification  on  the  Swiss  fine 
chemical    industry    is    exhaustively  -discussed ;    in  this 
connection  it  is  pointed  out  that  Switzerland  exports  no 
less  than  95  per  cent,  of  her  production  of  alkaloids, 
being  one  of  the  six  countries  in  the  world  which  manu- 
facture   morphine    and    cocaine,    although    neither  raw 
opium   nor  coca  leaves   are  produced   in  the  country. 
The  fears  entertained  by  Swiss  manufacturers  of  alkaloids 
that  ratification  might  entail  difficulties  in  procuring  the 
necessary  raw  products  are  declared  to  be  based  on  a 
misinterpretation  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the.  League 
of  Nations  on  September  19.  1922.  ','  since  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  League  will  ever  adopt  the  measure  which  the 
Opium  Commission  was  required  to  report  upon  (i.e.,  to 
prohibit  the  supply  of  opium,  etc.,  to  certain  countries). 
Even  if  the  majority  of  the  states  forming  the  League 
decided  to  enforce  this  measure,  Switzerland  would  still 
have  a  free  hand,  either  to  adopt  or  to  reject  it."  With 
regard  to  the  question  of  exports,  the  Swiss  chemical 
and    pharmaceutical    industry   declared    itself    ready  to 
submit  to  a  certain  measure  of  control  by  the  Swiss 
Customs  authorities.    However,  since  Article  13  of  the 
Hague  Convention  provides'  for  a  system  of  licences,  on 
an  international  basis,  to  control  imports  and  exports 
of  these   drugs.   "  to  ratify  the   Convention   with  the 
reservation    suggested    by    Swiss    manufacturers  would 
practically  nullify  Swiss  participation  in  this  agreement." 
Mention  has  been  made  of  the  fact  that  all  questions 
dealing   with    the   traffic   in    medicines   fall   within  the 
competence   of   the    individual    canlons,    and    that  the 
Federal  Government  has  no  power  to  legislate  on  these 
matters.    Therefore,   in  justification  of  its  step  in  pro- 
posing the  present  Federal  Bill,  the  Government  adduces 
Article  69  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  which  empowers 
the  Confederation  to  legislate  in  regard  to  the  traffic 
in  foodstuffs,  household  articles,  and  other  articles  in 
common  yse.  in  so  far  as  their  use  may  endanger  health 
ov  life,  and  it  is  argued  that  opium  and  cocaine  may 
be  regarded  in  the.  lisrht  of  "  articles  in  common  use." 
whereb-  they  come  within  the  province  of  Federal  legisla- 
tion.   The  rules  and  regulations  at  present  in  force  in 
Switzerland   for   the    control   of   the   manufacture  and 


delivery  of  dangerous  drugs  are  summarised,  whereby 
mention  is  made  that  Switzerland  does  not  at  present 
possess  any  measure  permitting  an  effective  supervision 
over  the  importation  of  the  narcotics  which  form  the 
subject  of  the  Hague  Convention;  in  other  words,  there 
are  practically  no  restrictions  to  their  admission  into 
Switzerland,  while  the  formalities  to  be  observed  in 
exporting  the  same  differ  in  no  way  from  those  applicable, 
to  exports  in  general.  In  the  message  prefacing  the 
Bill  to  regulate  the  traffic  in  narcotics,  of  which  the 
provisions  were  outlined  in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  26, 
p.  113,  stress  is  laid  on  the  necessity  of  introducing  a 
system  of  licences,  in  order  to  be  able  to  follow  what- 
soever quantity  of  one  of  these  drugs  from  the  moment 
that  it  enters  Switzerland,  or  leaves  the  factory,  till 
it  is  delivered  to  the  patient  or  leaves  the  country. 
Coca  leaves,  it  is  explained,  have  been  added  to  the 
original  list  of  substances  figuring  in  the  Hague  Agree- 
ment, with  a'  view  to  supervising  the  production  of 
cocaine;  further,  a  provision  has  been  included  authoris- 
ing the  Federal  Council  to  issue  orders  extending  the 
effects  of  this  Bill  to  include  other  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts having  a  similar  action.  This  step  has  been  taken 
in  order  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  revising  the  law, 
should  it  be  found  that  a  non-scheduled  product  is 
being  used  to  produce  effects  resembling  those  of 
morphine  or  cocaine.  The  issue  of  import  and  export 
licences  is  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Federal 
Council,  to  whom  the  applications  are  to  be  transmitted 
by  the  cantonal  authorities,  it  being  deemed  advisable 
for  reasons  of  international  policy  to  entrust  this  work 
to  a  central  authority  and  not  to '  the  Governments  of 
the  individual  twenty-two  cantons.  Otherwise  the  pre- 
rogatives of  the  cantonal  Governments  to  issue  their 
own  supplementary  regulations  with  regard  to  the  traffic 
in  these  dangerous  drugs  are  not  affected.  The  message 
closes  with  the  statement  that  "  the  enactment  of  tins 
law  is  imperative  in  order  to  apply  loyally  the  stipula- 
tions of  the  Hague  Convention;  it  is  also  imperative 
in  the  interests  of  Swiss  industry  and  commerce.  The 
system  of  supervision  which  it  will  introduce  will 
guarantee  the  legitimate  character  of  the  Swiss  trade 
in  narcotics  and  will  remove  all  grounds  for  certain 
obstacles  which  have  been  placed  in  its  way  by  some 
foreign  countries,  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  such 
control." 


A  New  Sideritis 

In  the  course  of  a  botanical  excursion  undertaken  in 
1921  bv  Professor  Dr.  F.  Font  Quer  and  Senor  J.  VaJles 
y  Ventura  (the  son  of  Senor  J.  Valles  y  Ribo,  editor  of 
"  El  Restaurador  Farmaceutco  "),  in  Aragon,  a  new 
variety  of  Sideritu  was  discovered.  Further  excursions 
to  Monreal  del  Campo,  the  district  where  this  plant 
was  found,  coupled  with  comparative  investigations, 
have  established  that  it  is  a  hybrid  of  Sideritis  lineari- 
folia,  Lamk.,  and  S.  spinulosa,  Bain.,  to  which  Pro- 
fessor Font  Quer  proposes  to  give  the  name  Sideritis 
vallesii.  The  plant  is  described  as  having  a  narrow, 
erect,  downy  stem,  with  lanceolate  leaves  on  long,  thin 
petioles,  dentated,  pubescent  beneath,  subglabrous  above, 
with  two  to  four  mucronate-aristate  lobes  on  each  side. 
It  differs  from  5.  Unearifolia  by  its  dentated,  pubescent, 
lanceolate  leaves,  and  from  S.  spinulosa  by  possessing 
narrower  leaves  with  smaller  teeth,  and  which  are  not  * 
so  hairy  as  those  of  the  latter  variety,  in  addition  to 
having  an  elongated  stem.  The  new  variety  is  indi- 
genous to  the  district  of  Gallocanta,  in  Southern  Aragon. 
It  may  be  mentioned  that  over  forty  varieties  of  Sideritti 
(iron  wort)  are  found  in  the  countries  bordering  on  the 
Mediterranean,  in  several  of  which  it  is  used  to  prepare 
a  kind  of  tea,  as  a  beverage. 


Popclahising  "  dope." — With  a  mild  surprise  we 
notice  in  a  recent  issue  of  so  staid  a.  paper  as  "  The 
Morning  Post  "  a  heading,  "  Tales  of  Cocaine,"  under 
which  caption  three  works  of  fiction  are  reviewed.

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Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act 

Rongalite 

After  ,  a  long  interval,  Mr.  Cyril  Atkinson,  K.C.,  the 
Referee  under  Part  I  of  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries 
Act,  heard  another  complaint  on  March  8,  at  the  Board 
of  Trade  Offices,  in  regard  to  the  Board  of  Trade  list 
of  articles  upon  which  33g  per  cent,  duty  is  levied. 
The  case  in  this  instance  concerned  Rongalite  (sodium 
formaldehyde  sulphoxylate)  and  zinc  formaldehyde  sulph- 
oxylate, the  complainants  being  the  Colour  Users'  Asso- 
ciation. Mr.  Kenneth  Swan  and  Mr.  R.  Lambert  Parry 
represented  the  Colour  Users'  Association ;  the  opponents 
were .  Messrs.  Brotherton,  and  were  represented  by  Sir 
Arthur  Colefax,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  R.  Moritz ;  the  Board  of 
Trade  was  represented  by  Mr.  Trevor  Watson. 

Mr.  Swan,  stating  the  case  for  the  complainants,  said 
the  complaint  was  against  the  inclusion  of  Rongalite 
(sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate)  and  zinc  formalde- 
hyde sulphoxylate  in  the  Board  of  Trade  list.  He  ex- 
plained that  Rongalite  is  very  largely  used  in  the  dyeing 
industry,  and  is  a  trade  name  adopted  by  the  Badische 
Anilin-und  Sodafabrik.  It  was  introduced  twenty  years 
ago,  and  is  practically  only  used  in  the  dyeing  industry. 
The  main  constituent  of  Rongalite  was  the  sodium  formal- 
dehyde sulphoxylate,  and  it  might  be  present  in  quantities 
varying  from  50  to  95  per  cent.  When  Rongalite  was 
first  introduced  it  contained  50  per  cent,  of  sodium 
formaldehyde  sulphoxylate,  but  higher  grades  had  since 
been  placed  on  the  market  containing  larger  percentages. 
It  was  also  marketed  by  makers  under  other  names.  For 
instance,  it  came  from  Switzerland  as  Brittalite  and 
from  Frankfort  at  Hydraldite.  The  material  making  up 
the  balance  in  Rongalite  was  sometimes  common  salt  and 
sometimes  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphite,  and,  curiously 
enough,  it  had  been  found  that  very  often  the  presence  of 
impurities  improved  the  results  obtained  with  the 
Rongalite. 

The  Referee  :  I  gather  that  the  formaldehyde  is  really 
the  stabiliser. 

Mr.  Swan  said  it  played  no  part  whatever  in  the  opera- 
tion of  reducing  or  discharging,  but  it  preserved  the 
sulphoxylate  in  a  fairly  stable  condition.  Dealing  with 
the  role  which  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  plays 
in  the  dyeing  industry,  Mr.  Swan  said  that  prior  to 
1904,  when  Rongalite  was  first  introduced,  the  common 
reducing  agents  were  zinc  powder,  glucose,  and  tin 
crystals.  The  discharging  agents  were  chloride  of  lime, 
Sodium  chlorate  and  potassium  ferrocyanide.  They  all 
had  some  defect  or  other,  however,  and  they  could  not 
be  used  satisfactorily  with  certain  dyes.  When  Rongalite 
was  first  placed  on  the  market  it  was  soon  discovered 
to  be  a  considerable  improvement  upon  the  older  methods. 
As  to  the  second  body  named  in  the  complaint — viz..  zinc 
formaldehyde  sulphoxylate — that  was  mainly  used  for 
stripping  in  the  dyeing  industry — i.e.,  the  bleaching  of 
fabrics  that  have  been  spoiled — but  it  was  not  used  to 
such  a  great  extent  as  the  sodium  formaldehyde  sulph- 
oxylate. This  zinc  sulphoxylate  appeared  in  the  Board 
of  Trade  list  on  page  36  under  the  name  of  Decroline, 
and  according  to  Brotherton 's  list  it  was  marketed  by 
that  firm  as  "  zinc  formosul  (Decroline)." 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  ;  I  suggest  iNat  Decroline  is  the 
trade  name  of  the  Badische  for  the  zinc  salt  and  Rongalite 
is  their  trade  name  for  the  sodium  salt.  They  are  merely 
trade  names.  Mr.  Trevor  Watson  (for  the  Board  of 
Trade)  said  he  did  not  quite  see  where  Mr.  Swan  was 
leadine  to.  The  particulars  given  in  the  complaint  were 
that  Rongalite  and  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate 
were  the  same  thing.  Now  it  was  being  stated  that 
Rongalite  is  a  substance  of  varying  quality.  The 
Referee  said  he  had  noticed  that,  and  intended  some  time 
to  raise  the  point  with  Mr.  Swan. 

Mr.  Swan  said  his  complaint  was  to  the  inclusion  of 
Rongalite  in  the  list,  and  sodium  formaldehyde  sulph- 
oxylate was  the  only  thing  that  worked  in  Rongalite. 
Mr.  Watson  said  that  up  to  now  he  had  treated  the 
complaint  as  one  against  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxy- 


late— meaning  Rongalite — and  not  against  a  mixture  of 
that  substance  with  another  undefined  constituent.  He 
therefore  took  the  formal  objection  that  the  complaint 
only  covered  sodium  and  zinc  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate. 
Sir  Arthur  Colefax  joined  with  that  objection.  There 
was  no  disagreement  that  sodium  formaldehyde  sulph- 
oxylate was  coming  on  to  the  market  to-day  of  90  to 
95  per  cent,  purity,  but  Mr.  Swan  had  been  referring 
to  50  per  cent,  purity,  and  such  a  substance  was  not 
covered  by  the  complaint. 

Mr.  Swan  said  that  perhaps  he  had  not  made  himself 
sufficiently  clear.  He  had  merely  given  an  historical 
review  from  1904,  and  had  stated  that  in  the  early  days 
Rongalite  containing  50  per  cent,  of  sodium  formaldehyde 
sulphoxylate  was  marketed.  The  Referee  asked  Mr. 
Watson  whether,  supposing  Mr.  Swan  succeeded  in  regard 
to  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate,  would  he  not  also 
succeed  in  regard  to  Rongalite?  Mr.  Trevor  Watson 
said  he  did  not  understand  for  what  purpose  Mr.  Swan 
was  introducing  the  question  of  varying  percentages  of 
sodium  formaldehyde  suljphoxylate.  Presumably  he 
thought  it  was  going  to  assist  him  in  some  way,  but  in 
his  (Mr.  Watson's)  view  that  was  something  which  waa 
not  covered,  by  the  Complaint  as  deposited.  The 
Referee  said  he  agreed,  in  view  of  the  particulars 
lodged,  that  the  Complainants  could  not  be  allowed  to 
be  absolutely  at  large  in  dealing  with  the  case. 

Mr.  Swan  said  he  only  intended  to  tender  evidence  to 
show  what  was  marketed  as  sodium  formaldehyde  sulph- 
oxylate and  he  was  only  concerned  to  show  what  wa3 
marketed  as  Rongalite.  Mr.  Trevor  Watson  said  that 
in  view  of  that  he  would  not  press  his  objection,  but  he 
would  reserve  his  right  to  object  if  he  thought  fit  during 
a  later  stage. 

The  Referee  said  he  did  not  think  Mr.  Swan  would 
be  entitled  to  deal  with  the  50  per  cent,  substance  on 
this  complaint.  Mr.  Swan  said  he  was  not  concerned  to 
do  that,  but  he  would  have  to  deal  with  any  diluent 
which  was  used.  The  Referee  :  We  shall  have  to  decide 
that  when  we  come  to  it.  At  present  it  does  not^eem 
easy  to  decide,  but  perhaps  it  will  be  easier  when  we 
come  to  it. 

Why  Placed  in  the  List 

Mr.  Swan,  addressing  the  Referee,  said  that  in  the 
counter-statement  the  Board  of  Trade  had  justified  the 
placing  of  Rongalite  in  the  list  of  dutiable  articles  on 
three  grounds.  He  could  not  help  feeling  that  the 
original  ground  was  that  in  their  view  the  substance 
was  a  fine  chemical.  The  name  was  the  only  thing  about 
it  which  suggested  that  it  might  be  a  fine  chemical.  Bub 
they  were  not  content  to  rest  the  case  solely  on  that, 
and  went  on  to  say  that  it  was  a  synthetic  organic 
chemical.  Whether,  in  so  saying,  they  were  relying 
on  any  synthetic  idea  in  the  formation  of  the  formalde- 
hyde or  not  he  did  not  know,  but,  so  far  as  the  com- 
bination between  the  formaldehyde  and  the  sulphoxylate 
was  concerned,  there  was  nothing  approaching  synthesis 
there;  it  was  entirely  inconsistent  with  the  idea  of 
synthesis,  and  with  the  Referee's  own  views  as  expressed 
by  him  in  previous  decisions.  Then  the  Board  of  Trade 
had  gone  rather  out  of  their  way  to .  say  that  this  sub- 
stance was  an  analytical  reagent,  and  had  said  that  sodium 
formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  was  one  of  the  most  important 
reagents  used  in  dyestuffs  laboratories  for  the  identifica- 
tion of  dyestuffs  on  coloured  fabrics.  It  was  perfectly 
true,  said  Mr.  Swan,  that  in  dye  works  Rongalite  was 
used  for  making  tests ;  it  was  used  for  the  qualitative 
testing  of  the  dyes.  But  this  was  not  using  it  as  an 
analytical  reagent  at  all ;  it  was  simply  used  as  an  indi- 
cator to  distinguish  one  dye  from  another,  and  not  for 
analysis.  It  was  one  of  the  dodges  or  methods  which 
were  found  in  any  industry  where  they  dealt  with 
chemical  processes,  for  performing  all  sorts  of  tests,  and 
because  they  used  a  particular  chemical  for  a  test  it 
did  not  make  it  an  analytical  reagent. 

In  reply  to  the  Referee,  Mr.  Swan  said  that,  supposing 
6odium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  were  a  synthetic 
chemical,  then  he  would  say  that  all  the  diluent  forms 
would  be  called  synthetic,  but  would  not  go  so  far  as 
to  say  that  if  the  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate 
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were  a  fino  chemical  then  the  diluent  forms  would  be 
fine  chemicals.  They  were  not  considering  the  chemical 
formula,  but  the  material  marketed  under  the  name  by 
which  it  was  taxed.  The  evidence  would  show  that  in 
the  bulk  of  cases  the  substance  was  diluted  deliberately ; 
-it  was  not  made  in  the  pure  form,  but  had  other  ingre- 
dients in  it  which  detracted  from  its  purity.  Pressed 
further,  he  said  there  were  cases  in  which  fine  chemicals 
diluted  down  might  still  retain  their  character,  but  he 
would  hesitate  to  make  any  general  admission  at  the 
moment  on  that  point.  Continuing,  Mr.  Swan  said  that 
the  applicants  could  find  no  reference  to  this  substance 
in  lists  of  general  analytical  reagents,  and  it  was  not 
known  or  recognised  as  an  analytical  reagent.  As  to  its 
being  a  synthetic  organic  chemical,  his  case  was  that 
it  was  not  recognised — with  any  unanimity,  at  any  rate — 
as  an  organic  chemical,  because  its  constitution  was 
double.  It  was  partly  formaldehyde  and  partly  sulph- 
oxylate,  the  sulphoxylate  being  an  inorganic  and  the 
formaldehyde  an  organic  body.  The  formaldehyde  was 
merely  a  chaperon.  The  formula  for  sulphoxylate  was 
NaH802 ;  no  one  could  say  that  that  was  anything 
but  inorganic,  and  he  did  not  know  upon  what  ground 
the  Board  of  Trade  considered  Rongalite  to  be  an  organic 
chemical.  Asked  if  the  two  constituents  were 
combined  in  definite  proportions,  Mr.  Swan  said  they 
were,  and  were  in  the  molecular  form ;  the  one  had  a 
great  affinity  for  the  other.  Sodium  formaldehyde  sulph- 
oxylate was  a  definite  chemical  compound  having  a 
definite  chemical  formula.  Asked  why  it  should  not  be 
organic,  counsel  said  there  were  many  substances  which 
contained  an  organic  constituent,  but  which  were  not 
regarded  as  organic. 

The  Referee  said  that,  supposing  it  were  contended 
that  if  a  substance  had  carbon  in  it,  it  was  jjrima  facie 
organic,  there  might  be  exceptions,  and  this  particular 
substance  would  be  a  border-line  case.  Mr.  Swan  replied 
that  in  text-books  it  was  usually  treated  as  inorganic, 
but  there  were  cases  in  which  it  was  classified  as  organic. 
There  was  no  consensus  of  view  about  it,  and  it  did  not 
go  without  question  as  an  organic  chemical  to  start  with. 
Dealing  again  with  the  suggestion  that  sodium  formalde- 
hyde sulphoxylate  was  a  fine  chemical,  counsel  said  that 
this  case,  qua  fine  chemical,  presented  certain  novel 
aspects.  The  substance  was  of  recent  origin,  having  had 
a  career  of  only  twenty  years,  and  had  not  been,  perhaps, 
very  definitely  classified,  so  that,  though  there  might  be 
some  evidence  of  trade  usage,  for  guidance,  he  thought 
the  matter  would  be  decided  upon  what  he  had  always 
characterised  as  secondary  evidence.  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  rely  on  circumstantial  evidence,  and  to  consider 
its  purity,  mode  of  manufacture,  whether  the  people  who 
marketed  it  were  fine  or  heavy  chemical  manufacturers, 
the  way  it  was  put  on  the  market,  the  manner  in  which 
it  was  handled,  and  how  the  bulk  of  it  was  used ;  in 
connection  with  its  use,  the  character  of  the  chemicals 
with  which  it  was  associated  must  be  considered.  The 
task  devolved  upon  the  Referee  to  be  a  sponsor  at  the 
christening  of  this  chemical.  Clearly  it  was  wrongly 
included  m  the  list  as  a  fine  chemical.  One  of  the 
reasons  why  it  had  never  been  definitely  classified  was 
that  up  to  1914  it  was  a  monopoly  of  the  Badische 
Anilin-und  Sodafabrik.  That  company  had  patents  for 
its  manufacture,  and,  naturally,  it  did  not  come  to  be 
dealt  with  by  the  trade  here.  Those  patents,  however, 
have  now  expired. 

Expert  Evidence 

Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  giving  evidence,  said 
that  this  substance  was  marketed,  practically  speaking,  in 
one  substantial  form,  i.e.,  as  sodium  formaldehyde  sulph- 
oxylate, of  about  90  to  95  per  cent,  purity.  Sometimes  the 
purity  was  under  that,  and  sometimes  over.  Tt  was  either 
diluted  deliberately,  or  it  contained — and  probably  always 
contained — a  certain  percentage  of  impurities  as  the 
result  of  the  manufacturing  process.  It  was  marketed 
under  the  name  of  "  Rontralite  "  ;  he  believed  that  name 
was  only  used  bv  the  Badische  Co.,  but  there  were  other 
trade  names,  such  as  "  Formosul."  "  Brittalite," 
"  Hydrosnlnhite  N.F.,"  etc.  So  far  as  he  knew,  it  was 
never  marketed  under  the  name  of  sodium  formaldehyde 


sulphoxylate,  but  always  under  trade  names.  The  sub- 
stance was  a  chemical  combination  between  sodium 
sulphoxylate — which  was  so  utterly  unstable  as  not  to 
be  commercially  usable,  because  it  did  all  the  work 
eventually  required  of  it  before  it  reached  the  vat — and 
formaldehyde.  In  1904  some  German  and  Russiaa 
chemists  had  found  that  sodium  sulphoxylate  would 
combine  with  formaldehyde,  and  that  the  latter  stopped 
the  decomposition  of  the  sodium  sulphoxylate,  i.e.,  it 
stabilised  it,  and  when  it  got  to  the  dyeworks  and  was 
used  under  the  conditions  for  which  it  was  wanted, 
those  conditions  broke  up  the  compound  again.  The 
sodium  sulphoxylate  did  its  work  in  situ  on  the  cloth, 
and  the  formaldehyde  was  liberated  as  such  and  dis- 
sipated. Therefore,  it  was  a  combination  between  sodium 
sulphoxylate,  which  was  an  inorganic  salt  in  which  the 
activity  of  the  body  resided,  and  the  organic  substance 
formaldehyde;  it  was  a  chemical  compound  of  the  two, 
and  not  a  mere  mixture. 

Little  was  known  with  certainty  of  sodium  formalde- 
hyde sulphoxylate,  and  what  he  had  to  say  was 
hypothesis,  though  he  believed  it  was  generally  accepted. 
There  appeared  to  be  good  reason  for  thinking  that  the 
higher  the  purity  of  this  body,  beyond  certain  limits, 
the  less  its  value  industrially.  Certain  manufacturers  did 
not  merely  dilute  this  with  salt,  which  was  perfectly 
inert,  but  they  added  small  proportions  of  other  sulphur 
compounds,  6uch  as  the  sulphites,  bisulphites,  and  meta- 
bisulphites,  because  the  substance,  with  some  small 
amount  of  these  other  sulphur  compounds  added,  appeared 
to  act  rather  more  efficaciously  than  the  absolutely  pure 
body.  The  addition  of  the  sulphites,  however,  was  not 
always  deliberate.  The  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxy- 
late was  manufactured  entirely  from  sulphurous  acid, 
and  even  by  the  most  careful  manufacturers  the  sulphites 
were  sometimes  left  in  accidentally,  and  probably  acted 
as  well  as  the  deliberately  added  substance. 

With  regard  to  the  Board  of  Trade'6  statement  that 
sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  was  classified  in 
technical  literature  as  a  synthetic  organic  chemical, 
witness  was  not  aware  of  it,  though  he  had  searched 
literature  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  whether  it  was  so 
classified.  In  the  "  Journal  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  "  it  was  classed  invariably — subject  to  a  reserva- 
tion he  would  give — outside  the  organic  headings.  It 
was  almost  invariably  classed  under  the  heading  "  Pre- 
paring, bleaching,  dyeing,  printing,  and  finishing  textile 
yarns  and  fibres,"  or  under  "  Acids,  alkalis,  salts  and 
non-metalilic  elements."  His  reservation  was  that  in 
particular  cases  where  this  substance  had  some  definite 
association  with  other  bodies  of  a  purely  organic  nature 
it  would  be  found  under  an  organic  classification,  as,  for 
instance,  when  it  was  used  as  an  ingredient  in  the  manu- 
facture of  salvarsan.  In  the  "  Revue  Generale  " — the 
standard  work,  in  French,  of  the  dyeing  industry — it  was 
classed  under  "  mineral,"  and  not  under  "  organic." 
In  the  Chemical  Society's  "  Journal,"  where  it  was  dealt 
with  from  a  purely  theoretical  aspect,  it  was  sometimes 
under  "  inorganic  "  and  sometimes  "  organic,"  but  more 
often  under  "  organic." 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  he  was  not  prepared  to 
accept  that  there  were  any  references  to  this  substance 
in  the  Chemical  Society's  "  Journal  "  under  "  inorganic." 

Asked  for  hi6  own  view,  Mr.  Parry  said  this  sub- 
stance was  a  definite  additive  compound  of  an  organic  and 
an  inorganic  chemical,  and  it  would  be  as  correct  to 
say  it  was  organic  as  inorganic.  It  was  treated  by 
Eichter  as  organic,  but  was  erroneously  described.  There 
was  a  molecular  alteration  in  the  combination,  but  the 
formaldehyde  and  the  sulphoxylate  split  off.  The 
inorganic  molecule  was  not  destroyed  in  the  combina- 
tion, but  substantially  preserved,  it  was  a  carbon  com- 
pound, and  fairly  described  as  a  hybrid  compound. 
The  substance  was  marketed  by  Brotherton's  under 
the  name  of  "  Formoeul,"  and  it  was  suggestive  that 
in  a  pamphlet  of  Brotherton's  it  was  said  that  "  Like  the 
parent  substance,  sulphurous  acid,  it  has  a  strong  affinity 
for  formaldehyde."  Again,  in  a  publication  by  the 
Badische  Co.,  sulphurous  acid  (which,  said  witness,  was 
a  typical  heavy  inorganic  chemical)  was  referred  to  as 
the'  parent  substance,  and  it  was  stated  that  the  body 
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consisted  mainly  of  the  sodium  salt  of  formaldehyde 
and  sulphoxylic  acid.  Dealing  further  with  classification, 
witness  said  that  people  classified  it  according  to  the 
convenience  it  happened  to  suit  at  the  moment.  Witness 
said  he  had  also  searched  literature,  including  Thorpe's 
Dictionary,  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  described  as  a 
synthetic  chemical,  and  had  found  no  suggestion  of  its 
being  a  synthetic  body.  In  the  Chemical  Society's 
"Journal"  it  was  described  as  an  additive  compound, 
and  in  a  reprint  of  the  Badische  Co.'s  publication  by 
Brotherton's  there  was  no  suggestion  that  they  had  ever 
regarded  it  as  a  synthetic  organic  chemical. 

Replying  to  the  Referee,  who  asked  what  inference 
was  to  be  drawn  from  the  description  of  this  substance 
as  an  "  additive  compound,"  witness  said  those  words 
distinctly  had  a  meaning  which  was  antithetic  to 
"synthetic."  There  was  no  evidence  of  what  was  known 
usually  as  synthesis  in  the  compound.  It  was  true  that, 
practically  speaking,  the  majority  of  inorganic  substances, 
such,  for  example,  as  ordinary  washing  soda,  could,  in 
fact,  be  synthesised  from  their  elements;  but  even  so,  it 
would  be  purely  an  inorganic  synthesis,  and  "if  that  were 
true  we  should  have  to  say  that  it  was  a  synthetic 
inorganic  body  joined  up  as  an  additive  compound  to  a 
non-synthetic  organic  compound.  The  compound  was 
made  by  simply  mixing  the  solutions  in  a  jacketed  pan 
and  stirring  them.  The  processes  of  manufacture  were 
very  numerous  theoretically,  and  a  large  number  of 
patents  had  been  taken  out,  but  the  processes  adopted  on 
a  commercial  scale  were  twofold.  In  one,  the  manu- 
facturers prepared  the  body  as  a  solid,  and  sold  it  as 
such.  But  a  considerable  amount  was  made  by  a  second 
method,  in  which  the  process  was  stopped  at  the  drying 
stage,  and  the  body  never  reached  the  solid  form.  It 
was  used  in  solution,  so  that  the  user  had  not  to  dissolve 
the  solid  again  in  water.  The  Calico  Printers'  Associa- 
tion were  the  largest  users  in  this  country,  and  had 
several  works  at  which  they  manufactured  it  up  to  the 
point  of  solution.  He  had  inspected  the  process  very 
carefully,  at  the  works  at  Birch  Vale,  near  Manchester. 
The  apparatus  consisted  entirely  of  open  metal  pans, 
jacketed  so  that  they  could  be  heated  with  steam;  there 
were  mechanical  stirrers  above,  and  common  coarse  calico 
filters.  Ordinary  bisulphite  of  soda  was  dissolved  in  a 
pan,  and  a  calculated  quantity  of  formaldehyde  added. 
Care  was  taken  to  leave  the  sulphite  in  excess.  Apart 
from  stirring  and  controlling  temperature  conditions, 
nothing  else  was  done  in  that  pan.  In  due  course  the 
contents  were  removed  to  a  second  pan,  for  convenience, 
and  a  given  weight  of  powdered  zinc  dust — the  ordinary 
commercial  quality  (about  85  per  cent.)  zinc  dust — was 
added  under  conditions  in  which  time  and  temperature 
were  important.  The  whole  was  properly  stirred  for  a 
given  period  with  a  wooden  stirrer,  and,  after  the  tem- 
perature was  raised  to  the  proper  degree  for  a  certain 
time,  for  boiling,  the  contents  were  transferred  to  the 
coarse  filter.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken  as  to 
filtration,  and  the  liquid  ran  through  the  filter  clear. 
The  residues  were  dealt  with  for  working  up  again,  and 
the  liquid  was  so  evaporated  that  it  came  out  at  the 
same  strength  almost  invariably,  i.e.,  a  40  per  cent, 
solution  of  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate,  the 
remaining  60  per  cent,  being  water.  The  works  produced 
about  2  cwt.  per  day,  and  the  space  required  for  the 
whole  manufacture  was  under  20  ft.  square.  Two  work- 
men conducted  the  whole  process.  As  it  was  always  used 
in  solution  it  was  not  further  treated.  This  was  not  the 
method  used  by  Brotherton's. 

"  General  Knowledge  "  Not  Wanted 

Witness  was  about  to  give  his  general  knowledge  of 
the  method  of  producing  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxy- 
late in  the  solid  form — the  form  in  which  it  was 
transported — when  Sir  Arthur  Colefax  objected,  pointing 
out  that  there  was  no  such  thing  as  general  knowledge. 
If  witness  were  speaking,  he  said,  with  any  knowledge 
of  the  process  in  any  one  of  the  works  in  which  it  was 
produced  for  importation  into  this  country,  he  had  no 
objection,  but  if  he  had  no  knowledge  it  was  going  to  be 
of  no  value  or  materiality.  The  Referee,  on  the  other 
hand,  said  that  witness  was  entitled  to  speak  in  this 


general  way,  and  such  evidence  was  of  value  to  him 
always,  because  he  thus  obtained  some  general  idea  at 
the  outset  of  how  the  substance  was  made;  but  if  Sir 
Arthur  wished  him  (the  Referee)  to  remain  in  ignorance 
of  his  (Sir  Arthur's)  case,  that  was  another  matter. 

Mr.  Parry  said  the  substance  could  be  made  in  the 
solid  form  by  suspending  the  zinc  dust  in  water  and 
treating  it  with  sulphur  dioxide,  or  sulphurous  acid. 
Witness  was  asked  by  the  Referee  whether  the  solution 
could  be  rendered  solid,  and  (after  a  further  interruption 
by  Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  who  said  that  there  was  none 
of  this  substance  coming  into  this  country  made  in 
accordance  with  the  solution  method),  replied  that  it 
could.  If  it  were  being  done  on  anything  like  a  large 
scale  it  would  be  dried  down  in  a  vacuum  pan.  t'ome 
people,  he  believed,  did  turn  it  into  moulds  and  get  it 
into  slabs,  and  then  break  it  into  pieces  in  a  mill.  The 
difficulty  was  that  sometimes,  with  a  run  of  good  luck 
in  the  factory,  it  was  possible  to  get  a  very  high-grade 
material,  and  sometimes,  with  a  run  of  bad  luck,  the 
slabs  might  be  of  a  comparatively  low  grade.  Bisulphite 
of  soda  was  not  synthetic ;  it  was  one  of  the  typical 
heavy  chemicals.  The  combination  of  the  formaldehyde 
with  the  solution  of  zinc  and  bisulphite  of  soda  was  not 
a  synthetic  reaction,  because  there  was  no  element  of 
synthesis.  We  had  bisulphite  of  soda,  a  typical  inorganic 
non-synthetic  chemical,  and  by  mere  mixing  and  warming 
of  the  solutions  we  got  an  additive  compound  of  that 
body,  which  had  been  altered  by  the  process  into  sodium 
sulphoxylate,  with  the  formaldehyde.  If  the  formalde- 
hyde were  left,  out,  we  should  get  theoretically  the  sodium 
sulphoxylate,  but  that  would  immediately  commence  to 
oxidise  and  it  could  not  be  handled.  As  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  statement  that  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate 
was  e.mployed  in  the  manufacture  of  drugs,  witness 
agreed,  but  said  that  so  also  were  sulphuric  acid  and 
other  bodies.  To  classify  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxy- 
late as  an  analytical  reagent  was  not  a  fair  classification. 
He  had  not  found  it  in  any  work  dealing  with  analytical 
reagents  qua  analytical  reagents.  It  was  not  in  Messrs. 
White's  catalogue,  which  was  the  basis  of  several  other 
lists  of  reagents,  nor  in  the  list  of  analytical  reagents 
published  by  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.  There  was 
also  a  list  of  chemicals  published  by  The  British  Drug 
Houses,  Ltd.,  with  the  letters  "  a.r."  against  certain 
chemicals,  indicating  that  they  were  analytical  reagents, 
but  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  was  not  in  the 
list  at  all,  though  sodium  hydrosulphite  alone  was 
included.  It  did  not  appear  in  Merck's  list  of  reagents, 
nor  in  Harrington's  list.  Professor  Green,  in  his  book  on 
"  The  Analysis  of  Dyestuffs,"  had  said  that  Rongalite 
was  used  for  stripping  tests,  but  that,  said  witness,  was 
not  a  use  as  an  analytical  reagent.  It  was  what  he 
might  call  a  group  separator.  It  was  used  in  dyeworks 
laboratories,  and  in  those  of  chemists  dealing  with  nothing 
but  dyes,  but  was  quite  unknown  in  the  laboratory  of 
any  average  chemist.  It  was  only  used,  so  far  as  he 
knew,  for  that  one  particular  purpose,  and  then  only 
on  a  very  small  scale.  Never,  under  any  circumstances, 
would  it  be  found  in  the  normal  equipment  of  an 
analytical  chemist's  laboratory. 

As  to  its  being  a  fine  chemical,  there  was  very  little 
literature  on  the  subject  at  all,  and  he  had  only  seen 
it  described  in  one  book,  namely,  the  publication  "  Where 
to  Buy,"  in  which  it  was  included  under  the  heading 
of  "  Fine  Chemicals."  Sodium  hydrosulphite  was  men- 
tioned under  that  heading,  and  the  reader  was  referred 
back  to  "  Industrial  Chemicals,"  where  he  found  sodium 
formaldehyde  sulphoxylate.  The  position  was  ambiguous. 
With  regard  to  purity,  theoretically  this  substance 
could  be  made  in  fine  crystals,  of  100  per  cent,  purity, 
but  in  practice  it  was  not  made  in  that  form.    Again  the 

Eosition  was  ambiguous.  It  might,  more  by  luck  than 
y  good  management,  be  possible  to  get  a  batch  turned 
out  at  98  or  99  per  cent,  purity,  but  it  was  frequently 
under  80  per  cent.  Asked  by  the  Referee  whether 
the  precise  purity  mattered  in  commerce,  witness 
said  he  fancied  the  reverse  might  be  the  case, 
because  one  firm  in  this  country  had,  within 
the  last  few  weeks,  sent  out  mixtures  deliberately 
containing  added  sulphites  and  bodies  of  that  kind,  with 
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requests  to  the  users  to  see  whether  they  were  as-  efficient 
as  the  stronger  body.  From  the  manufacture  he  had 
seen,  there  was  not  a  vestige  of  the  fine  chemical  process 
from  beginning  to  end. 

The  Market  Price 

With  regard  to  marketing,  if  a  body  which  was  a  fine 
chemical  could  be  crystallised,  one  might  say  that  invari- 
ably it  was  crystallised.  This  substance  was  marketed 
in  casks  containing  from  1  to  5  cwt.,  and  its  price, 
which  at  present  is  affected  by  the  tax,  is  Is.  8d.  per  lb. 
The  statement  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  that  it  was 
manufactured  in  quantities  considerably  smaller  than 
any  recognised  heavy  chemical,  was  substantially  true, 
and  he  did  not  think  it  could  be  put  into  the  category 
of  a  heavy  chemical  any  more  than  a  fine  chemical.  Its 
antecedents  and  relationships  were  heavy,  but  it  had 
never  been  classified.  He  did  not  agree  with  the  Board 
of  Trade's  statement  that  this  substance  was  more  costly 
than  any  generally  recognised  heavy  chemical.  Gitric 
acid  was  dearer  generally,  and  tartaric  acid  frequently, 
and,  in  so  far  as  there  was  any  comparison  at  all,  it 
would  be  truer  to  say  that  the  price  was  infinitely  lower 
than  the  price  obtaining  for  nearly  every  fine  chemical. 
In  Boake  Roberts'  fine-chemical  catalogue  the  average 
range  of  prices  was,  generally  speaking,  infinitely  higher 
than  the  price  of  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate.  It 
was  not  to  be  considered  a  fine  chemical  simply  because 
it  was  quoted  per  lb. ;  lots  of  heavy  chemicals  were  so 
quoted.  Witness  did  not  agree  that  it  was  classified  by 
railway  companies  among  chemicals  rated  higher  than 
industrial  chemicals.  Sodium  hydrosulphite  was  the  only 
substance  of  this  nature  quoted  in  the  rates  book,  and 
it  appeared  to  be  carried  at  the  same  rate  as  starch, 
permanganate  of  potash,  cream  of  tartar,  French  chalk 
valued  at  7s.  to  10s.  per  cwt.,  etc.  In  the  Customs 
Returns  of  Imports  and  Exports,  before  the  passing  of 
the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  it  was  classified 
under  "  Hydrosulphite  and  like  compounds,"  and  the 
other  salts  included  peroxide  of  6odium  and  hydrogen, 
perborates,  percarbonates,  etc.  As  to  the  statement  that 
sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  was  made  exclusively 
by  fine-chemical  manufacturers,  he  said  the  principal 
manufacturers  in  this  country  were  Brotherton's,  and  he 
pointed  to  a  typical  advertisement  of  Brotherton's,  in 
the  "  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Directory,"  in  which  they 
were  referred  to  as  ammonia  and  tar  distillers,  to  show 
that  there  was  nothing  to  indicate  that  they  made  any 
fine  chemicals.  Up  to  the  time  Brotherton's  took  over 
the  Mersey  Chemical  Works  of  the  Badische  Co.,  they 
were,  and  still  are,  typical  heavy  chemical  manufacturers. 
The  Mersey  works  were  concerned  almost  entirely  with 
dyes.  He  also  pointed  to  an  advertisement  of  the  same 
type,  by  Ashworth's,  in  the  "  Journal  "  of  the  Society  of 
Dyers  and  Colourists,  and  referred  to  "  Kelly's  Direc- 
tory," in  which  he  did  not  find  Brotherton's  or  Ash- 
worth's under  any  fine-chemical  heading. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  there  was  no  question  that 
Brotherton's  made  heavy  chemicals,  but  there  were  no 
heavy  chemicals  made  at  the  Mersey  works,  and  never 
had  been.  Asked  if  he  described  the  Badische  Co.  as 
fine-chemical  manufacturers,  witness  said  he  believed 
they  had  considerable  interests  in  associated  works  for 
fine-chemical  manufacture,  but  they  were  heavy-chemical 
manufacturers.    Their  name  suggested  that. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Parry's  examination-in-chief , 

Trade  Evidence 

Mr.  Alfred  Herbert  George  gave  evidence.  He  said 
he  was  a  merchant  trading  in  chemicals  in  Manchester, 
and  had  been  associated  with  the  sale  of  Badische  pro- 
ducts since  1898.  The  chemicals  which  he  dealt  in  included 
sodium  nitrite,  potassium  nitrate,  ammonium  nitrate, 
fuming  sulphuric  acid,  chrome  alum,  chromium  chloride, 
potash  alum,  Rongalite  and  Decroline,  and  he  would  be 
incliued  to  call  them  all  heavy  chemicals.  His  first 
acquaintance  with  Rongalite  was  when  it  was  put  on 
the  market  in  the  early  'nineties.  At  first  it  was  known 
simply  as  Rongalite,  but  afterwards  it  was  called  Ronga- 
lite (single  strength)  or  Rongalite  B.  Later  a  double 
•trength  was  introduced  to  take  the  place  of  Rongalite  B 


and  it  was  called  Rongalite  0.  That  was  some  con- 
siderable  time  before  the  war.  There  were  other  brands 
known  as  Rongalite  CW,  Rongalite  CZ,  and  Rongalite 
Special.  At  present  he  was  importing  Rongalite  C  and 
Rongalite  CL.  The  former  was  the  first  quality,  but  it 
was  sold  without  any  guarantee  from  the  makers.  He 
had  never  heard  it  called  a  fine  chemical  or  an 
analytical  reagent.  It  was  his  usual  practice  to  buy  a 
few  tons  at  a  time,  and  his  present  price  to  the  trade 
was  Is.  9d.  per  lb.  The  actual  price  at  which  witness 
bought  was  handed  to  the  Referee.  His  own  description 
of  the  Badische  would  be  as  manufacturers  of  industrial 
chemicals.  The  manufacturers  gave  the  purity  of  their 
C  grade  as  from  69  to  71  per  cent.,  according  to  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  titrated.  The  remainder  would  be 
decomposition  products.  Rongalite  CL  would  contain 
about  50  per  cent,  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate 
and  50  per  cent,  leucotrope,  whilst  Rongalite  C  would 
contain  from  68  to  71  per  cent,  sodium  formaldehyde 
sulphoxylate.  The  Badische  said  they  did  not  offer  the 
product  for  pharmaceutical  purposes  or  for  perfumes. 
He  personally  only  sold  it  in  the  textile  industries,  and 
to  a  small  extent  to  bleachers. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  pressed  witness  on  the  question 
of  what  is  a  fine  chemical,  and  was  told  that  the 
Badische,  in  his  opinion,  were  makers  of  industrial 
chemicals.  At  the  same  time,  he  should  say  that  a 
fine  chemical  referred  to  some  particular  refinement  in 
manufacture  or  some  refinement  or  delicacy  in  the 
processes  in  which  it  is  used.  Sir  Arthur  Colefax  put 
it  that  the  figures  of  69  to  71  per  cent,  did  not  include 
water  of  crystallisation,  and  that  on  this  basis  the 
percentage  would  be  93  per  cent,  instead  of  71  per  cent. 
Witness  said  that  the  figures  he  quoted  were  the  analysis 
figures  given  him  by  the  makers.  In  answer  to  further 
questions,  witness  said  he  had  never  heard  Rongalite 
called  a  heavy  chemical. 

Mr.  Trevor  Watson  (for  the  Board  of  Trade)  put  it 
to  witness  that  leucotrope  is  listed  as  a  fine  chemical 
by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  it  had  not  been  challenged. 
In  answer  to  the  Referee,  witness  said  that  Bon ga lite 
CL   is  Id.  per  pound  more  than  Rongalite  C. 

Mr.  Parry  Cross-examined 

Mr.  Parry's  cross-examination  by  Sir  Arthur  Colefax, 
on  behalf  of  Brotherton's,  was  then  commenced,  and  had 
not  concluded  when  the  hearing  was  adjourned  until 
March  11.  The  two  main  points  discussed  by  counsel 
were  that  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  is  a  synthetic 
organic  chemical,  and  that  there  can  be  no  question  of 
a  combination  between  sodium  and  formaldehyde  inas- 
much as  the  sulphoxylate  does  not  actually  exist.  There 
were  the  usual  more  or  less  heated  arguments  between 
Sir  Arthur  and  Mr.  Parry,  but  neither  would  give  way 
to  the  other's  view  in  the  slightest.  On  the  point  of 
synthesis,  Mr.  Parry  held  firmly  to  the  view  that  if,  as 
was  held  by  the  Referee  in  a  previous  case,  synthesis 
means  the  building  up  of  carbon  atoms,  then  there  could 
be  no  auestion  of  synthesis  in  the  production  of  sodium 
formaldehyde  sulphoxylate.  In  the  general  sense  that  a 
synthesis  might  be  held  to  be  the  bringing  together  of 
two  substances,  then  there  was  synthesis,  but  he  did 
not  regard  it  as  such.  Similarly,  there  was  disagreement 
as  to  whether  sodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate  can 
be  regarded  as  an  organic  or  inorganic  substance.  Mr. 
Parry  said  that  no  sane  person  would  call  it  organic, 
and  Sir  Arthur's  retort  was  that  he  is  calling  as  a  witness 
Sir  William  Pope,  a  distinguished  organic  chemist,  who 
would  say  it  was  organic.

The  prices  given  In  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  In  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
In  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Conditions  in  the  Mincing  Lane  produce  markets  were 
very  much  the  same  as  those  prevailing  last  week,  business 
continuing  on  a  restricted  scale,  particularly  in  regard 
to  crude  drugs.  Menthol  is  on  the  upward  trend  again, 
the  marked  weakness  of  a  fortnight  ago  having  quite 
disappeared,  the  change  being  probably,  due  to  market 
manipulations  rather  than  actual  consumptive  demand. 
Japanese  dementholised  mint  oil  for  forward  shipment 
lias  again  been  active,  and  the  spot  value,  owing  to 
scarcity,  'has  almost  reached  that  of  American  pepper- 
mint oil.  Opium  is  very  quiet,  and,  partly  owing  to  the 
depreciation  of  the  piastre  in  terms  of  sterling  and  the 
curtailed  demand  for  opium  products,  the  market  tendency 
is  easier.  New  Lofoten  cod-liver  oil  is  a  shade  Weaker, 
as  the  fishing  has  improved.  A  further  advance  has 
taken  place  in  star  anise  oil,  owing  to  small  stocks  in 
Hong  Kong — the  result  of  the  extremely  low  prices  which 
have  prevailed  for  several  years  past.  Cassia  oil  ought 
to  be  easier,  but  there  is  no  sign  of  this  yet.  Another 
slight  advance  of  £d.  to  Id.  per  lb.  has  taken  place  in 
all  qualities  of  Tinnevelly  senna  leaves.  Mazagan  canary 
seed  is  in  fair  demand,  and  sellers  are  holding  for  higher 
prices;  export  demand  has  been  good  of  late.  Peppers 
have  been  active  at  firmer  prices,  particularly  white 
Muntok,  for  which  much  higher  rates  have  been  paid  for 
forward  shipment.  Zanzibar  cloves  have  been  easier, 
without  attracting  much  business,  added  to  which  London 
stocks  are  accumulating.  Among  industrial  chemicals 
business  is  limited  and  competition  keen.  Continental 
prices  for  a  number  of  products  are  still  on  the  up  grade, 
and  do  not  allow  of  any  material  reduction  in  spot  prices. 
Acetone  is  much  lower.  Formaldehyde  is  tending  easier, 
likewise  sodium  sulphide.  Carbolic  acid  is  fully  steady, 
while  pitch  is  idle.  Pharmaceutical  chemicals  show  a 
marked  lack  of  business,  and  prices  are  moving  in  favour 
of  buyers,  many  of  them  being  a  matter  of  negotiation, 
as  a  result  of  the  reduction  in  the  German  Reparation 
.levy.  Aspirin  is  tending  easier,  and  barbitone  is  offering 
at  lower  rates.  Bromide  salts  are  irregular,  but  the 
ammonium  salt  is  dearer.  Citric  acid  is  firm,  as  the 
buying  season  approaches,  and  tartaric  acid  remains 
steady  at  the  advance.  Other  changes  include  a  higher 
market  for  mercury,  and  a  number  of  the  fixed  oils  are 
offering  at  reduced  prices,  these  including  linseed,  coconut 
rape,  wood,  soya,  ground  nut  and  palm-kernel  oils.

The  price  of 
geranium  oils  seems  to  vary  daily,  independently  of  ex- 
change movements.  Paraguayan  petitgrain  shows  a 
firmer  tendency.

Cresylio  acid  has  steadied 
down  to  about  Is.  lid.  to  2s.  per  gallon  for  97  to  99  per 
oent.,  and  a  little  business  has  been  done.  Naphthalene 
remains  quiet,  with  dealers'  prices  well  down  to  £16  per 
|on.  Pyridin,  at  the  recently  improved  prices,  has  been 
in  more  demand  and  closes  firm  at  15s.  to  17s.  per 
gallon.  Hexamethylene  remains  dull,  and  dealers'  prices  as 
quoted  at  about  3s.  9d.  per  gallon  are  not  steady.  Pure 
methyl  alcohol  has  been  quiet  of  late,  but  dealers'  prices 
hold  in  the  region  of  £80  per  ton.  Pitch. — This  market 
continues  to  be  recorded 1  as  practically  lifeless,  and  the 
little  business  doing  is  purely  of  a  re-sale  character.  The 
nominal  price  has  moved  down  slightly,  being  now  quoted 
at  about  67s.  6d.  per  ton,  f.o.b.  East  Coast.  Wood  tar  has 
been  slow  of  sale,  but  prices  are  rather  firmer  at  £5  to  £6 
per  ton.

3d.  c.i.f. ;  Cochin, 
63s.  6d.  c.i.f.  Cotton. — Prices  are  about  the  same  on  the 
week,  but  business  has  been  slow,  and  the  tone  at  the 
close  not  at  all  steady;  deodorised,  54s.:  common  edible, 
61s. ;  soapmaking,  49s. ;  crude,  45s.  9d'.,  all  spot.  Ground- 
hut. — After  a  week  of  quiet  business  prices  are  returned 
at  much  lower  levels :  deodorised,  spot,  about  59s. ;  crude 
Oriental,  53s.,  c.i.f.  Linseed  (raw,  naked).— This  market 
has  been  dull  most  of  the  week,  and  prices,  especially  for 


spot  and  near  positions,  show  a  considerable  decline.  On 
spot,  39s.  6d. ;  March,  37s.  6d. ;  March-April,  37s.  3d.j 
May-August,  37s.  ljd. ;  September-December,  36s.  10jd.  j 
Hull,  on  spot,  36s.  6d. ;  March,  36s.  6d. ;  March-April, 
36s.  3d. ;  May-August,  36s.  6d. ;  September-December, 
36s.  3d.  Palm  kernel. — The  position  is  rather  easier  hero 
in  some  respects  and  business  hag  been  much  slower ; 
deodorised,  about  49s.  6d. ;  crude,  44s.  6d.,  all  spot.  Palm.—*' 
After  a  prolonged  spell  of  activity  this  market  is  not 
quite  so  firm,  but  at  the  close  the  tone  was  steady.  Prices 
show  a  slight  falling  off  for  some  grades.  Lagos,  40s.  6d. ; 
softs,  40s.  3d. ;  mediums,  39s.  6d. ;  hards,  38s.  9d. ;  bleached, 
43s.  3d.,  all  spot.  Rape. — Lower  prices  are  quoted  at  the 
close  after  a  week  of  dull  markets;  refined,  53s.  6d.; 
crude,  50s.  6d.,  all  spot,  in  barrels.  Soya. — This  market 
has  remained  dull,  with  prices  quoted  unchanged ;  deo- 
dorised, 50s.  6d. ;  crude,  47s.  6d.,  all  spot.  Turpentine.-- 
Prices  have  slightly  sagged,  but  there  is  apparently  very 
little  spirit  actually  offering.  Deliveries  here  for  last  week 
were  distinctly  better,  totalling  about  1,700  barrels,  while 
the  warehouse  stocks  were  returned  at  about  23,000  barrels, 
including  some  1,000  barrels  of  French  spirit.  There  is  at 
present  little  or  nothing  on  the  way  to  this  side.

Crude  65's, 
10gd.  to  Is. ;  standard  motor,  Is.  4jd.  to  Is.  6d. ;  pure, 
Is.  8gd.  to  Is.  lOd.  per  gallon,  ex  works,  in  tank  wagons. 
Burning  oils.— Crude  No.  3,  8^d.;  No.  2,  8d.  per  gallon, 
barrels  free.  Prices  quoted  remain  unchanged.  Fuel  OIL 
is  firm  with  values  level  on  the  week;  895-910  gravity, 
£4  12s.  6d. ;  950  gravity,  £3  17s.  6d.  per  ton,  ex  tank. 
Paraffin  wax  and  scale.— Wax  holds  very  firm  at  un- 
changed prices  of  3£d.  to  4£d.  per  lb.,  according  to  melting 
point,  in  bags;  scale  is  offering,  c.i.f.,  U.K.  port,  at  about 
27s.  _9d.  per  cwt.  Solvent  naphthas  are  just  a  shade  firmer 
again,  with  the  market  fairly  active ;  90  to  160  and  heavy 
90  to  190,  Is.  2d.  to  Is.  3d.  per  gallon.  Paraffin  oils. — 
Markets  stand  firm  and  active.  American  standard  white, 
Is.;  water  white,  Is.  Id.  per  gallon,  barrels  free ;  Russian 
prime  white  kerosene  has  advanced,  6gd.  to  7d.,  ex  tank; 
v^d.  buyers'  barrels  filled  free;  lOd.  barrels  free,  ex  wharf, 
London.  Petroleum  jellies. — If  anything,  the  spot  posi- 
tion is  rather  firmer  after  the  advances  recorded  last  week; 
snow  white,  £63  to  £68 ;  amber  and  yellow,  £25  to  £28 ; 
red  vet,  £22;  dark  stiff  green,  £19  17s.  6d.  per  ton,  ex 
wharf,  London,  barrels  free.  Special  oil,  for  Diesels  and 
motors,  about  lOd.  to  lid.  per  gallon,  barrels  free:  market 
hardening.  White  oils  hold  firm,  with  values  fully  main- 
tained. Special  No.  1,  £45;  No.  1,  £39;  No.  3  half-white,

Increase  in  London  Port  Charges 

In  consequence  of  the  recent  increase  of  wages  to  dockers, 
etc.,  the  Port  of  London  Authority  has  decided  to  increase 
its  charges  as  follows  from  April  1: — On  shipping:  Dock 
dues  and  additional  rent,  47A  per  cent,  to  65  per  cent. ;  dry 
dock  charges  and  rent,  no  alteration  ;  discharging  and  extra 
charges,  57i  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent.  On,-goods  :  Imports, 
landing  and  extra  charges,  55  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent. : 
exports,  charges,  55  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent.;  additional 
rent,  47^  per  cent,  to  50  per  cent.  Port  rates  on  goods  on 
both  imports  and  exports  will  be  increased  to  the  statutory 
maxima.  Lord  Ritchie  of  Dundee,  who  presided  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Authority  when  this  decision  was  come  to,  - 
stated  that  the  settlement  of  the  recent  dock  labour  dispute 
involved  an  increase  of  2s.  in  the  daily  rate  of  pay  of  dock 
and  warehouse  labourers,  with  a  proportionate  increase  in 
the  piecework  rates.  One  shilling  of  this  increase  was 
actually  now  being  paid  and  the  second  shilling  was  due  at 
the  beginning  of  June.  The  rate  of  wages  then  paid  to  the 
labourers  would  represent  an  increase  of  157  per  cent,  above 
the  pre-war  rate.

Profits  on  Advertised  Proprietaries 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  recent  letters 
on  "  Profits  on  Advertised  Proprietaries,"  and  must  agree 
with  he  view  that  it  is  time  that  all  chemists  gave  really 
serious  thought  to  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion. I  think  all  are  agreed  that  the  Association  served 
a  good  purpose  in  the  early  days  of  its  existence,  but 
to-day  presents  a  vastly  different  proposition.  It  has  tried 
to  act  the  part  of  policeman  to  such  an  extent  that  many 
chemists  have  become  practically  devoid  of  business  ideas. 
Also,  like  a  policeman,  it  has  to  overlook  a  lot  of  breaches 
of  the  regulations.  That  the  P.A.T.A.  fails  in  its  object 
can  be  proved  day  after  day.  Wholesalers  themselves, 
in  many  cases,  are  one  cause  of  its  failure,  for  they  will 
allow  2£  per  cent,  discount  on  articles  that  should  be  net 
to  retailers.  Another  cause  of  failure  is  that  one  chemist 
will  blossom  out  as  a  wholesaler,  but  the  extent  of 
business  done  is  to  buy  for  a  few  others  in  his  district 
at  wholesale  prices  and  all  share  the  extra  profits 
received.  All  that  the  P.A.T.A  says  to  this  is  not  to 
recognise  any  wholesaler  who  is  not  a  subscriber  to  the 
Association.  So  we  drift  along,  trusting  to  the  "  dear  old 
lady."  The  chemist  has  been  left  far  behind  as  a  com- 
petitive trader,  when  he  should  be  the  foremost. ^  Surely, 
if  he  has  brains  enough  to  pass  the  "  Minor  "  he  has 
enough  to  meet  competition;  but  perhaps  he  prefers  to  be 
considered  "  professional  " — then,  of  course,  business 
methods  are  obnoxious. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — May  I  suggest  that  "  Proved  "  tests  his  theory, 
and  earns  £5  for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  I  will  contribute 
if  he  remains  satisfied  with  his  theory.  Let  him  make 
a  display  of  the  unadvertised  brand,  and  then  of  the 
advertised  brand,  and  give  equal  support  to  each — then 
test  the  effect  on  the  goodwill  of  his  business  a  month 
later.  The  public  may  accept  substitutes,  and  not  show 
their  resentment  in  any  other  way  than  transferring  their 
custom.  My  own  experience  proves  the  futility  of  giving 
window-displays  of  non-advertised  proprietaries ;  I  also 
believe  that,  failing  a  new  discovery,  it  requires  £10,000 
capital  to  produce  a  shaving  stick  equal  to  Erasmic, 
Vinolia,  Colgate,  etc.,  and  capitalists  would  be  chary 
of  financing  a  scheme  which  did  not  explore  the  usual 
channels  of  trade.  Finally,  I  believe  that  retailers  forget 
that  manufacturers  are  subject  to  the  same  economic 
laws  as  are  most  individuals.  They  cannot  give  the 
public  something  for  nothing,  and  allow  the  retailer  a 
profit  on  the  transaction,  however  much  they  would  like 
to  do  so. — Yours,  etc.,  ,

Rubber  Bottle  and  Pillow  Troubles 

Sir, — For  a  great  many  years  I  have  held  the  view 
that  the  rubber  department — hot-water  bottles,  air 
pillows,  and  so  forth — ought  to  be  pleasant  and  profit- 
able :  from  a  long  experience,  I  very  much  doubt  its 
being  so.  It  is  a  fact  that  customers  will  (as  hinted  by 
Messrs.  Hooper)  imperil  their  immortal  souls  over  this 
class  of  goods  more  freely  than  in  other  directions. 
Especially  in  regard  to  air  pillows  is  this  the  case.  I 
have  sold,  perhaps,  ten  air  pillows,  and  I  am  sure  that 
each  of  them  has  been  an  unpleasant  experience.  At 
least  three  have  been  returned — with  some  abuse — for 
careful  examination  to  reveal  punctures  made  by  safety- 
pins.  The  nurse  or  other  party,  having  arranged  the 
pillow  under  the  head  of  her  patient,  had,  obviously, 
pinned  a  shawl  in  place,  with  the  natural  result  of 
gradual  and  certain  deflation.  On  pointing  this  out  in 
mild  vindication  of  our  bona  fides,  there  was  a  prompt 
denial.  One  only  in  great  surprise  ejaculated  "  Oh  !  " 
Rubber  hot-water  bottles  stand  a  better  chance,  but  all 


these  goods,  which  I  think  we  ought  to  sell  freely,  are 
as  often  as  not  a  disappointment.  One  I  remember 
looked  as  if  it  had  been  baked  in  the  oven.  Explanation 
or  remonstrance  only  led  to  lying,  and  all  one  could 
do  was  to  replace  with  as  good  grace  as  possible. 
The  net  profit  on  these  goods  should  be  higher  to  allow 
of  a  fairer  deal,  or  at  the  least  the  baker's  measure  of 
thirteen  to  the  dozen  should  apply.  Altercations  with 
customers  are  inevitable ;  we  do  not  want  them  with  the 
wholesalers,  though  it  is  pleasant  to  know  that  the  diffi- 
culties are  fairly  well  recognised.  The  fact  is  that  in 
goods  of  this  class  a  much  bigger  trade  is  possible.  I 
agree  with  respect  to  covers,  but  much  prefer  plain 
flannel  to  plush.  It  is  a  pity  such  covers  cannot  be  fixed 
— partly  or  wholly — so  that  they  are  integral  parts  of  the 
bottles. — Yours,  etc.,

Eryngo  Root  and  Other  Remedies 

Sir, — I  am  not  sure  that  my  conception  of  eryngo  root 
is  the  correct  one,  but  it  would  be  surprising  if  the  supply 
is  anywhere  near  exhaustion.  The  sand  dunes  of  Essex 
are  akin  to  those  of  Suffolk,  Norfolk,  and  Lincolnshire. 
When  still  at  school,  I  was  playing  on  the  South  Denes 
at  Great  Yarmouth,  in  some  hollows  and  clefts  of  the 
sand  dunes — I  remember  almost  the  exact  spot.  I  turned 
up  some  roots  which  at  the  time  I  took  to  be  liquorice. 
I  broke  off  and  chewed  a  piece,  and  found  it  pleasantly 
sweet.  I  fancy  I  must  have  been  cautioned  against 
this  kind  of  experiment,  as  I  made  no  further  search. 
A  few  years  later,  as  an  apprentice,  I  found  that  the 
root  I  had  sampled  could  not  have  been  rad.  glycyrrh., 
being  much  paler.  There  must  be  many  chemists  iu 
these  localities  who  have  turned  up  these  roots  during 
their  peregrinations.  Will  they  detail  what  they  have 
found  ?  I  am  the  more  interested  in  the  subject  because 
I  think  we  might  make  more  use  than  we  do  of  this 
kind  of  thing,  suitably  medicated,  for  chewing  in  cases 
of  bronchial  coughs,  sore  throats,  etc.  Thus,  imagine 
liquorice,  sea  holly  or  other  harmless  roots  cleaned, 
6teamed  and  thoroughly  softened;  suitable  medicaments 
then  added  of  the  usual  kind ;  well  sweetened,  nicely 
flavoured,  and  then  compressed  into  something  like  the 
original  shape.  In  short,  we  arrive  at  an  artificially 
medicated  root  that  must  be  chewed  and  well  masticated 
just  like  a  piece  of  liquorice  root — not  so  easily  if  well 
compressed.  Jujubes  and  lozenges  all  dissolve  much  too 
quickly,  whereas  a  root  of  the  kind  indicated  would  have 
to  be  softened,  gradually  crushed  and  disintegrated  by 
the  jaws,  the  remedial  agent  all  the  time  being  carried 
to  the  parts  affected  slowly  but  surely,  to  the  comfort 
and  relief  of  the  patient.  As  an  old  sufferer  from  this 
kind  of  complaint,  I  am  astonished  to  find  so  little  that 
is  new  in  the  way  of  treatment. — e.g.,  my  doctor  writes 
me  a  prescription  that  is  exactly  as  one  suggested  and 
tried  twenty  years  ago,  and  very  little  use  at  that.

Service  in  Insurance  Dispensing 

Sir, — I  am  afraid  that  "  Xrayser  II  "  has  missed  the 
point  of  my  letter  {0.  <6  D',  March  1,  p.  321).  I 
endeavoured  to  show  that  without  satisfactory  remunera- 
tion the  best  service  cannot  be  maintained  or  expected. 
If  it  were  feasible  to  make  out  a  true  cost  sheet  of  all 
expenses,  wages,  and  the  other  odd  things  which  go  to 
make  up  the  service,  it  would  be  found  that  there  is 
little  or  no  profit  left  for  the  employer.  Even  if  chemists 
are  providing  a  public  service,  we  are  not  doing  so  for 
the  sake  of  our  health,  but  to  earn  a  living,  so  that 
it  is  no  use  shouting  "  Service,  service,"  unless  it  is 
paid  for  on  better  terms  and  carried  out  under  better 
conditions  than  at  present — terms  and  conditions  which 
no  union  of  working  men  would  accept  for  a  moment. 
The  official  records  show  that,  for  the  millions  of  prescrip- 
tions dispensed  yearly,  the  number  of  proved  complaint* 
and  successful  prosecutions  is  infinitesimal,  and  therefor* 
pharmacists  as  a  body  have  fulfilled  their  obligation* 
admirably.

Medication  of  Public  Water  Supplies 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  interest  the  note  in  the 
G.  <t  D.  (February  9,  p.  197),  referring  to  a  suggestion 
to  add  iodine  to  a  water  supply  to  counteract  a  local 
tendency  to  goitre.  But  one  man's  meat  may  be 
another  man's  poison,  and  some  people  might  find  that 
the  continual  absorption  of  iodine  would  cause  unpleasant 
results.  I  do  not  know  definitely  whether  drinking  water 
is  treated  chemically  in  any  way  at  present,  but  certainly 
I  have  tasted  water  which  has  a  strong  flavour  of 
chlorine.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  stated 
that  the  habitual  use  of  chlorinated  water  may  give  rise 
to  kidney  and  other  troubles,  should  there  not  be  a 
complete  inquiry  into  the  advisability  of  adding  any 
chemical  to  a  public  supply  ?

S.  S.  (7/3). — The  position  of  superintendent  to  a  limited 
company  must  be  a  bona-fide  one,  since  you  would  be 
held  responsible  for  the  proper  observance  of  the  Phar- 
macy Acts  and  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts.  The  person 
whose  certificate  is  displayed  is  the  chemist  responsible 
for  the  business  being  properly  conducted. 

0.  H.  M.  (4/3). — Stocks  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs  which, 
were  in  stock  on  September  1,  1921,  when  the  Regulations 
made  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  came  into 
force  were  not  required  to  be  entered  in  the  D.D.A. 
Registers.  The  inspectors  under  the  Act  have  power, 
however,  to  demand  to  6ee  the  whole  of  the  stock  of 
"  dangerous  "  drugs. 

Nepenthe  (10/3). — Members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  have  no  monopoly  of  the  letters  "  M.P.S.,"  denot- 
ing membership,  as  against  another  society  with  similar 
initials.  If,  however,  an  unqualified  person  used  the 
letters  "  M.P.S."  in  connection  with  a  drug  business 
he  would  be  prosecuted,  as  prima  facie  there  would  be 
evidence  that  he  intended  to  imply  that  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

T.  dh  Co.  (26/2)  and  M.  D.  (7/3).—  Registration  of 
Formulas. — The  C.  if-  D.  Diary,  1925,  which  affords  the 
next  opportunity  for  the  registration  of  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedies,  will  not  appear  until 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  until  formulas  are  actually 
published  we  cannot  supply  numbers  for  formulas.  This 
is  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  letter  sent  to  us 
by  the  authorities  in  1904. 

Diabedesis  (5/3)  has  been  in  partnership  for  four 
years,  and  hitherto  he  and  his  partner  have  got  on  very 
well  together.  Do  we  recommend  that  a  written  agree- 
ment should  be  drawn  up?  [We  consider  that  it  is 
always  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  written  partner- 
ship agreement,  even  if  the  partners  have  absolute  con- 
fidence in  one  another.  In  particular,  such  matters  as 
the  termination  of  the  partnership,  the  death  of  a 
partner,  and  the  question  of  competition  by  a  retiring 
partner  should  be  provided  for.] 

Ides  (3/3)  let  his  house  in  1919  for  a  term  of  five 
years  at  a  rent  of  £50  per  annum.  He  is  responsible 
for  repairs ;  but  the  tenant  pays  the  rates.  The  tenant 
has  sublet  part  of  the  premises.  If  the  tenancy  is 
renewed,  by  what  amount  is  it  permissible  to  increase 
the  rent?  Prior  to  letting  the  premises  in  1919 
"  Ides  "  occupied  them  himself.  [As  the  premises  were 
let  for  the  first  time  in  1919  the  standard  rent  is  £50. 
Accordingly  that  rent  may  be  increased  by  40  per  cent, 
to  £70.  A  further  increase  equivalent  to  5  per  cent,  of 
the  net  rent  of  the  part  of  the  premises  sublet  may 
also  be  made.] 

A.  E.  L.  (3/3)  bought  the  freehold  of  a  house  and 
shop  a  year  ago.  The  whole  of  the  premises  are  let  to 
a  firm  who  have  sublet  the  house  part.  Notice  terminating 
the  tenancy  has  been  given.  Can  subscriber  obtain 
possession  of  the  house  for  his  own  use?  [As  "  A.  E.  L." 
did  not  become  the  landlord  of  the  premises  until  after 
June  30,  1922,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  Court  would  give 
him  possession  of  the  house  portion  unless  he  can  show 
that  alternative  accommodation  is  available  for  the  tenant. 
The  Court  might,  however,  make  an  order  for  possession 
if  it  is  satisfied  that  greater  hardship  would  be  caused 
by  refusing  than  by  granting  it.] 

W.  A.  F.  (3/3)  asks  :  (1)  Is  a  chemist  allowed  to 
supply  s.v.r.  on  the  prescription  of  a  qualified  practi- 
tioner? (2)  Is  there,  a  limit  to  the  quantity  which  a 
doctor  can  order,  on  a  prescription  ?  (3)  Having  recently 
had  a  prescription  for  s.v.r.  Oj.,  and  holding  no  wine 
licence,  can  he  supply  it?  (4)  If  s.v.r.  may  be  supplied 
on  a  prescription,  can  it  be  repeated  without  a  new  pre- 
scription being  issued  ?  [The  position  of  a  chemist  as 
regards  the  sale  of  s.v.r.,  if  he  does  not  hold  a  spirit 
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retailer's  licence,  is  the  same  whether  the  s.v.r.  is 
applied  for  on  a  prescription  or  without  a  prescription. 
The  Commissioners  of  Excise  allow,  as  a  concession  to 
all  registered  chemists  and  druggists,  to  sell  small  quan- 
tities, say  about  5  oz.,  of  s.v.r.  without  licence  for 
purposes  of  medical  or  scientific  research.  Apart  from 
this,  a  chemist  cannot  sell  s.v.r.  without  licence. 
Where,  however,  the  spirits  are  used  in  the  preparation 
or  making  up  of  medicines  for  sick,  lame,  or  distempered 
persons,  such  medicines  may  be  sold  by  a  chemist  with 
or  without  a  prescription.  (See  C.  <£•  D.  Diary  for  192?, 
page  231.)] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

A.  H.  E.  (5/3). — Goodwill  of  a  business. — It  is  diffi- 
cult to  define  goodwill,  as  it  means  a  different  thing  to 
different  men.  In  your  case,  assuming  the  stock  and 
fixtures  are  valued,  it  leaves  you  with  the  years  of 
building  up  a  business  which  offers  a  profitable  invest- 
ment, providing  energy  to  maintain  it  is  still  supplied. 
There  is  also  the  lease,  with  about  seventeen  years  to 
run.  After  deducting  from  the  net  profit  the  owners' 
remuneration,  the  business  shows  about  £1,400  as  a 
purchase  value  for  this  investment.  With  £340  for  lease- 
hold value  added,  this  will  give  you  an  approximate 
figure,  to  which  is  added  valuation  of  stock  and  fixtures. 

Alpha  (9/3). — Compound  aniseed  elixir. — The  follow- 
ing will  produce  a  cough  mixture  resembling  your 
sample  : —

Break  up  the  liquorice  and  boil  with  part  of  the  water 
until  dissolved  and  strain.  Next  dissolve  the  sugar,  and 
when  cold  add  the  other  ingredients  and  sufficient  water 
to  make  up  the  measure. 

It.  P.  (Canada)  (26/2). — Bottle-capping  liquid. — A 
formula  which  gives  satisfaction  is  that  made  with  a 
gelatin  basis.  This  is  prepared  by  soaking  gelatin  7  lb. 
in  glycerin  10  oz.  and  water  60  oz.  The  composition  's 
coloured  either  with  water-soluble  aniline  dyes  or  with 
opaque  substances  such  as  zinc  oxide.  Insoluble  addi- 
tions are  first  rubbed  down  to  a  thin  cream  with  some 
of  the  water  before  adding  to  the  bulk.  The  paste  is 
liquefied  just  before  use,  the  cork  and  portion  of  the 
neck  being  dipped  into  the  liquid. 

Thymol  (10/3). — Glyc.  thymol  CO.,  B.P.C. — Our  ex- 
perience in  making  this  is  as  follows  :  Follow  out  the 
directions  given  and  use  kaolin,  allow  to  remain  twenty- 
four  hours  with  frequent  shaking  before  the  preparation 
is  completed  by  filtration.  Strong  sunlight  we  have 
found  to  decolorise  the  preparation  and  promote  the 
formation  of  floating  particles,  so  that  the  precaution 
should  be  taken  of  keeping  it  in  a  shady  place. 

L.  A.  (25/2). — Carbon  paper. — The  following  are  the 
ingredients  of  the  paste  which  is  applied  to  paper  to 
make  it  suitable  for  duplicating  purposes  : — 


Soft   paraffin   2i  lb. 

Hard   paraffin    6  oz. 

Drop  black   (ground  in  turpen- 
tine)                                    ...  4  02. 

Plumbago                               ...  4  oz. 

Soft  soap    1  oz.

Melt  the  fats  and  grind  in  the  pigments. 

For  coloured  duplicating  paper  such  as  violet.  Prussian 
hliie  and  violet  aniline  dye  are  used  in  place  of  -i ho  drop- 
Mack,  plumbago  and  aniline  black. 


R.  V.  H.  (29/2).— Finsen  rays.— The  most  suitable 
book  dealing  with  violet  rays  is  Marion  Luckiesh's 
"  Ultraviolet  Radiation,"  1923  (Lockwood  &  Son,  21s.). 
It  has  a  few  pages  on  the  therapeutic  effect  and  a  fair 
bibliography. 

H.  N.  H.  (5/3). — Fermentation  would  account  for  the 
decomposition  of  the  cough  linctus,  the  formula  for  which 
you  send.  The  use  of  aq.  chlorof.  or  a  little  glycerin 
would  probably  prevent  the  trouble. 

/.  B.  B.  (5/3). — We  have  no  further  information  as  io 
the  composition  of  the  French  syrup  than  the  statement 
made  upon  the  label. 

./.  H.  C.  (15/2). — Adhesive  for  tops  of  "  crown  " 
corks. — The  samples  you  send  which  oceur  as  vitreous 
fragments  are  forms  of  dried  albumen.  The  lighter 
sample  appears  to  be  ordinary  egg  albumen.  The  dark 
sample  is  probably  dried  ox-blood  serum,  and  is  used  us 
a  cheap  substitute  for  the  former. 

T.  M.  A.  (25/2). — Factory  Act  eye-drops,  No.  2. — 
The  formula  for  these  is  as  follows  :— 

Sodium  bicarbonate    15  gr. 

Water   ...    1  oz. 

Lancastrian  (22/2). — Water-weed  destruction. — The 
matter  would  have  to  be  specially  investigated  before 
it  could  be  stated  with  certaiuty  that  the  usual  chemical 
method  with  copper  sulphate  of  destroying  water  weeds 
would  answer  in  the  case  you  mention. 

H.  G.  G.  (7/3). — The  usual  rate  of  remuneration  for 
a  junior  improver  varies  from  45s.  to  50s. ,  according 
to  the  style  of  business  and  locality. 

K.  M.  (10/3). — Purchase  of  business. — The  point  oi 
view  of  the  vendor  of  a  business  generally  extends  to 
four  or  even  five  years.  In  order  to  arrive  at  the  true- 
value  of  a  business  a  buyer  wants  to  know  the' 
amount,  of  stock,  value  of  fixtures,  conditions  and  value 
of  lease,  and  other  overhead  commitments  involved,  and 
what  is  commonly  termed  net  profit.  The  latter  must, 
however,  be  analysed  out  for  him.  The  personal  labour 
cost  must  be  deducted,  and  what  is  left  will 
show  the  actual  return  from  the  investment 
of  capital  and  labour.  The  vendor  usually  attaches 
to  this  absolute  net  profit  some  further  consideration  for 
business  building  which  he  terms  goodwill,  but  a  wise 
buyer  must  needs  be  very  cautious  nowadays  in  accepting 
such  an  opinion.  A  £5,000  business  should  be  worth  to 
the  owner  at  least  10  per  cent,  for  his  labour,  skill, 
and  experience  in  carrying  it  on,  but  whether  lie  would 
put  it  so  high  in  selling  depends  largely  on  his  idea  of 
salesmanship.

Transparent  Paper 

A  patent  has  been  granted  in  Germany  for  a  kind  of 
paper  with  the  following  advantages :  It  is  transparent, 
can  bo  written  on  quite  readily  either  with  ink  or  pencil, 
and  the  design  or  writing  can  afterwards  be  washed  off 
without  injuring  the  paper.  To  prepare  it,  ordinary  writing 
paper  is  first  saturated  with  benzine,  then,  before  the  benzino 
has  had  time  to  evaporate,  it  is  dipped  into  a  drying 
varnish  composed  as  stated  below,  or  the  varnish  is  npplied 
with  a  brush  or  a  sponge. 

This  is  the  formula  for  the  varnish:  — 
Linseed  oil  (boiled  and  decolourised)...    20  parts  by  weight
